all tliat is fake must mirelt/ perish ; and 
whatever else commands a blessing, cer- 
tain it is, that no blessing can po.ssibly rest 
upon insincerity and want of earnestness. 
Ijet m never foryct that ire ore, truly, junt 
what God hiott'n us to be ; and that having 
a name to Jive will not save us, (though 
it may deceive us.) if the heart-searching 
God, who cannot be mocked, .secs tliat 
wc are cold formalists— empty pretenders 
— slothful liypocritos— dead ! May Go<l 
quicker;^ us more and more through tlie 
Spirit of Life which was in His So 
May He breathe on those dry bones, that 
tliey may live !

M. Gosner of Berlin, calculates, that 
supposing all the ordained Protestant 
Missionaries to bo equally divided among 
the heathen, tliero would be one mission- 
ary only to every 428,571 of the heathen. 
This would be in the ratio of one niisaiou- 
ary to a heathen population almost equal 
to that of both Edinburgh and Glasgow ! 

The sum given by all the Protestant 
Church for missions to the heathen^ is, 
in round numbers, about X500,000; of 
which Great Britain contribatos about 
£350,000. 

It has been asserted, that the offerings 
presented, in one year, to the tempio of 
the goddess Kali, in Calcutta, equalled 
the revenues of the whole Protestant 
Church for missions. Mr. Medhurst 
states, in Jiis ** China and the Chinese/’ 
that “ the cost of gold and silver paper 
burnt” (in Itonour of idols') ** in Ciiina, in 
a year, exceeds a hundred time» all the 
money collected in the Christian world 
annually for Bible, Tract, and Missionary 
Societies !” 

It has been stated, tliat Scotland con- 
sumes, each year, about £5,000,000 in 
intoxicating drinks ; and Glasgow alone, 
£1,300,000. Yet we everywhere liear 
complaints of the want of moans to aid 
the cause of missions ! 

The present age may be designated as 
the age of missions. Let us glance at 
their recent and rapid increase. 

The Society for the Propagating of the 
GoBi)el in Porcign parts, instituted in 
1701, was the first Protestani Missionary 
Association ever formed. 

The’ next 85 years gave birth to four 
only, — viz., i^iety for Propagating 
Christian Knowledge, (1701;) Society of 
ITalle, (1705;) the* Moravian Mission, 
(1732;) the 'Wesleyan Mission, (1786.) 


During the next 14 years, (from 1786 
till 1 600f) Jive societies were established, 
—The Baptist, (1792 ;) London, (1795 ;)'* 
Edinburgh, (1796 ;) Netherlands, (1797 ;) 
Church Missionary, (1799.) 

Thus, during the whole of the IStli 
century, ten societies only, formed the whole 
miseiohary stuff of the Protestant Church; 
th(None-half of these growing up within 
the last 14 years of the century. 

During the first ten years of the pre- 
sent century, one society only (Berlin, 
which sent forth Rhenias and Gutslall',; 
was added to the number. 

America entered the field in 1810. 
Between this and 1820, five great mis- 
sionary societies were established in the 
United States. The American Hoard of 
Cpmmissionors, (1810;) the Baptist 
Union, and Baptist General Convention, 
(1814;) the Presbyterian, (1,810;) 
Methodist Episcopal, (1819 ;) the Protes- 
tant Episcopal, (1820.) 

The Basle Society was formed in 1816. 

From 1820 till the present year, 15 
missionary societies have been added to 
the number, — viz., Berlin, (1923;) Paris, 
(1824;) Barmen, (1828;) the Church of 
Scotland, ( 1 829 ;) Hamburg, ( 1 835 ;) Dres- 
den, (1836;) Laussanne, (1837;) Glasgow, 
(1838;) Wales, (1840;) Ulster, (1840;; 
Gosners in Berlin, ( 1 842 ; ) Norway, (1842 ;) 
Free Church, ( 1 843 ;) American Lutlieran, 
(1843 ;) Scotch Secession, (1844.) It thus 
appears, thnt,yhr 156 years after Luther's 
deaths there was not one Pratesiani Mission- 
ary Society ; and that all such societies now 
in existence f with four exceptions^ have 
spriimj up during the last Jifty years. The 
last thirty-eight years have given birth to 20 
of those; the last ten years, to 7. 

At one of the missionary meetings held 
last year in New York, a very old man, 
Deacon Harvey, addressed the meeting. 
This man could have said, “ When I was 
sixty -two, there was but one missionary 
society in all Great Britain ; now there 
are 15. When I was Ui.wards of sixty- 
four, tliere was not one missionary society 
in all the United States of America ; there 
arc now 7.

4. Let the collectors meet quarterly, to 
give in their collections, and to have their 
collecting-cards and books receipted. 

5. The Missionary Record should be 
circulated as widely as possible. In poor 
districts, it is advisable that each collec- 
tor should circulate, among the members 

• of the A8sociatiOi*:,*a copy monthly ; to be 
paid, if necessary, out of the funds of the 
Association. 

6. Thougli last, not least, we earnestly 
recommend meetings to be held by the 
parish minister, for the purpose of giving 
simple and familiar addresses upon sub- 
jects calculated to stir up the members of 
Jus congregation to engage perseveringly, 
zealously, and intelligently, in this good 
work. Quarterly meetings, upon Sahbath 
evenings, iiavc been tried witli^much suc- 
cess. What exercises can become a Sub- 
batli evening better, than prayer for the 
advancement of the licdcemcr's kingdom, 
and learning how it prospers V At such | 
meetings, it is of advantage to give infor- ; 
mation regarding the missions of all j 
churches — to read extracts, not only from 
our own Missionary Rvmrd^ but also from 
the narratives of missionaries, the re- 
ports of societies, mission sermons, and 
everything, in short, which is calculated 
to instruct, warn, and encourage Chris- 
tians — to shew them what others are do- 
ing, and what they themselves may, and 
onght to do.* District meetings are also 
of advantage in the country portions of a 
parish, distiint from the parish church. 

We assume, that the regular church 
collections shall, at the same time, be 
kept up, and Uuit they will not be materially 
diminished. 

We believe, tliat if the above plan was 
perseveringly followed in our parishes, 
(modified, of course, to suit difierent cir- 
cumstances,) most blessed ei^ects would 
follow.

rage of £50 per annurarqpuld be raised, 
with very little exertion, from each parish in 
Scotland ; and thus £50,000 a-year, would 
be put at the disposal of the Church for 
evangelizing and educating her people at 
home and in the Colonies, and for preach- 
ing the Gospel to Jew and Gentile. Other * 
churches have demonstrated to us what 
iha^e done in rkising funds, yet we have 
not proposed above to collect the one 
tliird of what some of them do. 

Let us remember, that every dissent- 
ing congregation, in supporting a minis- 
ter, supports a missionary. If they can 
thus support a home missionary, why 
may not our congregations support 
a foreign one? Yet we do not projHjse 
this ; but to raise £50 per annum only, 
for a// our Schemes. Let it also be re- 
membered, that tJio Dissenting churches 
in Scotland have their foreign missions as 
well as we have, — that tlie Free Church 
raises altogether, annually, six or seven 
times more than we propose, in the above 
statement, to do. All this proves what 
may be done, if we have the will and en- 
ergy to do it. Again, let it not be said 
that we do not require so much money, 
as a reason for our not raising njore. 
Our readers surely know, that, at this 
moment, our I ndian Scheme is several thou- 
sand pounds in debt ; and this solely from 
u decreased income, which, at best, was a 
paltry sum, quite unworthy of the Cliurcli 
of Scotland. We blush, and are bumbled 
to the dust, ill recording such a fact !

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We resolved on viilting the Alps of 
Dauphin^y on our way to the valleys of 
Piedmont. They are invested with an 
equal interest with the others, in their his- 
torical associations and natural scenery, 
besides being consecrated in later times by 
the piety and labours of Felix Neff. Our 
sliortcst and best route was to direct our 
course to Lyons. Accordingly, after leav- 
ing Paris, and travelling two weary days 
and nights, per diliyence, through the 
plains of Burgund 3 % we found ourselves, 
on a lovely morning in July, sailing down 
the river Saonc. The landscape was en- 
livened with numerous villages. The 
lofty mountains of Auvergne, clothed with 
cultivation to the top, bounded the west- 
ern horizon ; and they were seen, at the 
time, to groat advantage, from the pleas- 
ing alternation of cloud and sunshine. 

As we proceeded, the banks gradually | 
became more precipitous, clothed with a j 
richer variety of trees and slirtcbs, reseni- ! 
bJing somewhat the character of ou? own i 
Kyles of Bute. We were led to antici- I 
pate in Lyons the Binuinghain of France I 
—a bustling, unioterestiiig town, with its | 
forest of chimneys and impenetrable at- j 
mospherc. But in this we were agreeably \ 
disappointed. If any city be entitled to I 
the name of picturesfjue^ it is this. Situ- | 
ated on the conilux of two of the nohlei^t . 
rivers in Kurope, flowing through plains ■

solicitude to the future. Meanwliile, we 
nTiftsyVwait patiently the designs of Pro- 
vidence. Who can tell, but the political 
convulsions of the past year may, in 
I some mysterious way, be “ preparing 
the way of the Lord” iiu%lhc very king- 
dom where lie has been so long undoified 
and dethroned ? Sad, indeed, it was to 
trace, in our route from the mouth ol 
the Seine to whore wo had now arrived, 
the memorials of an intidol nation, — tlio 
melancholy lessons wliieh Voltaire and 
Rousseau bequeathed to those too willing 
to learn l))eni ! The loveliness of many 
a scene is marred with startling epithets 
and inscrjj)tionH, which blasphemy aioue 
could dictate : — Tiic iiotol of Cod,"' 
— “ The Inn of the Holy (ihost, ’ - “ The 
Auborge of the Devil,” arc by no means 
uncommon. 

But to return. — We shall only notice, 
before leaving Lyons, a strange spee- 
tacK* wo witnessed in the interior ct 
“ Notre Dame do Fourviere,' the Uoinan 
C.’atlioUc cathetlrai whieii crowns tlie 
heights of the city. The walls are hung 
round with relics and olferings of i.'very 
possible description, but certainly more 
distinguished for their variety than thc'ir 
value. They form the result of vows made 
by imlividuiils in distress, wlio imagined 
they had miraculous eures wnuight on 
themselves, or their relatives, at the in- 
tercession of tlie Virgin. A cripple, I'or 
example, finds his way up to this shrine, 
and supplicates deliverance. On beiug 
restored tlie use of his limbs at any fu- 
ture time, he brings a model of the r(f- 
stored member, and suspends it as a 
votive offering to the “ Queep of Hea- 
ven,” (who, by the w'ay,jhas this start- 
ling inscription ,oii the portico of the

none of the little a.sscmldage, wdtli greater 
joy than he, was drawing w,atcr out 
of the wells of salvation !” 

Roman Catholicism here, is of the worst 
charav-ter. We observeil, in the course ot 
the day, several parts *>f the town festooned 
with slirubs and flowers, stretching from 
window JjO window on op|i*»sitc sides of the 
.■^triset. In ihcst- wo encountered various 
popish pr«;ce.Msion.s, iiccoinpanicsl by dis* 
conlant music. A large one, was seen that 
morning, composed of youths ; one of 
whom i>er.sonated the Saviour, dressed in 
a purple robe, with a crown of thorns on 
his head, his feet hart', and carrying a 
ero.Hs on his shoiilder.s. His father walked 
by his side, dres.so(l as a carpenter. Other 
hoys RccompankMl him, representing John, 
Peter, and the other apostles ; and ;i little 
girl, witli !angdishcvclh;«lhair, and a cruise 
iu her han<l, persoTuited Mari* M.'igdalem* 

Among this dcgradeil Catholic popula- 
tion, we loolfcd in vai n for a Sabbath. There 
is no such comnuindnicnt in their deca- 
logue; not one of the shops were shut, 
and every cafe seemed to be thrown open 
forbillilnl, rard-playing, and other amuse- 
ments. Their poalai^f godless merriment, 
strangely contrasted with tlus quiet calm 
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of the eyening, and the sombre grandeur 
of the scenery around. Hie town Itself 
is strongly fortified, having ramparts run- 
ning up the steep acclivities, apd«Btrong 
gates and portcullis at the various ap- 
proaches. Kedundancies truly, beside the 
giant ramparts which nature has thrown 
around, as if in mockery of man's puny 
efforts. After an interesting ddtour of 
two days in the neighbourhood, wc start- 
ed, at five o’clock the following evening, 
in an uncomfortable diligence, for **Bourg 
d’Oysans.” As usual, it “murdered sleep 
but, ill this instance, there was the less 
ciause for regret, as the night was clear 
and beautiful, and the scenery bold in 
the eiftrerrie. The moon slione with un- 
clouded lustre— her beams playing on the 
lofty mountain sides — these, again, cast- 
ing their deep shadows on the valley be- 
low. Above us the heavens were sparkling 
with stars, and the road at our feet was 
studded with the tiny lustre the glow- 
w<irm, the first specimens we had se^n, and 
which shone like gems in the dark. Three 
o’clock in the moniiiig, brought us to the 
little village of Bourg d’Oysans; but., with- 
out pausing, wc continued, at that early 
hour, our journey on foot. The road we 
traversed was just constructing, at an 
enormous amount of labour and expeuse ; 
as many portions were cut out of the 
solid rock. Jt wound through a stuiKjn- 
dous valley; small villages, with sur- 
rounding patches of cultivation, crowning 
the heights ; and cascades and vraterfalls 
tumbling down into the rapid stream be- 
low. Catholicism has here many indica- 
tions of her supremacy. Siiia l shrines 
are. erected every few leagues by the 
side of the road, surmounted by a cross ; 
and underneath one of these, w'e ob- 


served a dexterously ^contrived box, 
with a small aperture in the top, sur- 
mounted with the inscription, “ Tronc 
pour les ames du purtjfaioire” (Box for the 
souls in purgatory.) The humble pea- 
santry arc often seen, when on the way* 
to work, kneeling at their devotions in 
front of these shrines. — A lesson and a 
osl^ke to many in Protestant Britain ! 

Passing the miserable village of La 
Grave, we arrived, the following morning, 
at Briaiicon, a neat little town, perched 
like a nest on the side, of a rocky hill, 
and turretted with strong battlements, 
similar to what we saw at Grenoble. A. 
richly-clothed valley stretched below it, 
smoking with a hundred hamlets. As 
wc advanced a few leagues farther, the 
Alpine scenery assumed an aspect of 
s&rnor sublimity. Mountains, which 
reminded much of the serrated peaks of 
Arran, their tops covered wiln eternal 
snows, seemed to defy farther progress. 
We were now once more within sight of 
Protestantism. As we approached the 
village of La Boche, the sun was sbiniug 
on a lew scattered huts on the opposite 
side of the valley of the Durance. We 
found it, on itniuiry, to be Chancelas, 
one of the hamlets hallowed by the name 
of NeflT. We had reached the termin.i- 
tion of another week, and looked forward 
with no common pleasure to the morrow, 
to onjhy a Sabbath amid the scenes and 
flocks of his apostolic labours, and, if 
possible, to penetrate to the rocky wilds 
of Dormilleuse.

FRANCE. 

We have no space, in our present num- 
ber, for our vahuMl French correspon- 
dent’s letter, regarding the Protestant 
Church of France, We observe, that 
Pastor Pozzy of Bcrgenac, has joined M. 
Fi*ederic Monod and Count Gasparin, in 
their secession from the National Church. 
We trust, that tho next Synod will be 
able to unite upon such a declaration of 
positive Christian truth, as will prevent 
a farther secession by men holding the 
orthodox views of the llochelle Confes- 
sion; which, as M, Adolphe Monod 
maintains, has never ceased to be tlie 
legal and authoritative confession of the 
French Protestant Church. Tho fol- 
lowing notice regarding the Central Pro- 
testant Society, (whose claims were advo- 
cated in Scotland, last summer, by their 
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cxccll^t agent,* Mr. Boucher,} is ex- 
tracted from a communication in the last 
number of Evangdkal Christendom 

* In view of tlieso numifestations which 
darken the prospects of the National 

* Church, the Protestant Central Society — 
Younded for the spiritual benefit of mem- 
bers of the Establishment — ^has felt the 
necessity of redoubling its efforts. }?-»- 
tors Grandpierre, Vermeil^ and Fa/etre, 
members of the Committee, have pub- 
lished a circular, intended to awaken the 
zeal and generosity of their friends. Tliey 
announce, that tjic Society's resources arc 
quite insufficient to meet its wants, and 
that they rely upon those who are at- 
tached to the National Church, and are 
desirous of promoting its prosperity, libe- 
rally to support this institution. 

“ Certainly, the Central Society is en- 
gaged in a useful and interesting work. 
The Committee have placed, at the hclld 
of their regulations, a profession of ortho- 
dox faitl^ very short, but positive and 
explicit. It confesses the natural misery 
of man, and our iucapaci.,/ to do good, 
the Divinity of Jesua Christ, free salva- 
tion by Tlis blooclf the necessity of rege- 
iieration by tlic Holy Spirit, and so forth. ; 
TJie Committee, therefore, cannot be fairly | 
c-harged with holding any licresy. Never- 
theless, the Central Society has not yet | 
ac(juirc‘d any great credit with our Hocks, j 
It lacks funds ; its spliere of activity has ; 
been very limited. Whose fault is this? i 
It would be difficult to say, exactly. Cir- j 
cumstances have been unfavourable, and ^ 
many friends to the National CMiurch ! 
think, that tlu.’ money received fr<Jlu the i 
jmblic treasury, suffices to meet the in- • 

• ternal wants of our churches. This is a ; 
lalse idea ; for the < lovernmcnt dovis not { 
create places tie pasieurs wherever they 
are necessary ; but this opinion is very ! 
prevalent, and leads many to give less j 
than they otherwise would. In general, ; 
experience proves, that National churches ■ 
are less prompt to make sacrifices than ' 
indepemlent communions; they are too ; 
much accustomed to receive everything, i 
w ithout bearing, personally, the slightest !

I rOLYKKSIA — TllE FEEJUK ISLANDS. 

1 Ui*ox a review of our Mission in Feejeo. 
j I am bound to say, that its im|M)rtance, 

‘ in my estimation, increases with the in- 
crease of my knowledge of the [K*ople, the 
country, and the work now' in prctgres.s 
here. There are two very large islands, 
with higli mountains and fine rivers, each 
as large as Devonshire. Upon these, the 
; population may bo reckone<l at ir)0,0U0. 

I iksido th^e, there are, in the entire 
' group, abemt one hundred islands, with a 
' popuhftion, Mr. Hunt thinks, of another 
150,000, making a total of 3CM),000 souls 
in Feejec. 1 am well satisfied, that 
twenty times the present number of 
people might easily find subsistence vu 
those islands, and one hundred islets not 
now inhabited. It is a remarkable pro- 
vision of Divine Providence, that the two 
main articles of food in Feejee, never fail 
together. If the season proves wet, the 
taro thrives well; and if it be dry, tlie 
yam alafUnds. When the Gospel shall 
have caused (Iioir wars to cease, the in- 
ti ostriousliabits of the people cajmot fail 
to secure abundance of excellent food, 
and, by consequence, a raj.wd increase of 
population. While this people have, at 
pre-senl, a rough exterior, and cannibal 
iiabils, they arc possessed of activity, 
shrewtlness, and the remains of civil dis- 
tinctions, titles of honour, and courteous 
salutations of one another, which, in their 
fine and cojaous laL.,ufige, pro<luc<.<, the 
missionaries say, in a variety of ways, 
the most agreeable cfiect. The New Tes- 
tament is now read by many, -an edition 
having i!«sued*from the Mission press in 
Feejee. The impression lK?gins to Ijc very 
general, thait CHiristianity is true, ami 
that, of course, their system is false and 
destructive. Those w'ho have embraced 
the Gospel, generally adorn it’; and a 
goodly number of them go everywhere 
preacbiilff the Word. It is worthy of re- 
mark, that, notwithstatuiing the bloody 
and cruel ferocity of these Pagan canni- 
bals, no violence, even' of the slightest 
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kindi hfts been committed on the person 
of any of our missionaries. But the case 
has net been so with other white men 
dwelling among them, many of «whom 
been clubbed, maimed, and lulled. 

« The character of our brethren for con- 
sistency and truthfulness, while living in 
Fecjce, may now bo considered as fully 
established. Whoever else is in jeopardy, 
the messenger of grace and peace is held 
saci^. The very devoted and spotless ' 
life of Varani, since he bowed the knee to 
Jesus, has done much to soften prejudice, 
and to cast a lustre on the Christian cha- 
racter. Mis friend and conipanion-in- 
arms, Thakombau, King of Feejec, was 
very bitter and earnest against tlie Gos- 
pel, until he saw the true power of piety 
in this ‘ living epistle.’ Since that time, 
his tone has softened down, and his views 
have become corrected. He now says 
Christianity is true, and that he and his 
people shall soon embrace it; but there 
are sonic wars to be completed first! 
Both he and his people are well aware of 
the designs of the French priests, aided 
by tbe naval power of Franck ; and deep 
U their dislike to both, but especially to 
Popery, the full display of which they 
o^hold in Tahiti. 

** The widely-extended induence of the 
press— the dilligoiit attention to the edu- 
cMtion of the people, and especially to tlie 
muldren, wherever we get a station — the 
increased instruction udbrded to the most 
hopeful of the native converts— the mul- 
tiplication of these in all directions w'here 
the people are willing, and even anxious 
to receive them as U^achers — and, above 
all, under God, the successful preaching 
of tlio Gospel, and the consequent out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit, now most 
earnestly prayed fur by the excellent 
missionaries scattered among the islands 
— cannot fail to overcome the power of 
Satan, and to set up in Fcejce the king- 
dom of our God, and of His Christ.” —

THE JEWS AND TUEIR FROPOSKD 
SYNAGOOUB IN JERUSALEM. 

A REMARKABLE Speech his been lately 
delivered in a synagogue in New York, 
by Judge Noah. Large extracts are 
given fVom. it in the last number of the 
Jewish Intdligtnce^ from which we quote j 
the foUowing passages. It is also noticed , 
by our admirable missionary, My. Doug- 
las, Uv his lutevestlug communieatlou In 
tho MUadonary Record for March. In 
this speech of an educated Jew, bolding J 


the high and importantVdBcc of judge 
in the United States, wliat wonderful 
evidence is afforded of the unchanged 
character of the Jewish people! After 
nearly 1800 years of weary wandering, 
they still speak of Palestine as their 
fatherland, and themselves as the ** right- 
f|^ inlieritors of the land of promise.” 
No dispersions or persecutions have 
damped their hope of returning, as a 
people, to the old territory, and of again 
rearing a temple in Jerusalem. It is 
deeply interesting to notice bow the Jew 
and tho Christian recognize, in tbe signs 
of the times, tokens of tho “ return to 
their own land of God’s ancient people 
and though both see that event in diffe- 
rent lights, and give to it different tnean- 
irfgs, yet this only makes the coincidence 
of their faith in it the more remarkable : — 
It may not be generally ^cnown U) 
our people, that since the destruction of 
our temple, upwards of 1800 years ago, 
Israel has been without a place of wor- 
ship, dedicated with all the solemnities 
of our faith, and erected with suitable 
magnificence, to the Divine Architect of 
heaven and earth. The Jews, in their 
own land, on that land which God gave 
to them us an inheritance for ever, by a 
deed consecrated and confirmed by ages, 
were not i)crmitted to erect a synagogue, 
from thiit fatal moment of the destruction 
of the temple, even to the present day. 

‘‘ Tlic Sultan of Turkey, following the 
march of civilized nations, says to the . 
Jews ill his dominions, ‘ You are free ; 
you have my permission to erect a syna- 
gogue in .Tcrusalem ;* and messengers 
arc despatched, as they w^cre in the days 
of Solomon, to ask for aid from their 
brethren throughout the world, to erect a 
magnificent place of worship,— the first 
that has been erected in the holy city 
since tho advent of Christianity. 

• ** Friends and brethren, do you under- 
stand that sign ? Is it not pregnant with 
great events? Is not this another seal 
btoken ? , . To see tho holy land, sove- 
reign and independent, under its rightful 
proprietors ; to know that the temple will 
again be rebuilt ; to ho^c to see the stan- 
dard of Judah once more unfurled on 
Mount Zion ! to die on that spot, and to 
be buried near David and ^lomon in the 
Valley of Jehosaphat, — should be our 
higliest ambition, our earnest hope, our 
Incessant prayer. 

*‘Tlioro are some who may consider the 
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[)ermis8ioii extended to the Jews in Jeru<^ 
sidem to biuld a temple, or a maEnificent 
sfnagogne, a concession of little impor- 
tance ; but, taken with other extrami- 
nary signs of the times, it has a most 
•important bearing. We may be wtmind- 
Jkil and indifferent in relation to those signs ; 
hut there is a Divine hand which directs^ a 
Divine agmry which controls, these move^ 
ments ; there are Divine promises ffet ufSe 
fuljilled, Divine attributes which are yet to 
be made apparent to the unbeliever, . . . 

The mosque of the Mussulmans reared 
its domes and minarets on the site of our 
temple — Christiillis erected niagniilcent 
churcJies and rieh-endowed chapels on 
our soil; while our people, the rightful 
inheritors of all that land of promise, 
crawled, in abject submission, to ^he 
walls of the temple, to bewail their hard 
destiny — to pray for the peace of Jeru- 
salem, and weep on the solitary banks §f 
the Jordan.

onuucu MISSIONARY SOCIKTV. 

We refer our readers to the March^ um- 
ber (if our “ Missionury Itecord,** for an 
•interesting extract, giving an account of 
the rise and progress of this society. We 
are glad to see, that the Jubilee Fund 
iunounted, in February above, toi:39,000. 

The contrast presented by the follow- 
ing sketch, which we extract from the 


seat of Christ. His house was the pic- 
I tare of misery and heatheuism, and shewed 
I what Rian is without the Gospel. It was 
miserrfbly filthy, small, and so dilapidated 
as to allow rery little shelter finora the 
weather. Tiie sun was pouring in his 
rays through the greater part of the roof 
and sides. On one side, wore two or three 
dirty broken cooking- vessels ; on the other, 
a female fast asleep ; wlijle he and another 
female, seated on thedirty floor, were eating 
out of an iron pot with their hands. His 
wife, he said, had run away. The woman 
joined him in the conversation ; but, like 
himself, admitted, tliat though she had 
once belonged to the (Church at Welling- 
ton, she never now went to any place of 
worsliip, having fallen into sin. Both 
seemed indifferent about eternal things. 

I now turned from them with a sad 
heart, to the house of one of our people, 
which afforded a striking evidence of the 
benefits of Christianity. Here, as I en- 
tered the door, a smile crossed tlic coun- 
tenance of the man and his wife, both of 
whom aro^ and weleomiKl me to their 
new and comfortable house, and imme- 
diat(‘l/ hasted to place a seat for ray ac- 
commodation. Here I found industry, 
the usual attendant on the right recep- 
tion of Christianity. The wife was sew- 
ing a dress, and the husband a pair of 
new trousers ; their three little ones play- 
ing cheerfully around them. The house 
hail a different oppcarance from the one 
1 had just left. The walls, though of mud, 
were well constructed, and had a neat and 
clean appearance; and there were many 
articles orFuropcan furniture. I ts appear- 
ance bespoke the dwelling-place of the 
Son of Foacc ; and I coul(l not but pray, 
as I left them, that all those around might, 
by sovereign grace, become temporally 
and spiritually as the inmates of that 
happy dwelling.”

LAYARh’ 

Ok the banks of the Tigris, in that old i 
land of Mesopotantin, from which the 
human race have journeyed, and to which 
all tradition points as the early, cradle of 
civilization, a few gigantic mounds have 
been pointed out, from age to age, as the 
accumulated dust, and silent graves of 
the once great Nineveh. Kach traveller 
who visited those distant spots, passed 
them by, or trod over them with almost 
superstitious awe, as ho recalled the 
shadowy dream of Xineveh and those 
early kingdoms whose history is recorded 
in a few words by sacred and profane* 
historians, or pictured in the tales and 
fables of tlic Arabian story-teller. But 
no one ever traced a ruin, or discovered 
any sculpture, or found any monumental 
inscription, among those heaps of dust. 
Nothing more was seen than long un- 
dulating mounds rusing from the level 
plain ; nothing more was known regard- 
ing them, than that all traJ\tioa cor- 
roborated the story of the wandering 
Bedouin, that here once flourivshcd the 
great Nineveh. So unchanged were those 
old remains, during succei'ding ages, that 
the spot can yet be easily recognized 
where Xenophon encamped w'ith the 
10,000 Greeks, long before the Christian 
era; when the great historian described 
it, even then, ns “ the site of au ancient 
city.” So utterly ** wa.ste” had Nineveh, 
.and its not far distant neighbour Babylon, 
become, that the renuiins the one city, 
whose circiimforcncK' was n three-day’s 
journey— ami of the other, wituch was the 
great Babylon, the hammer of the whole 
earth,”— w'cro, four years ago only, “ con- 
tained in a glass-case in the British 
museum !” 

Mr. Layard has, by his genius, indus- 
try, and perseverance, brought to light 
some of the wonders of ancient Nine-

veh. He has been, for many years, an 
enthusiastic traveller in the East. With 
one or two friends, he has journeyed on 
horseback through Palestine, Syria. Asia 
Minor, and Mesopotamia, He has dis- 
pcQ^ed with dragomans and attendants, 
and thrown himself upon Arab hospitality. 
With the suii he has risen, and with the sun 
i^tircd to rest. Onwards and onwards 
he has wandered, with an undying and 
insatiable love of knowing and 

immner.s, and a burning desire to pene- 
trate some of the mystery wdiich lias 
hung over the antiquities of the mor- 
ning land.” In 1844, he began his exami- 
nation of the ruins of Nineveh. Unaided 
and uncarod for by the British Govern- 
ment, with little means at his disposal, 
ho had, nevertheless, many advantages, 
which neither mere wealth, nor Govern- 
ment influence, nor patronage, could 
And him. lie posscs.<} 0 (l a thorough 
know.edge of the people, — their language 
and manners, lie was full of enthusiasm, 
courage, and industry, combined witli the 
acquirements of an accomplisheil scholar. 
TJie results of his labours in excavating 
the mounds of Nineveli, have been pub- 
lished in a w'ork of two 8vo. volumes, 
which we have read with intense interest, 
and which we recommend, as being, witli- 
out comparison, the most instructive an<l 
citciling book #f “ tile season.” Not only 
does Mr. X^ayard give an account of j[ill 
Ills remarkable discoveries in Nineveh, 
connecting them with the history of 
Assyria; but he has also enriched his 
pages with fresh and racy descriptions ot 
scenery, and Arab life; with deeply in- 
teresting narratives of visits paid to 
the Ncstorian Christians among the 
mountains of Kurdistan; and to that 
almost unknown, yet singular sect, the 
Yezede’s, or “devil- worshippers.” To select

• “ Lot US imagine ourselves issuing 
from my tent, near the village on the 
plain. On approaching the mounds, r* $ 
a trace of a building can be iterceived, 
except a small mud Imt, covered with 
reeds, erected for the accommodation of 
my Chaldean workmen. We ascend the 
artificial hill ; bu| still sec no ruins, nor a 
stone protruding from the soil. There is , 
only a broad level platform before us, | 
perhaps covered with a luxurious crop of < 
barley, or, may he, yellow and parched, ; 
— without a blade of vegetation, except, 
perhaps, here and there a scanty tuft of 
camelthorn. Low bleak heaps, surmount- 
ed by brushwood and dried grass, a thifi 
colunm of smoke issuing from the midst 
of them, ^lay be scon hero and there. 
These are* the tents of the Arabs, and a 
few miserable old women arc groping 
about them, picking up camel's dung 
and <lri('d twigs. One or two girls, with 
firm step and erect carriage, are perceivt‘d 
Just reaching the to]) of tlie mound, with 
the water-jar on their shoulders, or a 
bundle of brushwood on their heads. On 
all sides of us, apparently issuing from 
under ground, are long lines of w ihl-look- 
iiig beings, with disiievelled hair, their 
limbs only half-com?caled by a .sliort wove 
shirt : some jumping and capirriug, and 
all hurrying to and fro, sliouting like 
inivlinen. Each one carries a hiftket ; 
and as he reaches the tidge of the monud, 
or some convenient s}»ot, he empties its 
contents, raising, at the same tiuie, a cloud 
of dust. He then returns at the top of ; 
his spet'd, dancing and 3'ellirig ns beldre, 
and liourishing his basket over his liead ; 
again he suddenly disapixjars in the bow- 
els of the earth, from w'hence he enicrgtHl. 
Those arc the w'orkmen employed in re- 
moving tiie rubbish from the ruins. We 
will ^escendrinto the principal trench Iiy j 
a flight of steps, rudely cutriuto the cartlf, ; 
^lear the western face of the mound. As I 
wT approach it, wc find a party of Arah.s ; 
bending on their knees, and intently gaz- j 
ing at Bonietliing beneath them. Each ! 
holds his long sji^ar, tutlcd wdth ostrich j 

• foather.% in one hand, an^ in the other, 
the halter of his mare, w'hich stands pa- . 
ticntly behind him. The party consists : 
of a Bedouin Sheik from the desert and 
his followers, who, having heard strange 
reports of the wonders of Nimrod, have j 
made several days* journeys to remove ;

I rises as he hoars our approach ; and if we 
! wisli to C8cai)0 the embrace of a very 
; dirty ^trangiT, wo had better at once 
hurry into the trenches. Wo descend 
; about 20 feet, and suddenly find our- 
selves between a pair of colossal lions, 
winged, and hunmn-hcaded, forming a 
jiortal. I have already describiN] my feel* 
iugswhen gazing, for the first lime, upon 
those gigantic figures. Those of the read- 
ers would probably be the same, particu- 
larly if caused by the reflect ion, that be- 
foro these wonderful forma, Kzckiel, 
Jonali, and others of the prophets, stood, 
and Sennacherib bowled, — tliat even the 
patriarch Abraham himself may have 
looked upon them. In the subterraneous 
labyrinth which wc have readied, oU is 
bustle and confusion. Arabs are running 
about in different dirr^etions. Some bear- 
ing baskets fillcMl with earth, others car- 
rying the w ater-jars to their compamous. 
Tlic Chaldeans, or Tynri, in their striped 
dresses, and curious conical cups, are dig- 
ging with picks into the tenacious earth, 
raising a chwd of fine dust at every stroke. 
The wyd strains of Kurdish music may 
be heard oet'asionally issuing from some 
distant i)nrt of the ruins ; and if they arc 
caught by the partic;s at work, the Arabs 
join their voices in chorus, raise the war- 
cry, and labour with renewed energy. 
lA'aving b(‘bind us a sm.aU chamber, in 
which tlie sculptures .aredistinguinhwl by 
a want oftlni.sh in the execution, and con- 
i siderahle rudeno.ss in the d<*sign of the 
I ornamenis, wo issue from between the 
' winged li^ns, and enter the remains of 
the princtf>al hull. On both .^idcs of us 
; arc* sculptured ^^iganlic- winged figures ; 
tioino with the heads of eagle.**, others en- 
tin*ly human, and carrying mysterious 
.syunhols iti tlicir handH. To the left is 
another portal, also formed by winged 
lions. One of tlnMn has, however, fallen 
across tlie entrance?, and tltero is just 
room to creep beneath it. Beyond this 
portal is u w inged figure, and two slabs 
with bas-reliefs; but they have been so 
much injured, that wc can scarady trace 
the subject upon them. E'arther on, tlierc 
arc no traces of w*all, althongh a dtftr]> 
trench has been opened. 'Ihe oppfisilt* 
sid^ of the waif lia.s also disappeared, and 
we only see a high wall of crarth. On 
examining it* attentively, we can dcti*ct 
the tnark«) of masonry, and we soon find 
that it is a solid structure, built of bricks 
and unbaked clay, now* of the same co- 
lour as th^ surrounding soil, and scarcely 
to be distinguished from it. Tlic slabs of 
alabaster, fallen fronv thedr original posi- 
tion, have, how’cver, btsen raised ; and we 
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m the midst of a range of small 
bas-reliefs, representing chariots, horse- 
men, battles, and sieges I Perhaps the 
workmen are about to raise a slab ebr the 
first time; nnd we watch with eager 
curiosity what new event of Assyrian 
history, or what unknown custom, or re- 
ligious ceremony, may be illustrated by 
the sculpture beneath. Having walked 
about one hundred feet among these scat- 
tered monuments of ancient history and 
art, we reach another door-way, formed 
of gigantic winged bulls in yellow lime- 
stone. One is still entire ; but its com- 
panion has fallen, and is broken into se- 
veral pit'ccs, — the great human head is at 
our feet. We pass on without turning 
into the part of the building to which this 
portal leads, lieyond it, we see another 
winged figure, holding a graceful fiower 
in its hand, and apparently presenting it 
as an offering to the winged bull. Ad- 
joining this sculpture, we. find eight fine 
bas-ndiefs. There is the king hunting, 
and triumplung over the lion and wild 
bull ; and the siege of the castle with the 
hattcring-rani. We have ifow reached 
tlic end of the hall, and find before us an 
elaborate and beautiful sculpture, repre- 
senting two kings standing beneath the 
emblem of the Supreme Deity, and at- 
tended by winged figures. Be^’cen them 
is the sacred tree. In front of this bas- 
relief, is the great stone pillar upon which, 
in days of old, may have been ]>laced the 
throne of the Assyrian monarch, where 
he received his captive cncmicH, or his 
courtiers. To the left of us is a fourtli 
outlet from the hall, formed Uy another 
pair of lions. We issue from between 
them, nnd find ourselves fin the edge of a 
deep ravine, to the north of which lies, 
high above us, the lofty pyramid. Figures I 
of captives bearing objects of tribute, ear- | 
rings, bracelets, and monkeys, may be 
seen on walls near the ravine ; and two 
enormous bulls, and tw’o winged figures, 
above fourteen feet high, are lying on its 
very edge. As the ravine bounds the 
ruins on this side, wo must return to the 
yellow bulls. Passing through the en- 
trance formed by them, wc enter a large 
ehamber, surrounded by eagle-headed 
figures. At one end of iUis a doorway, 
guarded by two priests, or divinities ; aVid 
in the centre, another portal;, with winged 
bulls. Whichever way we turn, we find 
ourselves in the midst of a nest of rooma ; 


passages, panelled on one side with slabs 
of alabaster, and shut in on the other by 
a high wall of earth, half-buried, in which 
may here and there bo seen a broken 
vase, or a brick painted with brilliant 
colours. ^V'e may wander through these, 
galleries for an hour or two, examining 
the marvellous sculptures, or the nume- 
rous inscriptions that surround us. Here 
I wo meet long rows of kings, attended by 
! their eunuchs and priests — thei'e lines of 
I winged figures, carrying fir-cones and 
religious emblems, and seemingly in ado- 
ration before the mystic tree. Other en- 
trances, formed by wingtrd lions and bulls, 
lead us into new chamberB. In every 
one of them arc fresh objects of curiosity 
and surprise. At length, wearied, we 
issue from the buried edifice by a trench, 
on the opposite side to that by which we 
entered, and find ourselves again upon 
the naked platform. We look around in 
. vain for any traces of the wonderful re- 
j mains we have just seen, and are half- 
I inclined to believe that we ban? dreamed 
j a ilre.nm, or have been listening to some 
tale of eastern romance. Some who may 
hereafter tread on the spot where tlie 
grass again grows over the ruins of the 
Assyrian palaces, m.iy indeed suspect 
that I have been relating a vision,” —

Love is the end of the law, and of the 
Gospel. The great commandment of tlte 
law is, ‘‘ Love the Lord with all thy ■ 
lieart.” The Gospel repeats the “ same ' 
commandment wliich we have heard from 
the beginuing.*' its law is also Love. 


Ono great ditibrence between the law and 
‘ the Gospel is, that the latter tnobUs us to 
be, what the former only commandM us to 
be. Thu law says, /io this and live. The 
Gospel says, Live and do this.

(J.) Though ybu may have, up 
till this moment, riirv'er oj[>enc*d your 
heart to*God, but shut it aguinat Him, 
and found misery, let not terror for Gtai 
—the holy, pure, and just God ~-ke<?p you 
away from Him any longer. What is it 
which Gofl hates in you? Is it not your 
enmity to Him ? And diK'S not Uis anger 
against your enmity, measure His desire 
to possiiss your love? He loves you; 
and, therefore, desires you to love Him io 
return.: It is true, that He has pronounced 
a ciirsc^ upon your wickedness, which, 
unless removed, must end in your final 
ripn.

WHY DO YOU OIWECT TO AID FOREIGN MISSIONS? 


We address ourselves to those only who I 
profess to believe in Christ, who have I 
been baptized in II is name, and received 
the sacrament of the Lord's Supper as a 
Hynibol of their foUowship with lliin, and 
w'ith ** Ilis body, the Church.*’ Those 
wlio do not profess faitli in the Redeemer, 
cannot be expected to desire that others 
should possess it. In their present state 
of unbelief, wo would not appeal to them 
for any assistance to save the heathen ; | 
but would offer tliein rather every assist- 
ance to save themselves. We wonder 
not that they should not Ipvc missions ! 
Our only wonder is, that they should not 
love Christ. But what shall we say 
to the indifference of Christ’s professed 
friends, to a cause which the Church of 
Christ (and she only !) lias so mucli at 
heart? Such an anomaly is every day 
becoming more rare. But it is occasion- 


ally met with, and that, too, where one 
would least expect to find it. Wo will 
not take it upon us to afiirm, that such 
objections always spring from want of 
love to God and man, — from indifference 
to the cause of religion, or to the best 
interests of humanity. Were this llie 
case, it would be a useless task to attempt 
to nnsw’er them. For the grand objt*c- 
tjpn would not be removed, ^nd would 
never, indeed, be stated a positive tiislike 
to the truth. 

But we believe that many arc opposed to 
missions on other grounds ; as, for in- 
stance, from not serAJUsly considering 
tlieir claims*-from prejudice— from igno- 
rance of facts — from limited personal ob- 
servation, &c ; all which diilicultics may 
possibly be obviated by a lit(lo calm re- 
flection.

India is, after all, the home of many 
a heart, more than are either England 
or Scotland ; though these may be the 
lands of their birth, and of their present 
dwellings.

It^s a liome for memory ; wliy should it 
not he a home for missions? Tlie mili- 
tary glory earned in its eampaig-'s, or the 
civil distinction acquired in its diplomacy, 
or courts of justice, have made families 
in their British home more illustrious. 
The wealth accumulated from her mer- 
chants by the iiulustry of our conuneree ; 
or from licr now dilapidated citadels' and 
decayed sovereignties, by the prowess of 
our armies ; have raised thousands of (»ur 
people to affluence, and enabled many 
to caU broiiil lands, and a noble mansion 
in Scotland or England, by the name of 
I home: and shall iio interest be felt for 
I the eternal gooil, endless peace, and cn- 
I during riches, of that land which was 
their home once, and has foimdeU, or 
adorned, their home now? But there 
I are many who do not associate India 
I with a home which its we.i1th has found- 
eil, or its honours adorned ; but witli 
a home which it has rendered desolate, 
and deprived of its brightest ornaments. 

' M&ny who have not carried anything 
I aw'ay from India’s plains, have left all 
that was dear on earth buried in their 
dust. How many husbands and widows, 
how many parents and children, think 
I of India as the home of the dead*! and 
dwell with more affectionate interest upon 
the spot where they lie interred, than 
upon any scene within their own rocky 
island I They can say of the distant a^st- 
ing-plaoe of their beloved dead:— •• That 
single spot is the whole earth to me!’* 
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Afight we not hope, that all tlifise mour- 
ners would rejoice in sending to poor, be- 
nighted India, the news of Christ, “ the 
resurrection and the life*' which alone make 
^ the tfiaughte of' India ioleraUe to themsehrsf 
.Why deny to human hearts like their 
own, the blessed truth, and the deep com- 
fort which the truth brings, — *• If wo Ih.*- 
licve that Jesus ditnl and rose again, even 
so them also which sleep in Jesus, wdll 
Cod bring with IJini ?** Do not the very !

Colonies for the reception o f the 
youny sent out by correspondimj societies at 
home. In the meantimo, we shall extract 
a few facts from a pamphlet which we have 
accidentally met with, upon this subject 
of emigration. It is a memorial, addres* 
sed to Lord John Uusstll, by a meeting 
of highly influential men, most of them 
members of Farliaroent, held in London 
in December last, on the subject of coL 
onizatioii. We extract from it the follow, 
ing facts:— 

I fame Pauperism. 

In England, a million n'^^l a^half, or 
nearly one* tenth of the population, receive 
parochial relief. In Ireland, nearly three 
millions, or more than ono*third of the 
inliabitants, subsisted last sununer on 
charity, by gratuitous relief, or by forced 
and profitless employment. In S'oiland, 
pauperism is rapidly on the increase ^ and 
the burden of maintaining the' poor, is 
augmenting in a still moro rapid propor* 
tion. 

During the last ten years, the sums 
levied fortiie relief of the poor in England 
an<l Wales, have amounted to no less than 
i:CG,000,(H)0, being an avenge of nearly 
(and last year amounting altogether to) 
the yearly sum of X7, 000, 000 ; and by the 
9th and loth Viet., cap. 101, the State ad- 
vanced for tliecmploy ment of the labouring 
classes in England, X2,000,0000. The 
deficiency in a single crop, of a single de-

suflicient to feed 1,100,000 of those poor 
pttople who were starving in England and 
Ireland. In New South Wales the peoplo 
are 180,000, the cattle 2,000,000, the sheep 
8,CH.»0,000 Ixfing about thirteeft' head of 
oxen, nnd 50 sheep, for each i)erson. The 
superabundance of food is wasted for want 
of mouths ; the corn is shed fur luck of 
reapers; the wool is injured for want of 
shearers ; and, consequently, all descrip- 
tions of produce either perish, or are 
greatly depreciated both in- quality and 
value. Herds of cattle and flocks of sheep 
are * boiled down* for tallow, there, while 
thousands are famishing for want of fuml 
here, — there the meat is wasted, here 
men arc wjisting. Human skeletons pine 
here for what fattened dogs reject there. 
The balance between food and population 
is unequal at home, — it is ns uiiequtd in 
New i;>outh Wales ; but it is the other 
way. Ill like manner the scales of. labour 
and employment are uneven here ; they 
are as uneven at the antipodes; but in tbc 
opposite direction. Here labour is too 
plentiful ; there it is as much too scarc(‘. 
Wc have tried and failed to bring the 
food to the starving man, — therefore con- 
vey the starving man to bis food, the 
labourer to his hire, and you may restore 
tins lost l>alanco. 


scription, in one year in Ireland and 
land, has added to tlic burden, in cxpinidi- 
turo, for relief and inipruvenjcnt, (Com- 
rnons’ Paper, No. 13, 1847,) £10,342,500 ; 
and private subscriptions'* (including 
£ 200,000 subscribed on two occasions) 
are reckoned at £1,000,000. Tlie amount 
levied for poor’s rates in Ireland, (Com- 
mons* l*aper. No. 144, 5th Marcji, 1847.) 
£298,000; the poor-rates in Scotland, 
£295,000 ; giving t total charge for tlie 
relief of the poor, in little more than one 
year, of £20,935,500.” 


“ In New South Wales, the unskilled 
labourer, full fed with ample rations, sup- 
plied with a dwelling and garden, found 
in tea, sugar, milk, and tobacco, disdains 
to work under 2s. 6d. a-day besides. If 
1 destitution cause criirie here, affluence 
' leads to the same result there. Want 
here, and abundance there ; scarcity and 
suiierfluity of labour, opposite extremes, 
end alike in vice, indolence, insubordina- 
tion, and social disorder. 

“ The common wages at present given 
in that country, are as follows Sheep- 
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sbc^^^^rs, 12,<. fi/f. per day; reai^wrs, 10s.; i 
whilst shepherds and ordinary lal^urers ■ 
receive from .£25 to X30 per annum in 
money payments ; in addition to which ^ 
they arc housed, and receive the follow-^ / 
ins: rations weekly, which, in England, ! 
would be worth as follows : — i

I. f Tucker's Sermon. } 


Innumerable boys and young men have 
desired, at times, to devote themselves^ to 
Missions. Thf-y liave expressed siicli 
desires, and gained some credit for Chris- 
tian devotedness. Hut from some the 
desires have gradually faded away before 
opening prospects of worldly distinction 
or advantage. In others, such desires 
have iKien made a cloak for relaxing 
their attention to the duties of their 
station, and have gradually evaporated in 
idleness. But where the desire is from 
the Spirit of God, it shuns ostentation. 
It renders a youth ‘ thoughtful,’ but 
quickens to diligence. ‘ In patience,’ it 
possesses the soul, till tlie providence of 
God clearly opens a way for its fulfil- 
rneiil.” 

We cannot here give any details as to 
bis Missionary course. It was laborioii.«, 
eaftiest, intelligent, and effective. A 
small volume of his, (which wc shall 
fully notice in our next lumber,) 
entitled “ Chapters on Missions,” has 
betiii lately published, affording, in every 
page, evidence of his intelligence and 
spirituality of mind. 

Tlie devoted ness with which he entered 
upon the Missionary life, did not forsake 
him, after he had experienced its toils and 
dangers. What a beautiful instance and 
example does be afford of 

l)vvi>leilnrss to his work. 

“It was most striking to liear from 
him, infniediately upon his arrival, his 
deteriiiinnlion to return to his labours at 
the earliest period possible ; herein afford- 
ing another evidence, that he had been 
called to the work by the Holy Spirit of 
Goil. His family circumstances would 
have enabled him to live at iioiiie in corn- 
para live affluence; his interrupted health 
ill India would have afforded a full justi- 
fication in the eyes of all ; his two moth- 
erless children might have shaken his 
resolution. But witti the uiHiesitatfing 
decision of one who has received the 
commission of his commanding officer, 
and the cheerfulness of one who serves a 
beloved muster, he prepared to return to 
India, after a few months, cliiefly spent 
in visiting and si.>eaking at public meet- 
ings. Ko parent, will read this narrative 
without recurring, in thought;, to the feel- 
ing of the father and mother of this de- 
voted servant of God ; and they- will 
rightly judge, that their feelings must 
have been in unison with his, and that 
the family sacrifice w.as as willingly 
offered U|)on the appointed service, ns 
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was the personnJ Sacrifice of tlie j»on him- ■ 
self. Indeed, whatever reluctance and ' 
there hud been on hia hrat 
de^rture, had now been banished from ; 
tlieir iiiinda, when they saw the manifest I 
i^rowih in grace which Missionary work i 
had fostered in their bidoved child.*' 

Ills illness did not, at first, seem to • 
himself, fir to ids friends, to be danger- 
ous. Hoth had a solemn apprehension 
that the Lord might be about to send for ! 
him. Tliere was no reluctance on either 
side to sjicak of such a prospect, “ For ; 
ni<*,’’ ho siii»l on*one occasion, “it is far * 
better to doiinrt; but I am only a young 
man, as yet. I might work in God's ser- 
vice, if lie raised me up. But when I 
think of my own deceitful heart, and the ' 
jiower of the world, I tremble lest I 
should not stand firm.** The pronifse 
was a^kod and given, tiiat he should bo , 
told as *jo;i as the do<;ior thought him 
worse. We cannot curtail the following 
account of 

His last illness and death, 

“On the lull of October, lie sent for 
his sister to his bedside. In a weak and ; 
tl*eblo voice, he said, ‘lieorge bus just 1 
been with me, much east down ufKin this, ; 
that he says Mr. J, tldnks much worse of ; 
me, and iliat 1 may not remain long.* . . . i 
• Wlien he comes again, I wisliyou mask , 
him particularly ; and if he says the same, 
are you all prepared to join me in jiraise?'

“ Ilis parting with bis two little children ; 
evidenced the same strong faith, aixl de- i 
taci;nient •from this world. His thirty- > 
first birthday occurred during his illness ; 
ujid be received, with a cheerful smile, : 
the visit of his children to his bedside, 
whet] they brought him nosegays, and : 
wished hi hi many liappy returns. When 
he thought his lime might be short, he 
desired to see tisom. ‘They got on the 
Ijcd,* h\« sifeler writes, *and kissed him. 
He said, “That is your last kiss. Ood 
bless you ! If you wish jto see i»apa again, 
you must come to heaven, where you will 
find him, and dear mamma, and little

Johnny. Now, go<xl hyol” Ho wa* 
calm, Mild not overcome.. I remeinbcnvl 
his de(*p emotion when he parted from 
then^to return to India two years Uforc. 
The struggle — imd it was a bitter one— 
was gone through at that time. Tlu‘ 
sacrifice had ten made, and (.Tod spared 
him the pain of a second. He afierwar.l 
told me, that he had a firm cotifidema* 
they would come to l»im in heaven. I jMin 
my impiiring if he had anything to say 
rt*8i>ecting them, he merely said, “Y«mi 
know' my wUiics m well, I have nothing 
to tell you. Their mother and 1 com- 
iintted them to you. * * 

“It will Ih‘, however, for our edifica- 
tion to inquire into the foundation upon 
which his Christian character rested — tli« 
root and spring of sucli eminent Missitm- 
ary graces. 

*“ 'file foundation, we hesitate not to say, 
of his iievotedness, w'as laid in an urdt ht 
lore of the Stn iitur. It was Ibis, diaibiless, 
wliicli kept him steady to his Mi.ssioimry 
it^solvcs in early life; which made him 
esteem iW honourable and delightful to 
testify lliH mime among tlic (icniiles. 

“ itis sister writes — ‘ I'lie one biriking 
feature of his iihie.sH, us of Iua life, was 
his abounding love to bis Saviour. It 
literally filled bis heart, and nothing 
came into competition with it— Him first. 
Him last. He was indeed the Alpha ami 
Omega. In his weakest and most trying 
moments, the name of desus would bring 
a smile of happiness across his worn and 
sufibring features.’ And again — ‘ Head- 
ing to him a portion out of the book of 
Hevelatton, he said, ‘Tl\e sewnd and 
third chapters are .so full of rebuke and 
exhortation — full of beautiful passiiges! 

I read them witli K just before I h.ft 

Madras. 1 never met with any one of 
my own age so full of Cliristian experi- 
ence as he is. He dtil not talk about 
religion: ha talked i'lirist, VVe do nut 
S|>eak enough alM^iit Oirist. It is beeauso 
our hearts arc not full enough of Him/'' 
And once more, a few hoijr.s before liis 
release, the same afk'ctionute relative 
wrote. — ‘He still lingers — very weak, 
incapable of saying, or ap|>arently fcjcUifk 
much. Not % cloud, so far, has telimmed 
Ifis view of the Saviour, and of the bliss 
that aivaits him; tliotigii he cxpres!K.-« 
little, unle^ asked a question directly ; 
auch as, ‘You have peace?* — ‘Yes, i« 
JettuH. lie kt» tlie dyinji Saviour.' Speak-. 
: ing of parting with friends on earth, I 
said, ‘ yrf)U are going to some very dt ar 
■ to you in heaven— your dear wife/ Ili» 
' reply was, ‘ I an^ going to Him wlm 
' was pierced for me : that *s the thing.* 
“Equally conspicuous, as a foui^jiar/ 
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irraco of his Christian character, was his 
I'aiih^ clear and simple, strongand fruitful. 

“ ‘ Karly in his illiiess/ writes his sister, 

* upon rejKiating, from John iii, 36, 
that bdieveth in Him hath everlasting 
life,” lie said, witli a solemnity of tone 
and look I shall never forget, “ I Itave be- 
lieved : i do believe.” This was the secret 
of his Ktrengtli and comfort throughout 
his illness,* and it was striking that he 
shouUl have said this, to shew it at the 
very conimcncoment. Speukinff of Christ, 
ha said, would ba tan thousand iinica j 
better to be with Him I ]*crhaps I may .• 
sec Him to-morrow.” The happy calm- j 
ness of tone with which be expressed 
himself throughout his illness, was strik- 
ing. Jt was the result of a firm convic- 
tion of the certainty and reality of the 
truths w'hich he believed, and of the glory 
wliieh he anticipated. It was ns if he 
were speaking of soon joining a loved 
jiarent or brother upon earth ; only his 
feelings were holier, higher, more blessed. 

I never witnessed anything like excitement | 
in him. It was the sober sense of walk- ‘ 
ing bliss which filled his heart, and there 
was a reality about it w’hicli almost^made 
me feel as if faith were turned into sight. 

“ With such graces ns love to Christ 
and strong faith in vigorous exercise, it 
may be easily inferred, that many other 
fruits of the Spirit would abound in him. 
Meekness was always a conspicuous fea- 
ture of his character. In his illness, tins 
was manifested in his patient submission 
to the will of God. At times, it was 
severely tested. 

*• ‘Frequently’ did wo bear him;’ in low 
and earnest tone, calling upon Jesus. At 
theeoninicneeiiuMit of his illness ho seemed 
to bo peculiarly sensitive to the fear of I 
sinning by impatience. Many times he j 
said to us, “ Pray that my patience fail 
not and most fully was the prayer an- 
swered. Never was there a word, or sigh, 
or look, whicli betrayed a failing of per- 
fect patience. God’s will w'asindwd sweet- 
er to him than his own ease or comfort.* 
“Hut llie crowning grace of this in- 
structive scene w’us Joy — * a joy unspeak- 
able, and full of glory.* 

“ * llis w hole heart seemed fixed upon 
the joys to which he was going, The 
pro8|)ect looked to him inexpressibly 
bright.* The day on which ‘his danger 
was announced to him, seemed to him a 
day of jieculiar joy ; for, ns yet, bis body, 
though very weak, was not so painfully 
opprossi'd, as it afterward became. When 
1 went into his room the next morning, 
ho said to me, “I api very weak'— can 
Rcarcely speak ; hut oh 1 happy ! happy I 
happy !” Any little thing 1 could name 


j to him as a sign of approaibhing dissolution, 
was a pleasure to him. Strange it did 
seem, to bo affording him comfort by telling 
him of various little signs of the nearness 
of death ; but so it was. 

“ * The last two days and nights, he fre- 
quently seemed near going. My prayers^ 
were joined with his, that, if it were 
God’s will, his happy soul might speedily 
be released. 

* 1 heard him faintly saying to him- 
scU^ “Jesus, Jesus must be first in the 
heart” These were nearly the last words. 
I fait his arm grasp of my band relaxing 
— his pulse was gone — Ivs gently ceased 
to breathe.* 

“ So was Henry Fox parted from us, a 
few days after his thirty-first birthday.” 

Condudhij remarks by his biuyr cipher. 

‘Who shall contemplate this brief 
sketch, without adoring the grace of God 
injiim ? Who can lament the brief ca- 
reer of this devoted Missionary? lie 
lived, he laboured, to the best purpose. 
Tlie glorious stamp of divine acci^itunce is 
manifest in his life, and in his death. But 
let us not separate bistweon the character 
of the man, and of the Missionary. The 
lustre of each was combined. He re- 
viewed, amidst the scenes which w*e have 
described, bis call to tiio Mission work 
with gratitude and praise. After the 
first three verses of Isaiah liad been read 
to him, with the remark that it was a 
privilege to have been called, even in a 
small measure, to prepare the way of the 
Lord, he rcjilied, ‘Yes, there seems a 
I special blessing ui)on it. 1 often thunk 
God thi.t He called me to be a Missionaiy 
to go abroad.* On his inothcFs. asking 
him, but a few days before his death, 

I whether he had ever rci)ented of having 
I given his life to Missionary work, he 
saitl, ‘No, never: if he had to live over 
again, he would do the same.* 

“We cannot conclude, without calling 
upon young men, especially, to come 
forw’ard, and supply the place which 
Henry Fox has left. And we wouUl say to 
them, Seek to understand, and to obey 
the suggestions of the Holy Spirit of God. 
Shrink not from the call to Missionary 
work. If it be the call of God, He will 
remove all difficulties, open the way, and 
incline the hearts of others, as well as of 
our own, to the obedience of faith. Let 
the dying words of the j-outbful Mission- 
ary sink into ydiir hearts — ‘ There seems 
a special blessing upon it* The period of 
service may haply be as short as the 
ministry of our Master; but the results 
may be unspeakably precious to our own 
souls, and to the Church wliich He hath 
purchased wiUi Hife blood.**

kttor received from Geneva ; but not in- 
tended for publiention. We will be gla^l 
to hear from our kind eorresi>ondent, re- 
garding the working of the New Kvun- 
gelical Church : — 

"“First, as to the Evan<toUcal Society 
of (icncvii, yon know their tlim' grsind 
d<;p.artnients* ar^ — colporteurs, mission- 
aries in France ; and the theological . 
stdiuol, for training up ministers to l.'iboiir 
in the FnMicli countries of tlie Continent, 
and elsewhere. The t\i*o former schemes 
have l)eeu greatly, and signally blessed, 
so as, indeed, to stamp mof'.kcry from tint 
simplicity of tlie means employed, bift 
em]»lo3’eil in faith, on many of our iK*tri- 
tie<i juiniif ri(.‘S. The fund ^ of the s<H*icty : 
received a seven* shock last suiimier, 
which obliged them to prepare all their 
agents for the possibility of being dis- 
<’.harged ; and nothing can exceed tlie 
beauty, siuiiilnaty, and Clirij'tian faitli 
of the replies wliicli they r<‘eejve<l to their 
circulars. As it is, aUlnuigli many 
Churclies and indivitluals caim* to their 
aid, they have been obliged greatly to 
reduce their stalf; but I trust the i^ord 
only permits it for a season, to try their 
faitli. Do the ]K*ople of Scotland help 
tluitn as they ought? Thvv diselatiu all 
ideiitifieation witli jiarties, and veijj' }»ro- 
jicrly ; for the very fact of tln-ir being a 
Society, and not a Cburidi, is, that lliey 
fiiay firm a vehicle, like tin- BibU* So- 
eiety. and others, for the cllbris of all 
(liristians, in this field of simplo (‘van- 
gi’lization. Next, the theological scdiool. 

It is admirably inupplied ; the coursi* is 
very complete. They have I<*ctim*s on 
intrfKluction to thetild and New' Testa- 
ments, ex<?gctk', Church history, apnlo- 
gelic, polgnic, systematic, symbolic, 
lioniiiitic, and pitstoml theology. The jiry- 
fessors are five in nuiulK'r, — D’Aubiguc, 
•tia’usen, Pelet, La lIar]K^, and Scherer;

^ Layard .satisfactorily accounts for those j 
mounds, and the iKxmliar chnnurter of j 
the old Assyrian architeciure. The kn- j 
niense plain of Mesopotamia, is level as ; 
an inland sea. No nwky einlnenee towers 
above its surface, where an early chief- 
tain could have .set his nest among the 
stars.” It affords no stone ibr building ; 
though masses of alabaster are found im- 
lH*«lde<i in its clay, which ar^ admirably 
suitiHl for those pur|>osos of sculpture to ; 
wlikh they wore aftenvards applied, llic

mountains which bound llic plain to the 
north and east, are too distant to serve 
as quarries, from whence such durable 
materials might have been obtained, as 
have euabUfil the temples of Egypt to re- 
sist the hand of time. The early settlers 
on the banks of the Tigris and Euphrates, 
were coinjiellod, by the physical charac- 
ter of the country, to adopt a |K‘euliar 
architecture. Ericks were easily an<l 
rapidly formed from the tenaceous clay. 
Witli these, a solid platform, thirty or 
forty feet high, was first builtT Upo« this 
great elevated terrace, the king’s palaix* 
was eri'cteil. AVhen thejpalace crumhltHl 
into ruins, and when, to those ruiii.s, were 
added the drifting summer's nlust of the 
parched plain, accumulating for nearly 
25 centuries, ?ve neeil not wonder that • 
huge mounds, like the graves of a giant 
race, should mark the si)ot w’here the 
wondrous structures once reared their 
proud lieads, above the far-spread and 
more lowdy dwellings of the. grc*at Nine- 
veh. <.')ur readers have already spen Mr. 
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LayardVdescripttonofthci^alaco in mins. 
Wc shall now give them a glimpse of 

• THE rALACUl JiE8T(>UEl>. 

‘ ‘ The interior of the Mayrmn pelace, must have 
been as magtiihuent as irnpositig, 1 have led the 
•reatler ttiroogh its ruins, and he maj judtte oftho 
ijripression its halls were calculated t-o make upon 
Uie stranger who, in the diiys of old, enteretl, for 
the first time, the abode of the Assyrian kings. 
He was ushered in thr<iugh tlie portal, guarded 
by tile colfissat dous, or bulls, of white alabaster. 
In the first liall, he tViund himself surrounded by 
the sculptured records of the eiupiru. llattles, 
sieges, triumphs, the exploits of the chuse, the 
ceremonies of relimun, were pourtrayed on the 
walls, sculptured m alabaster, and puiiitetl in 
gorgeous colours. Under each picture were en. 
graved, in characters filled up with bright cop. 
per, iitscri}>tiot>H desi'ribing the scenes repre- 
seiiced. Above the sculptures, were painted 
other events, —the king, attended by his eunuchs 
and warriors, receiving his prisoners, entering 
into alliant^es with other nionarchs, or pertuntf. 
mg some sacred duty. These representations 
were enclosed in coloured borders, of elaborate 
and elegan^lesign. The cinblcinatic two-winged 
bulls, and monstrous aniiiiuls, were conspicuous 
uuioiig the ornaiuents. At the upfier end of the 
liall, was the colossal figure of the king, in arlo- 
ratioii before the Muprenni l>eity, or rect-iviiig 
from his eunuch the holy cup. He was attended 
by narri<«rs bearing his arms, uud by the priests 
or presiding divinities. His robes, iuid ttuwc of 
his followers, w’ere adorned with groups of 
figures, animals, and flowers, uU ]iiduled with 
hrltliufit coIour.s. 

“ The stranger trode upon alabaster slabs, eacli 
tfcariiig an luscTiptum, recor«liiig the titles, ge- 
nealogy, tmd achieveitie.iitH of tiie great king. 
Several door- ways, formed liy gigantic winged 
lions, or bulls, or by the ligures of guardAii dei- 
ties, led into other apartments, wliieli again 
<iyHMied into more disiant liailh. In 4‘ueh were 
new sculptures. On the walls of some, were 
pnavssUais iif cubuisal figures, armed men, and 
euiimhs following the king, warriors laden with 
spoil, leading ]>ris4nier8, or bearing presents and 
iWferings to the gods. On the walls of others, 
were pourtrayed tile winged gucsls of presiding 
divinities, standing before the saci ed trees. The 
ceilings above hun were divided into si)uare com- 
partmeiits, painted witit flowers, or with the 
figures of aniiRals. Some were inlaid w ith ivory ; 
wu-h compartment being surrounded by elegaifl 
|)or«iers lUid mouldings. The licaius, us well as 
the sides of the chambers, may liave been gilded, . 
or been plated with gold and silver ; and the rarest 
wihmIs, in which the (^edur was conspicuous, 
wore used for the wiMjd-w'ork. .Sijtiare o^auiings 
ill the ceilings of tln^chambers, admitted tlie : 
* light of day. A pleasing shaflcjw was thrown , 
over the sculptured walls, and gave a majestic 
expression to the human features of the i^oloa- 
•al forms which guiirdeil the eiilrnnces. Through | 
tiiese ajierturos, was seen the bright l*lue of an . 
eastern sky, enclosed hi a frame, on which were | 
{tainted, In vivid colours, the wingeil circle in . 
the midst of elegant omainents, and Uic griiceful 


forms of ideal animals. These edifiix^s, as it tuns 
been shewn, were great natiomd monuments, 
upon the wtUJs of which were representcj! in 
.seulpt^irc, i>r inscribcil in alphabetic cliarat’tcrs. 
the i'hroiiu'les i>f the empire. He who entered 
; tlieiii. niigtit thus read Uie history, and learn the 
glory and triumphs of the nation. They served, 
at the same time, to bring coiitiiiunlly to the re- 
inembrance of those w*ho aaseinbled within them, 
on festive iH'casions, or for the celebration of re^ 
Ugious itcremonies, tiie de<*ds of their ancestors, 
and the {tower and majesty of their goils."— -Vol.

•Several Nentorian labeimTs were »*ni- 
‘ ploycil by Mr. Liiyanl : they strietly

' stroyi‘d, and wliosc power they had pio- 
i voiced. It«vas th(‘ triumpli of truth over 
Paganism. Nc*ver had that triumpli het'ii 
inort» forcibly illustrated, than by those 
who now hotved down in the crumhli ug 
halls of the A.ssyrian kings.” 

There were four great pahu‘es in Nine- 
; veil, built by difterent .sovereigibs ; the 
i vast ruins of wdiich remain yet to ho ejt- 
i plored. 'J’hegi? foriiiiKl the angles oi* a 
I qiiadranglis which einhraeeil the eity uf 
Nineveh,^ Mr. Layard corroborates the 
ineasurenient of tiu; city tis ^iven in tln^ 
Hook of Jonah. He says, that its cir- 
cumference was sixty miles ; and us 
twenty miUrs is reekoneil a day’s journey 
in the east, this make.s exactly Jonah's 
Ninevehpf “ three day's journey." Wo 
however, renienilK*r, that this en«»r- 
mems was not occupii'd by the nar- 
row sireel.s and iTuwded huiidings of a 
gri'ut uiiKlern city ; but (as now in Da- 
mascus anil IsiKihaii; iiieliideil gardens ^ 
and iirahlc land, suflii ieiit, p«Timps, to 
raise pnaluct? fltr the sup[Hirt of the whole 
iiitiahitants, and tlie ^^iiiucli cattle,” ineti- 
ttuned ill Jon&li.

“ 1 gazed lisUessly on the viirirnis grotips be- 
fore me. As the sun went down bcliiiid the low 
hills which separate the river from the desert, 
even their rugged sides had strove to tsmulatc 
tho verdant clothing of the plain; its recoiling 
rays were gradually withdrawn likui i transparent 
veil of light from the horizon. The great inoutul 
thn*w its dark sliudow far :u>r<iss the jila'in.

The bleating of sheep and 
lowing of cattle, at lirst faint, bct'anie. louder lis 
tho tlo<‘ks returnoil from tludr ]ia.stures, and 
wandered amongst the tents ; girls liurried «*ver 
the green sw'.ard to seek their fatlier^h cattle, or 
i*r<iuched to milk those which had returned alone 
to their vven-reiiieinhered lV»I«ls, .Some were

of horsemen might have been seen in the dis- 
tain«e, slowly crossing the plain ; the tufts of 
ostrich feathers, whicli tipped Ibeir lung spears, 
sliewhig darkly against the evening .sky. They 
would ride up to my tent and give tho usual 
sahjtaticii, ‘ IVaee ho with you. <) lley!’ or, 

‘ Allah, Allalil iiod help you!' Theii, driving 
the end of their laiu’es into the ground, they 
would sjn ing from their mares, uml fasten their 
halters to the still quivering weapons. Seating 
theinselvo.H on the grass, they related dp»‘«ls of 
war, or plunder, or speculated on the site t»f Mic 
tomb of Snfuk, until the imxm rose, wdien tln'y 
vaulted into their sioldies, and Vook tho way of 
the des**i!. The plain now glittered with in- 
mnnevable fires. As ttie night Oilvauepd, they 
vanished, one l\v one, until tho lands(.'a)»o was 
wrapped in darkness and in silence, only dis- 
t\irl»ed hy the barking of the Arab dog." 

Wo rogrid tliat our space will not admit 
of our giving; even an outline of Mr. 
lirtyanrs vi.sit to tho Nestorians. lliat 


interesting people occiipy the mountain- 
ous district, lying between Lake Ooroo- 
miali and the Tigris. The history of their 
cJiurch can be traced back for the last 
fourteen hundred years. Small and fee^ 
bio though it now is, and confined to the 
lonely vallcjys, and nxjky fastnesses of 
Koordistan ; yet more than a thousaml 
years ago, its missionaries penetrated the 
most di.stant and harlmrous regions, and 
founded fiourisliing churches in Scytliian 
Tartary and China, which remained till 
the IBtli century. A nionumental stone, 
recording the names and labours, in the 
eighth century, of seventy Ncstorian mis- 
sionaries in China, was discovered by the 
Jesuits, in the Chinese city of Se-gan-foo, 
in 1 62f). “ "nieir rnissionarie.s” says Gib- 
fibn, “.pursued, without fear, the fot^tsteps 
of the roving Tartar, and insinuated 
tlieinselves into the camps andwvalleys of 
the Imaus, and the banks of the Selinga.” 
For four hundred years they have been an 
oppressed and iiersecutwl people. Tam- 
erlane and his Tartar hordes, almost ex- 
tirpated tlKiin. . Tlie fanatic Koonls have 
massacred them iieriodicully. PoiKTy has 
never ceased, until this hour, to make 
strenuous efforts for their conversion, and 
to bring tlieiii uihler the government of the 
Tope. Unt amidst all revolutions, they 
have iweserved their independence and 
their ^(‘ligion ; and though much dark- 
ness and iguorauee prevail among them, 
they still recognize the Bible as the only 
rule of their faith and practi(!e, and are 
now most Milling to receive that re- 
ligious iibstruction which their fathers 
formerly gave to the Pagan nations of 
the Fast. 

The American “ Board of Foreign Mis- 
siiins," h.ave had an exeelKmt mission 
e!stablislied among the Nestoriaus, chiefly 
in the district of Ooroomiah, since 1835f 
J>r. Assiliel Grant, accompanied by Air, 
and Mrs. Perkins, were the first to com- 
nieuce the Many of our readers, 

we doubt not,«are adjuainted vith. Dr.. 
Grant's volume, publibhed* in 1841, in 
which he endeavoured to identity the 
Nestorians m'HIi the lost tribes of Israel. 
The AnuTican Mission has met with 
numerous diin<nilties and disasters during 
the fifteen years of its existence. Many 
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able an(J indefatigable missionaries — ^I>r. 
Grant among them— lie interred in that 
land, from wlicnce their spiritual father, 
^ 1(1 ibo father of muDy natJonSf AbraJuwif 
Ifrst journeyed. It is gratifying to find 
hr. Layard doing justice to those admir- 
uVIe men. He says of

and 12 ■ntivo helpers, — total, 25. A 
great revival has taken place within tht' 
Inst three years among the Nestorians. 
Witliin one year, the hrellireii reck<»neil 
the genuine converts to be not fewer than 
1.50 ! At present, 5, *18 inijiils attiMid the 
whools. Since the eoimnenceinentofthe 
Mission. fi.92(;,r>(»o pages of tracts, hymn- 
IsKiks, have lieen printed. In 184fi, 
there issued from the press, 2,500 co- 
pies, and 1,114,000 jmges. In the sain<‘ 
year, the Now Testament, witii the .an- 
cient and nuhlern Syriac, in parallel 
columns — a great vork, M-hieh will se- 
cure, in .SOUK* mt'asiire, the results of the 
Mission.* We are sun* our readers will 
pardon this digres,sion to modem, from 
ancient Assyria, esjK*ci.'illy as wc* mean 
to close our notice with a description, by 
Mr, Bayard, of the scenes of one of Ihost?

The former e:nhrat {‘d rm n 
holding doctrines bordering im ortlnKjoxy, 
to those holding opjnion» l«>rdcring on in- 
fidelity. The op|M>.sito parly were •‘liad- d. 
from the most fervent piety, down to the 
coldest ortfiiiiloxy. I’hc lailudinariate 
numbeTe<l, in the Syno^l, alKUit 4'*; tin. 
latter, .*J7, In the gTfal question regard- 
ing a confession, which was deb.}.ud 
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for fire ilnys, the Latudinarians argued 
against all confessions. !No member of 
the Synod expressed his willingness to 
sign the Koclielle Confession of tTaith, 
which was the old (^dvinistic Confession. 

‘ M. Adolpfio Monod protested only aguiust 
its f>eirig dvclared abolished. MM. F. 
Monod, J>e (laspsirin, and Jules Donnel, 
proposed a confession dtjcliirative of their 
uctu'd htdief. It was finally agreed, that, 
at present, no Confession of Faith should 
he adopted, Imt that an address sliould he 
issued tt> the churcheB. Tliis address 
m hnowledges lliu Divinity of Clirist, and 
orthodox views seem implied tlirougliout. 
If ilH words have, in France, the meaning 
which \vc aitach to them in S<-<jt,)and, the 
urthoilox party liavi? gained, ami tlie Ka- 
tiorndistie parly lost everything by this 
deelaralion sent forlli by the JSynod. In 
tlu* inearjtiine, as we fonnetly stated, 
MM. F. Monod, I)<3 Casjeiritf, and one 
or tw<» others, have «c<!<*ded from the 
Chureli. We do not think the (fe<'.lara- 
ium snllivivtit, and Jotig to svo a positive i 
eonfesvvion which, in some form or otiicr, is 
essential l(» the v(‘ry existence of a visible ’ 
elinndi. In the meanliim*, we have iimcli i

In no question are these tw’o dis^si- 
i tionsmore fifecessary, than in tlie intricate 
; subject of Continental Protestantism. 

Hardly known, and badly understoo<1, it 
: calls for the attention and calmness of

IJow often were 
their Syufids interrupted or di^)fcrsed by 
I tim musket of a Charles IX., or tlie sword 
of u hoiiis XIV.! 1 cannot relate tliose 
uiihn])py times ; but they must be borne 
ill iiiind, to imderstand the readincs.s with 
whi(;h our imig- tried fiit/iers ncccptod the 
firsl arrangement Unit looked like loiera- 
tion. 'I’liis is to be traced to the genius 
of Napoleon ; when, after tlie bloody ik.*- 
riod of reigning infidelity, he felt the want 
<»f religious institutions eillier to chain, 

. or to sootlie the tiger, lie enacted a law, 
ealled the *■ ( 'imnuthit' wliich ivintainetl 
all the regulations uiulcr which the Ito- 
, inan’v'utlKiiic, as well as the .Protestant 
(’Imrehes, were to he placid. Now. a* 

, titis doeument has btvn, for the last fort v- 
eight years, and is sli(L the only law of the 
land, it is of paramount importance to 
know it. No one can understand otiv 
present slate, and tlie next movements of 
our i/hur<.‘h. who does not carefully in- 
■ quire imo its articles. I .shall there- 
lure give, not tediously, but yet faitbfully, 
the main part of it. J.et the reader re- 
member, lh.it before that tim<‘,-. .j^’rotes- 
tuntisin had never been un vstuNishwait in 
France, except we give that nanu' t-o 
ediels and treaties of peace, iig^reed Uj on. 
after eacli civil war, to be .soon broken, 
wlien Protestants were grow ing dangerous 
for l\)pery. and then given back, orwiili- 
drawn, according ty the result of bailies, 
or tlie power of the Komish clergy, flio 
Concurdat, then, is the first serious attempt 
at Chureli and J^tate connection, between 
the Ileluriucd Church and the F'rencli 
Government. * 

T'he Concordat^ also calhKl sometimes 
the Organic coiiluius llirce parts, or 
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chapters. The Rftt relates to the gene- 
ral dispositions concerning the whole of 
Frepch Protestantism. The second re- 
lates to tlie Unformed^ and tho third, to 
tlic Lutheran Churches. These very heads 
suggest some elucidation, which, in fact, 
a^e indispensable, and which had belter 
be given along with the articles of the 
law themselves. My first remark, then, 
is, that Lutiieranism, prt)perly speaking, 
is limited to the parts of France wiihrli 
were formerly (iennan, and wliich, hav> 
iiig been conquered by Louis XIV., were 
added to the Frencli territory, but yet 
retained with tluVJerman lafiguage, wlmt 
one nisiy call the (iernuan form of Fro- 
testnntism. — that is, tiie JiUtlieran doc- 
trines and ecclesiaslical institutions. For 
this. .Mild otlier motives, I will limit my- 
seif to the Kefornu'd Chnrelies, wliieh 
may be omjdiatically termed Fi’eiich I'ro- 
tcst.intism. • 

Now, tlic first chapter of llu* (hy/mir 
Lfnr having enacted the gtMUTal <MMuli“ 
tion of tlw ministerial capacity, sueli as, 
the quality of Frenchmen — the regular

If an impa- 
tient n-adcr wislu's to know what ^.s the 
te/iching a!»out whi<*h eh:ing<* is to 
take place witlnuit tfie (iovomriMMit's ap- 
pr(»bali<in. b/t him wait patimufy for 
e.\])lanations, whit h h'.' i.- suit to find in 
tile course of niy letters, hut t(«» long to bv 
given here, HceiicT they must interrupt 
the c.\i»osilion of the Cohfnrtl.ti, 

Its secoiitl chapter ia entirely devoted 
to the Kcfornied riiurcti. It ^ays

He 
eoitld midouhi(‘(ily eau^e man to live 
wilhotit lamrishment, and yet lie is 
pleased to use the means wliich lie has 
lliinsell’ ehosen ; thus Uncling iu tlic eon- 
neetion with tlie Slate, tlio I’roviilential 
reasons of a prospi-rity \vhi(‘h liad been 
granti'd to sister-elmrehes of other nations, 
and, in the ahseiua* tif tliat connection, tlie 
inuiiifest explanation of the inisfotTunes, 
and Unal overthrow' of I’roiestaniism. 
T’hey accc‘[ited llu* conneetion in spim of 
its m}in.y imperfeelions, and with well- 
grounded luipes of future improvement. 

J havt‘ alluded to the jiruspect of 
Uourishing under proteetion ; and here 1 
must posljione the analysis of our f7<m- 
mnlat, to give fads, jdain fnctvS, as the 
best proofs.

one hand, nor, thank God, u{) 0 n \he fin- 
gers of one dozen hands, that mir faithful 
preachers may now be numbered. I 
not venture to give cyphers, for two rea- 
sons. /'!>.< 1 am notone of those wlio iliink 
that man may judge the heart of man, — 
‘the I>ord knoweth those who are His;’ 
; and, therefore, I always .shrink from those 
: lists wdierc? conversion and non-conversion 
^ are pointed out in tw'o column.s, as if in- 
fallibility itself h;id drawn the line;* and 
MiTondly^ if judgment by the delicate evi- 
dence.** of life, piety, inw'unl experiences, 
is difficult everywhere, and witli all, 
judgmtmt by the doetrino is not less diffi- 
cult with ns. J should, for my part, de- 
euliMliy ohjcirl to recognizing, us a true 
servant of (lod, many an indolent mind 
and lazy heart, tluit vonecals himself un-

Du 
tlie contrary, we reckon in out chureli a 
iiiimher of men, whose life savours so 
highly of (ffinstian principles, and jiroves 
so honourable to God, and u.sid'iil to 
man, that we const ientiously look upon 
them as instruments of much good 
amongst us, iu spite of tiieir nice scru- 
ples iqion or that poiut, of lo us e.s- 
sentifd orthodo.xy. 

But. altliough w'c do not feel equal to 
tlie task of giving evi-u approximate num- 
bers, V e may slitwv the fruits of labours, 
wliiclf evidently manitest tiie power of 
i God.

No. I. — Tfiii Atlaxtic, 


Ah Hic sun was setting upon a lovely 
sunniior’s evening in July, 18-16. we were 
ste.'iiiiiiig it bravely down the Channel in 
one of the superb “ Cunard liners.” We 
had, since the forenoon, bid farewell to our 
friends nt Liverpool— glided slowly down 
llio Mersey — passed the liell buoy— that 
fcfie and b)n(.ly w*arning farewell and 
welcome, midst wavesand storms, tolioiiie- 
ward and outward bound.

This order, <»r 
kingdom of God, is con.stantly exemplified 
in the history and condition of indiM- 
duals, families, and communities ; and ti>e 
end of this order is also a beneficent one , 
in tendency always, though sadly marred 
by the mysterious fact of our human and 
dependent will opposing, and ( to use Paul s 
strong language; even “ fruf^trating” tli* 
Divine and yncrcnied M"iU. yiill. ib<' 
vdlccof God hen’ also i»roeluinis that IL- 
ttf, and that lIeis<;W. .lu<stn*^ in nature 
wc tecs that almowt crcrytliing exists for 
the good of sometliing else ; so unto this 
end all is carrietl forward in ProviUenct 
also. “ As,*' when we say the sun shino? , 
we mean, that all the world aixjvc us 
the brighter and waamor for hi.s pre*ejs •< 
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—that the flower is fragrant, meaning, 
that its fragrance goes forth to enrich 
the air, and irn))art fragrance — that, the 
song of the birds is joyous, becaifsc it 
makes those who hear it joyous. So, in 
measure and effect, also, though each 
man would naturally live only for him- 
self, he finds it impossible to act accord- 
ing to this rule, and thus helps and 
blesses others, as in spite of himself; or, 
at least, when this is not his direct ob- 
ject, it is not in our power to choose that 
others should not profft by us. The man 
who spends money, must spend it some- 
what upon others. The merchant in 
quest of gain, must employ others ; the 
lawyer, if he act at all, must act for his 
clients; the physician for his patients; 
and 80 of nil the rest.” Now, all this 
implies a kingdom or rule of God beyond, 
or over man and society, invisible, but 
real ; for the sunie, for subatai>;:e, is true, 
as of individu.'il, so of all family and ail 
nilional life ; and its voice is one, ‘ Sc‘ek, 
O man, O family, O people, to recognize, 
submit to, and sympathize witli my order, 
my ends. It is thy strength, thy bless- 
edness, thy glory,” In this view, Lean- 
not hesitate to apply here part of raul’s 
large and far-seeing deliverance, though 
alluding more especially to God's third 
kingdom, (i. of grace,) when he says, 
“There are different admiiujl rations, 
but one Lord : there arc diversities of 
operations, hut it is the same God which 
workctfi all in all,” (1 Cor. sii. 5, C.) 
Why, in the 8.ame light, the most snh- 
limeof the pnqdiots, in referring even to 
the different labours of the idoughman in 
the different seasons of the year, does not 
scruple to say, “ I'\»r his God doth in- 
struct liirn to discn?tion, and doth teach 
him,” (Isaiah xxviii. 26.) And not only 
All useful inventions, bute<]ually all right 
government, are traced tq^ to “ wisdom” 
in tlie Hook of God, (Vrov. viii. 12 T5,) 
** Lo, these are but part of Tliy ways ; 
how little a portion is hcarff* ^mdersiood) 
“ of Thee I " 

3. Not apart from those two kingdoms, 
or voices of God, in the natural and moral 
worlds, but as including them, inter- 
jweiing them, supplementing, and per- 
fecting them, is God's reign over men's 


i spirits by the voice of I^s revealed Word, 
and the immediate power of His own 
Spirit, which is what Scripture especially 
means by the heavens ruling,” (Dan. iv. 
26.) Now, I do not mean to separate the 
presence and power of God’s Spirit from 
the moral world and working of man’s 
mind ant/where — at any time. Every right 
exercise of his understanding, every right 
I movement of his affections, every right 
I response and direction of his conscience, 1 
I would connect with the fact of the Incur- 
nation^ wdth Him and Ills Spirit, who is 
both “the wisdom ” and “the Word of 
God ; ” though 1 know also, and, there- 
fore, would teach here, as elsewhere, that 
there is an esx)ecial Prcftcnce, and consc- 
i quent responsibility for the knowledge 
! ;md conscious possession of tJuit rresence, 

; where God’s truth and kingdom arc taught, 

I and among every people ta/ten into cove- 
I nant with (Jod. This is the key lO unlock 
j the treasures of the entire history of the 
j kingdom of God with Israel of old, — of 
i the theocracy, as it has boon called, and 
I equally of His kingdom, more clearly rc- 
I vealed, and even more largely endowed 
i among us in Christendom throughout ; 

; for God did not mean, by the iucarnatiun 
J and its fruits, to separate men fartfc* 

: from Him ; but surely to bring them 
j nearer to Him, than was Israel of old. 

I It is this whicli explains the reason of 
i Israel's calling, — namely, to proclaim 
i God’s kingdom on the earth. And it is 
! this, also, w’hich throws light upon the 
i causes of her own prosperity and adver- 
j sity, from her first calling to her downfal 
; anrl present dispersion. There was a 
j voice in all this, according to the testi- 
I mony of Moses ihcir leader, ns he 
I sublimely records it, (Deut. iv. 52-39,)— 
a sense of a Living Being— of one sttouK- 
ing, acting, ruling — was to dwell deep 
dowTi in the heart of the Jew. And have 
not wo among us “ a kingdom which can-' 
I not be moved ? ” — the voice ” in God’s 
I ordinances “that speaketh iVom Aearen f ” 

I Hid not the forms and proclamations, all 
1 of our own constitution, originally and 
I rightly express and witness this ? * “ Have 
i we fared ^ttcr when these were real and 
! significant, or now wlien they are fc4t 
• Maurice. 
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Idlse anvl hollow ? ” And do we under- 
stand and vindrcJte our position, should 
not wc of this land be, aborc all others, 
** a* wise and understanding people in the 
sight of the nations ? ” Would we only 
remember and obey that wortl, ** I will 
instruct thee, and teocli thee in the way 
thou slmlt go: I will guide thcc with 
mine eye,’ ~ we would be free (not only 
as is our boast) from the vague terrors of 
old superstition, whicli man must nevds 
have felt, who mixed together visible 
things with invisible, and wiio fancied 
that every jjowx^ful thing around them j 
might be a god ; but feeling our own re- ! 
lationship to the Lor«l of our sjdrits, • 
kiiow'ing that He is our friend, the thought ; 
of.IIis presence, Avhich makes other men,; 
tromUe, would make us but calm and 
bold. Wc would look steadily back upon 
the past, and forward upon the future ; 
because we would fvfcl, that He wlio is. 
and was, and is to come,” had been, and 
would Ik? our protector. We would sow 
the ground, and wait for “ the apptantert 
weeks of harvest,*’ believing that a re:rard 
to His own ordinances w’oultl bring a ful- 
filfneiit of I{i.s own promise.

\Ve w'ould fwl ajj interest in all tlto works 
of God, “ from the hyssop on the wall, to 
the cetlars of Lebanon because we would 
regard litem as His works wdio i? our 
guardian and deliverer. “ Day unto day 
would utter speecli ; night unto night 
tench us knowledge?.” Above all, wc 
vM^iuld'bc wise in our own hearts; not 
afraid to look into those greatest mys- 
teries which others shrink from examin- 
ing; knowing that those secrets of the 
human heart and couscieticc, which ** no 
foul knoweth, and the vulture’s eye hatli 
• not seen,” are ail ** naked and open to Him 
with whom wc have to do and because 
thus to “commune with our own licarts” 
in tlic light of God’s kingdom and oovc-

only rule of our life, and the only means 
of our salvation— that the possession of 
• it is chiefly valuable,* an(^ that makes us 
a people highly favoured of heaven ; yet, 
looking to it in a literary point of view, 
no ordinary interest is attached to a ver- 
sion^ the history of whose introduction 
into our country, is a record of unparal-

In submitting a few pro<.>fs and iilu- 
trations of thi.s, I sshall consider the ni- 
fluence of th^ English translation of the 
INble, first, on the English janguag* , and 
then on tlic^kiud, the character, am! the 
extent of our literature. 

In the place. lh<*n, the translatiMi, 
of thcHibieJiad no small influence on tin 
languttgf,* df Britain. At the time wlifo 
the earlier translations were nioije. th'. 
language of this co\v>lry. like that of most 
other Europt an countries, was in a f,Tate 
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of comparative barbarity, — a stranger to 
rules, seldom reduced to writing, unpo- 
lished by taste, unpatronized by rank, 
in sliort, in tlmt state of gross and ultcul- 
tivated nidcness, into wliichlong neglect 
and disuse liad sunk it. The few men of 
learning wrote and spoke in Latin ; and, 
except on matters of domestic and every- 
day life, left their native tongue to be 
spoken only by the inferior and unedu- 
cated classes of the i>copIc./ Nay, even 
after the English came to be more fre- j 
queutly used as a spoken language, it was, : 
from the extensive ignorance that pre- 
vailed, long subject to frequent and 
great changes, iiiNoinucli, that one ims 
t>iily to look into tlie earlier English ver- 
sions of the liible, and compare one with ; 
another, to see that many w’ords and j 
jjhrascfl, which had been introduced into ; 
file first, liad, when the present transla- 
lion was made, fallen into disiuje, and hud > 
to be supplanted by others. In our own * 
time, with all tlio frequency of conitnuni- I 
cation through distant parts of the coun- I 
try, wo are all aware what varieties of ■ 
dialect tlio language undergoes ; ilie peo- 
ple in Loudon speaking so dilVerently 
from the natives of Yorkshire ; and the 
inhahitants of Glasgow or Edinburgh from 
a resident in Abordocn ; and one can 
easily perceive, therefore, how' the events 
and revolutions that have ch(‘qn»:red the 
history of Hritnin since the days of James, 
ns well ns the extending intercourse with 
foreign nations, must have produced such 
changes as would have made tlic lan- 
guage used by our ancestors two hun- 
dred and fifty years ago, nearly uninUd- 
ligiblc without a glossary, had not the 
translation of tlic Bible given to it afixetl 
and permanent character. Independently 
of any general view's of the changing cha- 
ra Uer of language, our present version 
will itself funiish us with o^Amples of the I 
fluctuations to which the Englisii tongfie 
has boeu subject; for, in few cases, ^ 
words w hich, at the date of this transla- < 
lion, wore generally current and sanc- 
tioned in good society^ have now become 
entirely obsolete, or have received a diife- 
rc*nt meaning ; such, for instance^ as not- 
ninif for skilful, wiM for know, listed for 
pleased, Im'd for wicked, worship for re- 


spect, charity for love. But with these, 
exceptions, and, it mrfy'ho, one or two 
others, the elements, as well as the struc- 
ture of our language, have remained sub- 
stantially unchanged, and exactly th<‘ 
same as they were in the days of James. 
And no one who has the slightest ac- 
quaintance with the history and progress 
of that language, will scruple to admit, 
that its prominent and steady character is 
to be traced to the silent and unobserved,, 
but deep-felt infiueuco of the translation 
of the Bible. I do not mean to say, that 
this translation w'ns the original cause of 
its attaining this stability. Previous to 
the reign of James, the English language 
was already in full progress towards order 
and refinement. The successive versions 
of Tindal, Coverdale, and others, had 
coutributed a considerable share of in- 
fluence in bringing it to greater maturity. 
Several authors, too, of great name and 
acquirements, had appeared on the field 
of literature ; and, what is of importance 
to mention, had written in a pure and 
simple style of Saxon-Knglish ; so that 
the translators drew out of the well of 
English undefiled. And when we consi- 
der this,— the beautifully pure and simple 
Eiiglisiu then in use, — when wc consider, 
thiit this translation, though it did not 
; entirely supersede its predecessors for 
i more /ban twenty or thirty years afrer 
its publication, was yet given to the 
i country, at a time, and in circumstances 
j tliemost favourable to its universal re- 
i ception, — I mean, the time subsequent to 
; the union of Scotland and England under 
j one monarchy ; and when, in addition, 

I w'c consider the stronghold w'hich, on 
: account of its sacred character and asso- 
I ciations, this book takes of the educated 
mind, it must be apparent, that ft Im^^ 
exercised an infiucnce over the language 
of Britain, as beneficial as the translations ‘ 
of Luther and Lefevre in Germany and 
France, which their respective country- 
men uiuversally regard as the standard 
of their laiigudgc, "as well as of tlicir 
fuitli. 

In another way the translation of the 
Bible had an influence over the language 
of Britain ; and that was by enriclung it 
with a variety of new terms. Previous 
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to any qf the vernacular versions, the 
people were accustomed to the perform- 
ance of divine worship in an unknown : 
tongue ; and they knew little or nothing 
about religion beyond the routine of the 
service, and the periodical tnuninierics of 
airperstilion. They w'cre. in a great mea- 
sure, if not wholly, strangers to the pmi- 
liaritica of the Gospel, and to the. very 
terms of abstraction and analogy, in winch 
the sacred writers convey a knowledge of 
spiritual and Divine things; so that ns ‘ 
tliey had no niotivtr and indigenous words 
hy which to give expression to Christian 
doctrine, the translators were obliged to 
borrow them from the Latin ; and hence 
we meet with such substantive^ as <//- 
vination^ pcnlitum, tufnptioti, vmnifistalum, 
rontfohttion^ rimfrihuttun, adminiatratun^ 
nmsummalmi, reronrifia^ion, openiiiojt^ ro/»- 
municntioii, retrllmtinu, prvparaimt^ unmt>r~ 
talitt/, pt^nripaliiyj frustratv^ huixcustihfc, 
transfnpuT, ani('>fpi,sct:fu'e^ &c. Thdse terms, 
although now familiar as houseliuhl words 
to every reader of the Hible, were intro- 
duced into our language, for the first 
lime., by our translator? ; and what soli- 
eiln lo tliey and other good men of that 
ju riud felt, that the people should under- 
stand them, may bo judged of by the 
circumstance, that in tho early editions 
of the English Trayer-book, the use of 
Latin word-s is often accompanieil* by a 
Saxon term, of the same or a similar 
meaning ; as, for instance, the hnmhk and 
vonfjn'ijtite and t totjvthcr. 

"There was a third way in w hich the 
English translation of tho Bible hod an 
influence on the language of Britain : and , 
that was, by familiarizing native writing 
with literary compositions, of a caste cn- ' 
tirely different from wliat the genius of 
tTio West had ever produced. The rich . 
and glowing imaginations of the sacred 
penmen, partaking of the splendour and 
inagnlffcenpc of the oriental scenery amid 
which they lived, have spread, a mantle 
trf gorgeous drapery over many passages

l)RAit YoirNo Friknds, — Wo liavc Some- 
thing to say to you about abstinence from 
irjtoxicuting liquors, tobacco, and opium; 
and as we cannot visit j'ou 2 )^, and tell 
you with our own lips what wo have to 
s.iy, wo luive written you this “letter, 
which, wo hope, you will read with care, 
and consider with piitienco, and pray fur 
direction from God in the things spoken 
of, tbat \\\ vlW you umy do wbat is 

pleasing in IJis sight, and ugrceabJo to Ilis 
Word. 

Abstinence from anything is refraining 
from it-'-not using it — keetiing away 
from it ; and. in tliis sense, it may ho 
a]iplied to not doing a tiling wdiieh we 
have never done before ; — that is what wx* 
want you to do; we want to persuade you 
to abstain from taking intoxicjiling liquors, 
tobacco, and opium. But, perhaps, you 
havt! been tiiking them already ; then the 
word abstinence Iui.s yet another meaning 
than the oue we have referred to; and 
that is, ceasing from a thing — giving up a 
thing — discontinuing to do a thing. In 
tills sense, we want to got you to cease 
from partaking of intoxicating liquor, 
tobacco, and opium. 

Now, in following this course, we are 
doing nothing more in roforenoe to these 
intoxicating things than your kind parents | 
and friends arc doing in rcfeiencc to many j 
other Uiings. Suppose your parents told j 
ynu not to put your fingers in the fire, — 
that was telling jvu to abstain from 
burning your lingers ; or if you have

walked by the bank of a river, they liiivc 
i told you not to go near the water’s edge 
lest you might fall in, and that was ttdl- 
ingyou to abstain from danger, -^that was 
preventing you from burning your fingers, 
or fulling into the water, by giving you 
information and advice to keep you from 
botli. 

But if you disregard the information 
j and advice, — if you do thrust your fingers 
! into the fire, and get them burned, your 
i kind parents would still try another plan ; 
they would apply healing things to the 
burn ; or if you did fall into the water, 
they 'W ould not leave you to perish, but 
i w'ouhl rescuf you, and apply restoratives 
: to you, to bring you to life uud healtli 
j again ; and then would they still pleiid 
[ with you, that you would not any more 
; disregard their information and advice, 

I but cease from doing the thing which pro- 
* duced sufiering and danger, and wdiicii 
; caused them so much sorrow. 

The one is abstinence before doing the 
I thing, the other is abstinence after doing 
: it ; the one kind of abstinence is called 
prevention, because it prevents the thing 
being done ; the other kind of abstinence 
is called cure, because it cures the x>orson 
of doing it again when they have felt the 
evil or pain that arises from doing it — the 
one is better than the other. We commend 
to you the best of the tw’o kinds, — absti- 
nence from doing the thing that in itself 
is wrong, or that is injurious, or that 
useless, or that is not permitted. 
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We w«nt you.t^ abstain from intoxi- 
cating liquors, tobacco, and opium— you 
whojiave never partaken of them ; and we 
want you to abstain from them — ^)^ou who 
liave partaken of them. We write this 
letter to inform you, that you ought not 
to* partake of them, and to warn you 
against partaking of them ; and we hoj)c 
you will listen to our warning, and keep 
away from tlicm, nor taste, nor touch, 
nor handle tliem. 

We will tell you of reasons why yon 
ought to abstain ^yom thorn in some other 
letters. ^Meantime, like ^lie apothecary, 
who affixes a label on lla pliial of poison, 
without explaining to liis customer all the 
j)artioular.s of the nature and pr()]>ertit‘S 
of the article he lias so labeled, let us label 
iiitoxicaliiig liquors, tobacco, and opiuns 
-“IhusoN*;” and beware that yon use 
ilicin not^ 

The apothecary knows, that wliat he 
lias put in the phial is poison ; he warns 
all persons into whose hands the j hial 
may eome, by affixing his label upon it, 
That the liquid witliin is a p(»iseii ; and 
people believe liim, and they abstjun i'rom 
partaking of the filing that is in tin* pliial. 
hecanse they believe him ; so. in like 
jiianner, we know ilic things we refiT to 
to he poisons. We label them jioivons ; 
and all of you into whose hands this let- 
lei eome.-'. are warned by it tliat liny are 


poisons, more dangerous and more de- 
j structiVe than those sold by the apothe- 
i ^Remember, till your dying day. it 
J you perish by these poisons, we are guilt- 
less of your blood ; for wo have labeled, 
tiiem, and w^arnod you against them, and 
cntreattHl you not oven to handle thcMii. 
or to have to do^wdth them in any way 
whatever.

ilocciicy of »(nne of tlie figures on the 
outsUle ; or wc conn* upon a cJifeter uf 
the hutrt, in which the more respectahli- 
cln$ft(>s of the labourers live, and which 
remind us of llie village abtiflcs. The 
best stud most tidy of these are circular; 
a mud wall, three or four feet high, cn- 
eloHrs a. .space of about teii feet diameter; 
t'rom the top of it ri^-es a peaked roof ^ 
thatched, with the large fjui- like leaves of 
the palmyra, to the height of lifleen or 
sixteen feet ; th** whole reminds the ICng- 
lislj eye of a iliminulive circular Cf)rn 
stack \^i{h very low si(le'<.

dogs lire skulking; it is ovcrsliadoW4;d at 
tlie side hy some spn-ading tamarind, or . 
hauian tree, heiu'uth which the little . 
brown miked clhidrcn are playing; a few 
plantain plants, w ith their broad, soft, and 
iiright green leaves, peep out from soim; 
ailjuining gavtlen; and a cocA»a-nut tree or 
two. alUirds a place where the screaming 
green and yidlow purnspiets may nlighl, 
'KIsc where the open space is occupied by , 


i a small pond, overhung with tlie lioughs 
; of the surrounding trees, while dn the 
/ early morning the scene i.<j enlivened by 
a number of waslierraen standing at the 
; edge, and dashing the clothes they wash 
I with the greatest violence against rough 
i stones, plnc(‘d in the water at a suitable 
i angle. The 8|»ot resounds with a hot 
' unplcHHiint sound of beating, the clotlicii 
arc purified, and at the same time at* 
tennatcil. 

“ Around the outskirts of the town, in 
and out among the trees, are sealtcred 
, riumermis clumps of n species of hut, dis- 
tinct from those .already di'scribed. and 
inhabited by a very luibitToua division of 
tlie jMiorest and lowest classes. Such 
a hut costs ii.w owner from one to tw*o 
."hilling-s; if he build it with his own 
hih(.‘ur. tlu'cost is probably less. He pro- 
cures a number of bamboos, .some a.s 
Jhick a« a man’s wrist, others ns small 
as two tingcr.s; cutting the stronger on<\s 
into pieces about ^six feet in length, he 
drives one end of tliem a foof; into the 
sand, so as to form a .sort of eiiclosuvi', 
Imi or twelve feet sipiare; small bamboos 
arc tie<l across these, with stripes of leaves 
or lihn s, instead of roiK*; and a sloping 
Iramework of a similar kind is added for 
the roof, supported within and in tlie* 
; inidillc hy a stout post. On tliis bandaio 
framework, a number of the largi^ pal- 
myra leaves are tied, and the house is 
eoinpletcd. It serves for kitchen, }»ar- 
, lour, and all. During the hot weather, 
howe\er, the males of the faniil}' cnj»ty, 
on tlje soA sand mitsiile the door, a cooler 
repose at night than they could tind within. 

“Such i.s a native town, jisyet unaitered 
In' English iinproveiueiils ; some dozgu 
or twenty large well built up-stair houses, 
of two Stories in height, are the only 
iiiark.s of real civilizulion in reganl to 
ImiUling. 'Hic n st of the town conveys 
the impression of great poverty, absence 
of comfort, and little knowleilge of the 
art.i of civilized life. Outside the tow n 
are a number of small lields, called eom- 
poumls, in each of winch is a wOl built 
house, suited lor the resideuey of Kun; 
peans/'— (Tage 43.)

any consideration, sucli gnawing and 
helpless misery ! Such was the history, 
for some dass, of all the lady, and tif 
most of the gentlemen passengers; so that 
not a third of ilio seventy forin<‘d our 
party upon deck iluring the greater part 
of our short voyage. Among those w-ho 
remained, werv; several of that class vuh 
garly termi‘d “old stagers;” such a? 
American njcrchants, wlm every year 
cros.s an<l rc-eros'i the Atlantic, urtce ut 
least. We found them, generally speak- 
ing, kind'hearted, fr uik* and agreeable 
nioii-*full of good-natured lun ; en- 
tering wgh inucli itdelligenee into the 
diseus'iion of every #nu‘s! ion of general 
intere.d, wlietlier alfeeting eliunlies or 
'■tatos. lJe»i<les these, we Ini J one wr tw<i 
.‘•ih-nt. ‘*aristocrati<’,”antl pon)[»uus 
hulilor.i from the South ; an Americun mi— 
siunary reiurruug IVnjn India ti> reciani 
his health ; an Kngli^h ch-rtryman guhig

* This ai’tornoon we W'ore all attracted 
to the starboard quarter of the sluj* by the 
aimouncoment of “ Icebergs 'I’heday was 
beautiful,— the sky serene, — the sea rutiled 
only hy a pleasant breeze, before which w(.‘ 
were running at the rate of about twelve 
knots an liour with all sail set, and the 
steam blowing otfat the funnel-head. On 
the distant horizon was seen a white sil- 
very speck, gleamingand sparkling in the 
sun. By and bye another ajipcarwl — a 
thlrd—a fourth ; and the specks soon be- 
gan to assume more diTinite f<mns ; and as 
wo raphlly neared them, woTound our- 
selves passing close to towering itebergs. 
i cannot toil what a straugo impression 
these inado upon me; there is some- 
thing so mysterious in their wliole 
history, Wlieu was the keel laid of that 
huge one, like a hundml docker, which 
kept in siglit so long today ? Ver- 
hajis at the period of the Covenanters, 
if not earlier! No eye but tlmt of its 
IVlakor beheld it in some iiiikuufvn region 
IxdwctMi Spit/.lKTgon and the Pole, slowly 
building beiieutli stormy blasts and snowy 
drifts; then hrokt'ir oil’ from the glacier 
bed, and launclied into the grout deep, 
to commoneo its solitary voyage of many 
IhouHand miles, iiniielled by the irresist- 
able ocean tide ; at last to disappear and 
be absorbed into the element from which 
it was inadv*; and, in its linul destruction, 
to be as unnoticed by human eye as in 
jts early fonnation. Yet these very 
ieelxTgs, in cooling the temperature of the 
air and of the Si.)utlu‘rn flcean, perform 
an, essential and important service in 
(tod'd world. lie has nnfdc nothing in 
vaiji. All Jlis works are still very gocwl. ' 
The scene this evening W'as ningni- ’ 
iicent beyond doscrii>liortj^l shall never 
forgot it. The sun ilesoended to the I 
horizon like a huge globe of burnished 
gold. A few tlcec^^ clouds hung their ; 
gorgeous drapery above the departing = 


i orb, whose last rays were reflected from 
! the glittering peaks of a majestifc ice- 
i berg, and lighted up a glowing pnth- 
! way across the dancing waves, along 
I which we were rapidly gliding with every 
I stitch of canvass spread. As the sun 
I touched the sea-line, it seemed, for a 
! moment, to pause, then slowly sunk, until 
- there remained but a single brilliant 
’ sjieck of gold, w'bich, in a second, disap- 
[ peured, leaving us in twilight. To add 
I to the striking character of the scene, n 
• largo whale near us, cvQr and anon, lifted 
his black back above the waves, and 
spouted his column of water into the air. 
Y^ou will be surprised to hear, tliat such 
sunsets arc by no means common. One 
I of the passengers remarked, that *‘hc 
Iliad crossed the Atlantic eight times, and 
■ had never seen a good sunset the hori- 
; zon being generally hazy. ^ 

( * ♦ * The brilliant sunset was fol- 

j lowed by a day of gloom, and a niglit of 
I danger. Yesterday a thick fog wrapped 
I us in its cold grey mantle. Immediately 
before it came on, w'o hailed a small brig, 
i on her homeward voyage from America 
; to Alloa. She was the flrst Kiiil we liad 
I spoken on the passage. In answer to the 
! question, “ Have you met much ice ? " 
I wo received the unwolcouic reply, ‘‘ YYis, 
j a gyat deal 1 ” and on further inquiry, 
i w'c found that wo sliould probably roach, 
I during the night, the latitude in w hich the 
I brig had encountered the ice in such 
: quantity. This nows w'as followed by 
the fog; and no “Scotch which 

i you have ever witnessed, not even the 
densest “eastern /«iar” which ever visited 
j Edinburgh from the uorthern ocean, can 
: bi^ compared with the fog upon the bank?* 
of Newfoundland. On it came like a grept 
I stream of dense palpable cloud, rushing 
; over us. It was no thin vapour, whiirfii 
vanished before your immediate presence. 
It met your face, and blewr into your eyes 
Standing at the stern of the vessel it w'as 
impossible to anujicr bow. The ship hc; 
came dim at the funnel, and was invisible 
at the Imw’sprit. It was anything but a 
pleasant prospect to go plunging on, at full 
speed, with the darkness of night, added 
to the darkness of day, through an ocean 
strewed with icebergs. It was lil^e sailing 
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at midqitrlit thr^u^LiU an Arcliipclaj^o of ' 
rocks.withyut a chnn. To come in contact ; 
wii(/i the one, would prove as certainly 
and us imnicdiately fatal to us, as to come 
in C(intact with the other. I walked the : 
deck alone, before descending to my berth 
for the night. Forward at the bow stood 
the watch on the look-out, iiccrlnir 
through the darkness; and as the sliip's 
bell tolled the pa.S8iiig hour, the ear 
caught their pleasant cry of “ All's well 1 ” 
In the engine-room the swinging lumps, 
and huge furnace fires, as their burning 
throats were opeileJ to receive their sup- : 
ply of fuel, shed a lurid glare upon the j 
w onderful macliincry which impicUed our ' 
vesstd onward. Day and night, since we 
left Liverpool, and along a path of ; 
nearly throe thousand miles, had thosg . 
valves opened, and polished rods moved, ' 
and great levers worked, with unfailing ; 
accuracyf driving us, witli resist h*ss i 
energy, against wind and waves. ?N)me- 
times, when a heavy sea struck the ship, i 
the giant iron anus, which turned the irn- ; 
mense paddles, seenwKl to pause for a ; 
second, as If to gather all their sircngtli . 
into one eflbrt of indomitabio power: 
and tlicn wouM Iboy caliniy and inajcs- 
lically revolve, and force the gallant 
vessel, amidst mist and darknes-s through 
the roaring sea. When cvi?n puny ntan : 
is wondrous in his works, vliat is Ruin’s 
Maker! Tin* quart<T-dcek was occupied 
by the captain and chief oilicer only, j 
Lnder deck the hehnsnian all alotu* grasp- > 
cd his wheel, keeping his cyi' fixed f»n the i 
compass, which shone brightly Ixauath . 
the binnacle light. The huge monster, in . 
ppile of her 5<J(» horse p»wer, vras master- , 
od hy his magic wheel ; and strange, in- ; 
decfl, it seems, that “ the ships, which, ’ 
though* they be great, and are tj riven of j 
fierce winds, yet arc they turacHl alKiUt : 
firith a very small helm, M hitherj^oever tlio 
steersman chooseth.*’ That same sttK-rs- 
man is the very symbol of a C!liristian. 
He had nothing to do with how the w ind 
^dowed. or how the sea fCTled, or whether 
it was light or darkness without ; but to 
steer in the direction commanded him, :

Scottish Farliameiit in ir»‘.n; ; and i*vcn 
since the enfictmenl of lSO,‘t, which con- 
t.'iined a provision, but slenderly efficient, 
for erecting additional schools in parishes 
w here one waft insuflii'ient from the great 
population, or intersection by arms of the 
sea. The ra]>id incTt‘a^e of population, 

; its concentration in tow'ns and luanuf.ic- 
tories, and, apart from tliesc ooitfidcra- 
tions, the discovery made by the advanc* 
inglight of education t)fits own deficiencies 
even in landward ])ari.slics of vast o.xtent, 
— these, and other circumstances, demon- 
strat^sl the utter inadequacy of the le- 
galized moans tp, furnish instruction to 
the whole people. Ily an inquiry made 
about iliiny ye.ars since, more than ^‘O.OOO 
children of school-going age were tbuml 
uneducated, ami without the opportunity 
of education in the simplest elements of 
religion, or secular knowledge, Tliore is 
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no reason to snpjiose* considering the un- 
inteixuptcd advance of the population, 
tha| the number in tliis lamentable con- 
dition has yet been materially diminished. 

The Kducation Scheme endeavours to 
remedy this evil, by encouraging the creo 
ti«n of new schools, A schoolhonsc being 
erected, and certain accomnnHlations to 
the teacher provided by the heritors or 
others interested in the locality, this : 
Scheme, by furnishing a email .annual 
endowment, secures the services of a 
Rchot»lmastef, far more higidy <iuali(iod 
than a iimly disfriet could obtain if left, 
dependent on the means of its inliabitant?-, :

political relation. Eor tpany years, llin- 
■ dostan has formed a source of wealth and 
1 iiggrandizcment to Great Britain ; and 
tlierc are few families in Scotland that 
have not, througli some of their members, 
derived from it temjioral advantage, many 
(¥f thorn affluence, with distinction, and 
liigli position. No reflecting mind, how- 
. ever, can revert to the origin of^r)nr con- 
nection with India, and follow tlie train 
of (‘vents by which, ns liy an advancing 
tidi', that vast continent has been covered 
by tin* llritish presence and jiower, with- 
out deep anxiety, ns regards liolli the 
moral history of the influence soac«iuircd, 
and the responsibility whiidi such an as- 
cendaney imposes ; nor <tau any expecta- 
lion, limited to temporal interests, sati.xty 
tlie Christian heart wliieli jionders and 
faithtully ineet.s the tpiestion here.niised. 
Are w’e to eonleinplate our national 4 T»u- 
duet in the light of human resiamsihility, 
or of Providential insirnmetitaliiy ? Lf.K>k‘- 
ing at the history of ]’,ritish eompusi 
with reference to human ar'tion nu re!\% 
it yields jirofouiul consolation to the 
an\ir.iis spirit, searching in vain for a 
ground of righteous vindication, to con- 
template the unspeakahle advantage 
which the myriads of inmiortai souls, 
hrvalliing upon those sunny plains, will 
derive from tlioir invaders, if, in exchange 
!t)r the wc.alth and luxury conceded to 
British arms, they shall owe to the Bri- 
tish missionary the itnperi.s}i:ihle treasures 
of grace. But o'.mnng events begin to 
shew more openly what the mind of faith 
never doubted— that all has been ordained 
by Sovereign jwwer, making the wrath of 
man to praise Him who useth all things, 
even oppression, injn.stiee, carnage, and 
rapine, a.s instruments to work out “ His 
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great ii^tentv*’-^ cover the fields of strife 
wi^the fruits of never*eudiiig peace. 

,^dia, then, is the chosen scene of the 
Church of Scotland's evangelical labours 
among the heathen, which are prosecuted 
by the Coramittee of 
• V.— Foebigk Missions. 

This missiop was projected, and its 
basis of principles founded, by the sagu- 
cions and enlightened mind of the Kcr. 
Dr. Inglis, the first convener. Its eha- 
nicteristic features are, the connnnnica- 
tion of Divine truth to the Hindu child, 
wljilc Iiis mind^s ductile, and not pre- 
occupied by superstition, and the employ- 
iiKMit in this work of -.lUasuinaries, whose 
talents and attainm its qualify them lu 
cope with the inherent and acquired j*o\vef 
and subtlety of the native mind. It is 
well known, that this mission owo»l its 
first great success to the able and inde- 
fatigabff' exertions of Dr. J)un’, wlm.-v 
praise is in ali the cliurelies. Since the 
loss of his services, in I >'4 by die la- 
mentable hreaeh in unr Xion, it is i.iatt- r 
of heartlelt gratitude to the Dod i.f nu-*- 
sUms, that even in that dej»Ui of aj.pa- 
reiiily irremediable abandonineiii.

the grave. This Committee, IhereT^e, 
sends its Missionaries wherever there 
appears to be, in Providence, a hopeful 
opeming for tendering God's message of 
reconciliation to His ancient i)cople. 
Hitherto, three principal stations have 
been opened, — one of which the Commit- 
tee has just been forced to abandon, w hen 
the fruits of the mission were beginning 
to appear. 

Tunis, — Tills station was entered upon 
in 1844, the sphere being important ; inas- 
much as there are about 100,000 Jews 
in Harbary. The work* was prosecuted

What is meant by irautmff up a child? 
Tratnitiy is not teaching znercty, in the 
common acceptation of that woi^. There 
mny he much vise imhtng of the ehild 
aa to Its duties ; jind, at the name time, 
very unwiae tutining^ in order t(» its light 
jieiformanc** oi thorn 1 have hi on a 
iinidy child, for instance, who never saw 
anything whicli could aratifv it** tastes 
witiiin its reach, without, at once, tlemr* 
inj: to possess it; ami while thv mot hi r* 
taught the child in words, how sidiish 
.lud hov^^rong this ilispositum was vet 
no sooner did it hminu jieevinh, and diH- 
oontcMifcd, and cry, Uran»>« its stli m- 
dulrTeiue wan checkvd, than the iinthor 
gave wliat it sought, a> a hnho to diy 
Its tears, and save hersdf tHUible. Thti? 
tho child pas, ^terhaps, verv* wisely 
tuughl tho lesson of Htll^control, «iiid 
self-doni.ll , but was, at the hame tiiin , 
tunned tc act upon the principle, that it 
was only necessary to weep, in order to 
gain its point — to disobey its inotlftr*s 
lessons, in onlor to obtain a mother's 
reward. In like manner, have you never 
heard chiMron told to bi» oliedient to their 
partMits, cleanly in their [M>r8(>u8, Attentive 
to their lessons, punctual in their time ; 
while those who so wisely taught them in 
words, as uowisedy trained them, by their 
own slotii and negligence, want of atTec- 
tton and firmness, to form, with iinpu* 
oiity, tho* very opposite habits of disobe- 
dience, carelessness, and irllcness ? 

^ The Apostle Paul (1 Cor. ix. 2’») c«m- 
}>ares the earnest striving of the Christian 
to obtain sn incorruptible'* crowm, to 
the sinvtng of the runners in the Grecian 
Games, who sought to obtain a corruptible 
one. And the training cf the young, who ‘ 
are '*to run tlie race set before tliciu in tho 
Qoipcl/* may be HlustraCed by the severe 
Mfiing of those who had to compete for 
Uio honoiin which were awarded to the 
atmeeasiW competitors in those famoiis ,

bodily training and the spiritual train- 
ing,— ttm format lull, namely, of tlwm* 
Aa6r/f which are absolutely ncoeaiary fur 
the oompetitors hi mttuT race, if they 
wooki *• so run'’ as to obtain.** 

y 
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Qodluti^ven theiwrcDtaothority over 
tbe obUd. Tbisi iatiulimited while it ii cxer- 
d«od for the diUd*M good ; and for tife exer< 
cise of it, ho is responsible to God. This 
power roust therefore be used as welt as 
precept^ in training up tlie ciiild to the at- 
tainment of that character which consti- 
tutes the Chritttian, ** the man of God, tho- 
rouglily furnished unto good works.” It is 
not enougib then, to teach a child to be obe- 
dient and respectful to poreniH and superi- 
ors; kind, considerate, unscliisb, just, 
truthful, andrftoiiest, in liis dealings wdtli 
others ; i>ersovering, patient, diligent, and 
self-denjing in Ids every-day work ; revc- 
rentiaJ, prayerful, loving, eoiiscienlious, 
towards ids God and 8;iviour ; but, at 
the same time, to train idm up so ns to 
fjc all this, more or less, pcrlVctly “ a 
il(ter, as well as a hearer oV, tlic Word.*’ 
The »Ui<ms God has appoint jd, ami the 
mcouragemcHte'iW- has given for the right 
discharge of this duty, we sliaU after- 
wards consider. What 1 wish you, at 
present, to see, is the inadeijiuate view 
those parents have of domestic education, 
.and of their duty towards their family, 
who say, as I have often heard them s.ny, 
ill refeixmee loan ill-behaved child, ‘‘If 
ho has gone wrong, I am sure it is not 
from want of telling him what was right !” 
This is jiossible ; but it is justtis possible, 
that there was nothing done for idm but 
the telling ;** or, may be, witli good 
‘‘telling,” there was joincnl very bad train- 
ing. The eldUl hvard^ periiajis, what was 
rigid, but was always allowed to do wliat 
was wrong. Are you nstonisiied, tlien, 
that hin daily wrong-rAnny should form 
his future character, uioie than pour daily 
rlght-s/Msi^fVip i 

But consider, furtlier,— /br what end 
fdwuU a chUd be trainetl up Y Tlte nature 
of the end to b«? attaiued, must regulate 
the .nature of the means to be adopted for 
Us attainment. As far asjnir comfort is 
concerned, the chief end for which a fruit 
tree was oreated, is to bring forth fruit ; 
and we train it 0 {h accordingly, to fulfil 
this purpose in tbe bosf possible manner; 
by selecting to it the soil and situation, 
and glTtng to it tl^ ottUure and nourish- 
ment, best suited to make it fruitful. But 
if, instead of fruit, we desired foliage, tim* 


I ber, or beauty of form, we would adc^t a 
I different mode of cultivation. Andyso is 
it in the education of children. we 
train them up, will be determined by what 
we train them up for. Are they created 
for the purpose only of spending a few 
years on earth ; here to labour at some 
worldly calling; to become rich and 
powerful, or to drudge and die ? Jf so, 
we shall train them up with reference to 
this world, and tliis w'orld only. But you 
remember the first question and answer 
i in our ShortcT Catoc|ii8m ? — “ What is 
j the chief (‘lul of man ?” — “ Man's chief 
j e7id is to ghrij}/ Ood and to enjoy Him for 
I ever /’* This is true ; anti if so, your 
I cliildroii destined for something grc*at- 

i er and higlier than to be mere cartlily 
•* drudges, or to live for mere selfish ends 
j and ]>urpo6cs. They are bom for greater 
i honours, and higher rank, thai^^his earth 
I can afford ; for glory that is unsearciiablc 
i — for joy that is unspeakable, and cn- 
i duretb for ever \ Let this never bo for- 
I gotten by you. I'hosc children arc cro- 
j atud by God, and/or Him. Sec that you 
; rob not God of llis treasure^ but use tlic 
I precious talent for Ills glory. As tlte 
j daughter of l^liaraoh said of tiic child 
I Moses to bis mother, so does God say to 
J you pai\*nts of eacli child in your family, 

I *‘>ake tikis child, and nurse, it fur me." 

I In all your plans of homo education, — 
j ill the lessons you teach — the rebukes 
I you administer to your children— the 
I trailo or profession you select for them — 

I the tastes you foster in them — and the 
objectsof ombitkm you present to them, — 
never overlook, but always keep tbe eye 
of faith fixed upon, tbe chief end of their 
being, tliat they may “ glorify God and en- 
joy Him for ever.** Low and unworthy 
aims produce low and unworthy labours. 
Hence the more worldly, careless, pwyor- 
less, godless, educiHion, which Is so com- 
mon, arises from parents recognizing the 
cbikl as born only to time, and not to 
eternity; os deerined to glorify and 
enjoy self, mth^ than to glorify and en- 
joy God. 

But you tell me, te if it were an ob- 
jection to tills view, that your diQd 
must Uto in this woild— -that be must 
acquire n trade or a pnitosioii--^tliit le- 
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ligtoii wiU not him or doUie him— 
iin<} yifttyoii mufit train him up to he a 
usolul member of society, to support 
himself and others. And, if so, vrhat 
llion ? Has God so made the worlds that 
those who do His will in it, are unlit to 
and labour in it? Is the itodly 
tradesman less industrious, or frugal, 
or successful, than his godless fellow* 
w'orktnan? Is he a worse father, hus* 
band, son, brother, neiglibour ? Is lic 
more ** slothful iii business,” because more 
“fervent in spirit, serving the Lord?” 
AVill a man not attend to hts business or ' 
succeed in it, because he 1ms been trained 
up to serve and love God ? It was wisely 
said by that wise man, John JSewton. 
that if a Christian wen* a shoeblack, he 
should glorify God by blacking sliocs t <4 
the best of his ability ; and by doing 
the work, whatever it was, assigned to 
Him irt*rt)vi<lonco, faithfully and con- 
scientiously. 

Hut in reference to thi» godless no- 
tion, that training a child to glorify 
God, is somehow or other at rariaucc 
with his lx*st worldly inlcrcsls— let me 
ask a few questions, which, 1 think, i 
may undertake to answer for you. Is 
way along which a go<Hy man pur- 
sues, n truiliful way ?

Ailmdance upon Gods house^ is anoQier 
duty connected with reverence for Go(.L — 
Lot not want of good clothes keep them or 
you away. It may not 1)0 God's will that 
j'ou should have “ a Sabbath dress,'* but 
It is His will that you should liuve a Sab- 
bath spirit, and join with fcllow-bcliovcr.s 
in the public worship of God. IjUxty is 
more than dress. Vet I know many par- 
ents who make it a rule never to bring 
their children to church, until they can 
obtain clothes from their own labour! 

! Sucli children contract the i<lle and sin- 
I ful habits of wandering all day in the 
fields, while their parents worship in, 
or at least visit, the sanctuary. The earlier 
your children acqutn* the habit of going 
lo ^hd' House of God, the stronger will 
that habit become in after years. * Jesus 
received praise from the children in the 
temple, when priests and scribes were 
silent. Out of the mouths of babes and 
sucklings He hath ordained praise.” 
i knew a noble Christian lady, now no 
more, who said to me, ** I have tried so 
to train up my Children to habits of 
prayer and church attendance, tliat in 
after years, they should be unable to re- 
member a time when they did hot bow 
their knees to Goih and join His people 
in the sanctusiy.”

Hut, i!' not in dtu trlmd variety, i* there 
not an t^scrdiul bitidrance to Christian 
fellowship ill the very relative |s>sitit>n 
created hy seetari.vn dillvrencc? And 
this i» the ddlieully r<ally felt, — many 
minds being utnibie to perceive, how it i» 
po.'^siblc.lliiat those wlxo diller in cretfd, 
should truly anrl honestly love t»* breth- 
ren. It must l»e confessed, that the hjs- 
twry of reh;,jM»us coniruversy afihrds Uh> 
piausihle a ^iround Ibr the doubt. Hut 
ulthough it has a IiistorUail foundation, it 
has none in duly or ni*ccshily. The spirit 
ol division in not, in reality, stronger than 
the spirit of hive, allhou^jU it prevuiU 
ag.ainst it too olu n by iihuuk of the weak- 
ness of luilh, and the power of .^in. When 
/aci:ariAs, a man righteous U fore Uwl, 
walking in all llic e'^mnnaminn uts and 
orvijnances <»f the hor»J blaoielen^, bi'held 
the angid of the 1-orl, we read, that '* he 
was troubhnl the bri;:htncs« of that 
heavenly prciH.*nce reminding Iniu <*f h*» 
own impurity. Hy a snndar law, flKsw- 
who differ in Indy tilings arc troublc^j at 
each other s prestm^', whctlw r it be by a , 
Htrtd monitor, uoc!ou^c^oualy rtcaliioK 
the sutc of luve fiwm wlm rh lln-y have 
fiklKn. and Hn? s'lsfuincf* la which theu 
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diTiBions origioate ; or wke^ier that 
tbair aninda aro oarriod £>rward tq that 
gldrioiia preaonce, in the light of wliich 
thdr aemt thoitghlB and hidden feeliiiga 
ahatl bo revealed ; and ouch ia tlio vira* | 
fence of oar comipt natare* that oar j 
alienation ia wideat ftom thoae to whom, | 
by the lava of natute or of grace, ve 
ought to bo moat cloaely attached, a 
brother offended ia liarder to be von than 
a atrong city.” But thia spirit of division 
iinda ita place only in the heart which ia 
not entirely reconciled fb God’s will. Over 
him who has really and in truth made 
his own desirea aaliordinate to the Divine 
pleasure, it can have no influence ; for 
there tlie spirit of division is subject to a 
higher |>ow<.T, and it is paralyzed, ati<l the 
trouble which it ct)gendori$ is dissipated, 
w'hen it encounters that love wherein lie 
who dwellelh dwclletli in God, and God in 
him; and he thereby ohtaincth boldness; 
ond his love, thus perfected, cash^th out 
fear. 

To say, then, that the power of division 
is stronger in the followers of t 'brist, than 
that of love, is but to sny, that llioiv love 
is im[icrh«t. Wo ticknowlixige that it is 
so ; and it is with u sense of ibis inliruiity, 
and with an earnest desire for its removnf, 
that the inembcrs of the Alliance seek 
together the presence and the aid of Him 
who can alone inako them to dwell in love, 
and so lodwcll in lliiii, (bat, lie also dwell* 
ing in tbeni, their love may be perfecUM.1, 
and may have strength to cast out the 
fear and the i>owcr of division. It may 
be that they shall thus t>e made strong to 
withstand the Kvil Spirit, which spake 
hrom Saul's mouth, w'hen, striving against 
God’s purpose, ho reproached .lonuthau. 
** Do not 1 know that thou hast chosen 
the son of Jesiu^ to thino own confusion ? 
For as long as the son of dessc Uveth ujhui 
the ground, thou shall not be cstabli^Jied, 
nor thy kingdom.” And we may, at the 
same time, by God’s grace," obtain s\Hiie> 
what of the spirit, whereby Jonathan dis- 
cerned in David, albeit the a]i;H)iuted 
possessor of his own hihcritance, an ex* 
oellerKTo infinitely surpaasing the riclicst 
earthly crown ; and ** hU soul was knit 
with the soul of David, and Jonathan 
loved him ai his own soul ; and Jonathan 


stripped himself of the robe that ijras upon 
him, aod gave it to David, and hif igir- 
ments, even to bis svoid, and to liis bow, 
and to his girdle.” 

Witli regard to the uses, or beneficial 
influences of this Alliance, in leUUioii to 
the difibrences between its members, Ve 
shall merely suggest one or two thoughts. 

The most obvious influenoe, is that 
which, through individttal instrumentali- 
ty, may affect the bodies with which the 
members are severally connected. If the 
Alliance shaU be Idessed to yield the 
firuits which it is designed to produce, 
and if its members truly imbibe tlio 
spirit, and open tlieir hearts to the feel- 
ings and influences to which it ought to 
give birth, tlien not only will they cx- 
'poricncc an increasing Christian charity 
towards each other, but they will grow 
also in the enjoyment of the love of God, 
and liavc an enlarged perception and 
estimate of the value of divine tilings, — 
sentiments of which the true Christian 
cannot taste the blessedness without de- 
siring to impart them to otliers; and 
it is, tiiercfore, reasonahle to expect, that 
the gracious influences thus excited, 

. may, from this common fountain, be dif- 
I fused, 80 ns to carry a blessing into the 
various families, neighbourhoods, and 
chifTehcs with which the members are 
I related. 

One very obvious effect of the Alliance, 
in kintlly disposing to each other tlic hearts 
ofmemliers of different churches, will be, 
that whatever of excellence any one 
church possesses in sanctified intellec- 
tual gifts, in missionary seal, or in any 
other i»art of the evangelical work, will 
become less and less confined to one sect 
in its beneficial influence, and more and 
more a comnum property fisr edifying and 
quickening all the churches ; and thus 
I will be provided, or widely extended, a 
I powerful antidote to an evil, tiie danger 
! of which, as well as this remedy for it, 

I was early disccraed by the sagacious 
' mind of Mr. Wesley, when, in the year 
1742, he thus expressed himself The 
thing wliich 1 was greatly aflraid of. and 
which 1 resolvod to use every possible 
method of prevenUng, was a narrowness 
; of spirit, a party sea), a being strait- 
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cnod in .oar owtr boveU; that miterabto 
bigotiy whidt mahet uumy ao anreadj 
to holiere that l^iere is anj work of God 
but aikoag themaelTea. 1 thought it 
might be a hdp against this, tlroquentljr 
to read the aecomits I looeiTcd ftom time 
to\ime, of the work which God is carry- 
ing on in the earth, both in our own and ! 
other eotiRtries,^notamong us alone, but 
among those of Tarioui opinions and do- 
nominations. i'or this, 1 allottoii one 
evening in every month, and 1 find no 
cause to repent my labonr.** 

It is the concern of every member of 
the Alliance, that a catholie spirit and 
beiieflt should result fVom tlieir union. 
If they became attaclied to iiartioular 
churches, for the most jiart, by the 
blessed intluences of education and rc!^ 
gious example, it is by a movement alt o- 
gethcr their own, that they enter tiie 
EvatV^'lical Aliiauce; and if in u imifee- 
fiion so dwided am! seriouM, they are 
iiidml sinccro, and yield their minds 
and hearts to the enlar;rin^^ inliueiH^u of 
a genuine charity, its fruits cannot be 
limited to themselves, hut will teil, how- 
ever irisousibly, upon every sphere in 
which they move ; and it will iiuh:K.Hl U* 
a blessc^d result, if, in any ttica.«ure, 
through influences emanating from this 
source, the cliurches shall lx? brougfit to 
the olK?diencc of the law, which, as 
churches, they have hithcrU) ccrminly 
to<» little regarded, ** Anoihcr <Mnjmand- 
ment 1 give unto you, that ye love, one 
another." 

This, too, will b4> the licsl preiMiratiou 
fur the time when it shall Iwe-ome n<?cv»- 
saiy for those who hold the truth to op- 
pose a common fn>nl to the prog^ex^ of 
error, if, instead of kcfopiog aloof from 
each other because of difference in cir- 
cumstantials, we are ucitoi} on the 
ground of agreement in what is vital, 
then may our divish»os cease, in some 
degree, to be a source of weakness, by 
serving to prove iluU oyr faith is the re- 
* salt, nut of a blind assentation, but of the ; 
coDvictiOD of discrimitMtiog individual 
judgments ; and while each body main- 
tains its own position and integrity, tlieto 
may yet be a common orgaaixatiau for 
leaiaugoe to error wliick all oppose.

Dsar Youno FnieNDs, — I hope the little ; 
Btory 1 told you in my last letter, will 
load you to abstain from laudanum ; and 
not only so, but lead ^ou to abstain from 
partukinc of everything, the nature and 
effects or which yon do not know. Many 
very sudden deaths take place every year, 
from |»eo|iIe partakin;^ of things, the na- 
ture of which they do not know, but which 
they suppose to be good, while they, in 
reality, aro bad. It is a dangerous prac- 
iiae, which we hope the many ratal cases 
occurring, will lead yon most watchfully 
and prayerfully to guard against, ‘and so 
to abstain froni evcrythiirg you have any 
doubt about. i 

It is a dangerous t hing laudanum, evtni ; 
when the bottle containing it has a laV>e1 
on it, ielling that poison is within. It is 
not a safe thing to leave within the reach 
of the young ; and if the label (M>ine$ off’, 
and the bottle be left exposed, it is still 
more dangerous; but if there be a wrong 
label on the bottle — if there h<^ .yumahing 
rocommciidiug it us an excellent thing to 
give t»> friends when they call — to he 
taken alter dinner, or at night — to be i 
taken when merry, or sad — when buy- \ 
ing or selling- ht^ore delivering an ad- | 
dress, or after preaching a sermon — how \ 
much more dangerous and tlestructivo _ 
would it be, and how awful would be the 
wickedness, of deceiving parties to par- 
take of this deadly poison, by means of I 
siioh false represontutiiuis ! 

And is it not more awful (o know, that 
millions of pcu.>ple are deceived and d<'- 
luded by false representations, to partake 
of another poison that destroys many 
more persons than (lues laudanum; that 
for every one killed by laudanum, there 
is, at least, a thousand ktlUd by another 
poison, which is sold, not without a label, 
indeed, but with one as utterly false and 
deceptive, as it till passible for men to in- 
vent? ^ 

There is scarcely a family In Great 
Briuln that has not bwm bereaved of 
some lieloved IVietid by this fearful poi- 
son, and vet, after all, the people are so 
in love with it, tliai it may be said, they 


nearly all thoroughly believe, that the 
faille description of this poison is a true 
‘ description it ; and although they can- 
; not turn to the one side or the other, 
; without finding a universal exposure of 
the fallacy and delusion, yet they are quite 
unwilling to use the means of preventing 
it doing any more harm ; and they speak 
; dnd act about this poison, as if it w'ere a 
thing not desirable to be entirely aud coin- 
pletoly obliterated, by the 6im[>le process 
of shutting their mouths against iti; and 
w'ithholding their hands from it ; and as 
if it were a thing rather to be rendered 
mure respectable and becoming, bv par- 
taking of it in limited quantities, than to 
be got rid of altogether. 

I do not know whether you have ever 
, ht‘ar(l, that, at the present time, it is cal- 
culated, that there are more than six 
hundred thousand people so in love 
with this poison, that it is all but cer- 
tain, in t<‘n years they will all have per- 
isheU by it. I do not mean simply that 
they wdil have killed themselves by it — 
that they wdll have gone tlown to the 
grave before they have seen half of the 
threescore and ten years which they 
might have lived — though that, certainly, 
in itself, migiit bo sufficient to excite your 
syinpatiiies in their behalf ; but I mean 
to say, what is a far more serious con- 
sideration, that they will have died with- 
out hope — that thev will have died with 
the declaration of tlie Bible, God's Holy 
Word, proclaimed over them. Not one 
of YOU shall inherit the" kingdom of 
God. Oh ! I think you will bo ready 
and anxious to know, and to do some- 
thing to rescue these from so fearful an 
end. 

Would you not like, if you could, to 
revent, at least, one of all the vast Burn- 
er who arc hastening down to everlast- 
ing woe, from pursuing this mad career ? 

\ Would you not like if you eould persuade 
\ him that he is wrong, and lead him to 
! cease from hts poison, and come aud see 
i Jesus as He is exhibited ia the Gospel ? 

>Vould you not like to prevent one from 
< believiog the false deaciiptiout that aro 
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current, in the ODia^try, in regard to the 
poison that tenmls but to destroy if Ah ! 
would you not like to be preserved your- 
stdf, and to preserve others, by speaking 
and acting, so a« to convince 'them tiunt 
they were wong to boUeve the recom- 
mendations that are given of this poison, 
and 60 as to sitew them that they ought 
to abstain from it? 

' Some people think, that the thing Uiat 
1 have been teliii^ you kills sixty thou* 
aaad people every year, or six hundred 
Ibousand m tea years, is not apoison aftftr 
all; but these people are among tho.se 
whom it has deceived, and that mo suc- 
cessfully, that if one were to rise from the 
dead, they would not believe him, so long 
ns they tbeniselves fuirtook of it. I’hey 
cannot be judges in their own case ; for 
they cannot give an unbiased opinion on 
the mutter in which they arc the partios 
to bo tried. • 

Need I'Hellyeu, that the prison that I 
refer to, is Alcohol; that it is .snldinuliiio.st 
evei^ street and lane in tin- towieii, and 
by Ac road -sides; ur inouufain<top(i and 
valleys ill the country ; under iht* <Miisjvc 
title of good, e.\ce)lefit, Huperior, unpar- 
alieled, best, Ac. ; that it is used by all 
classes atul conditions of ttie people ; 
that friend gives it to friend, father to 
child, wife to daughter, hr<»ther to sister, 
and that -sixty ihousaod persdiis die every 
year from partaking of it f 

The thought is truly saddening, that 
those whi» claim to imitafors of the 
Son of Ci<»d, — those who say they desire 
to follow in l!;:» footsteps of iliin who laid 
down His life for sinners. ~ slionld refuse 
to lay down, not their lives, but their glas-. 
and labour to g*-t <»thers to tl<» so alno, 
that that mighty lairrier to the leart 
may be got away, and the d«or ol the 
heart nuiy be opened to receive the 
Goanel truth, — that, (iod so b,ve<| the 
world as to give His only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believcth in Him might 


not perish, but ini^^ht have everbi^ling 
; life.

Add to 
all this, the national habits of iiu^ustry 
and jjerscverancc ; and the perfect liberty 
given by the Government to the dissemi- 
nation of Christian publications; and 
wo think ourselves justified in expect 
ingi hy the blessing of (rod upon the 
teaching o( faithful missionaries, such 
changes in China as will be a bright forc- 
ninncr of the millennial day ! Aitliough 
the labours of the Protestant Church in

that there is already a stafl’ of nearly 
one hundred Kuroi>oan and American 
Missionaries in the field. The following 
remarkable statement regarding China, 
was made by the Kev. Mr. Hodgson, Hec- 
tor of Banon-le-strcct, at one of the May 
meetings in Tendon. If correct — and 
wc have no reason to doubt its accuracy— 
it may wtdl strengthen our faith and ho|)e,

It 
addresses itself to all the faculties and 
passions of the soul ; it illumines the un- 
derstanding, sobers the judgment, thrills 
the heart, softens the feelings, energizes 
the conscience, and sanctifies the deepest 
affections of our mysterious nature.*’ 

But though these and other arguments 
arc common to them all, there are obser- 
vatlons->apd these the most striking, too 
•"-peculiar to each ; with one of which 
we shall close this notice of their works.

Anxi- 
ous and dispiriting thoughts crowd ujion 
him ; he drowns them in intemperance i 
aiul <lobauchery — and thus, ns it were, 
prematurely precipitates hi.s full into the = 
iHotith of that vcTy grave w liich hud pre- ' 
viously warned him of his unfitness for 
eternity.”

Mr. Vairbairn has done much to set forth 
the character of the propliel Junah in a 
just light. By few e.xpositors <»f this 
book has justice U-en done to the eir- 
cumstances in which thit pr<q>hcl was 
placcfl, and tlie slmnglh of those feelings 
to which he yielded. In this little work, 
the reader will find the conduct of the 
prophet, and God’s dealings with him, 
treated in n way well calculated lioth to 
interest *and instruct. The views of Mr. 
Fairbaim wc prefer to those of any com- 
mentator on the book of Jonah, wdtii 
whose writings we are acquaintcil. In- 
deed, one tiling wduch makes tiiis Ixiok 
particularly valuabie, is, that wc have 
,4a it many misunderstandings exposed,—- 
misanderstandings hotli of the proplnt's 
conduct, and God’s dealings with him, and 
tlie inhabitants of Kineveh. We give our 
readers an extract, lontainitig Mr. Fair- 
halm's statement of the views he thinks 
it probitble the prophet cnteitainctl of bis

This, then, is the first duty of 
parents : to impart to their children 
religious instruction directly from, or 
grounded upon, the AVord of God ; so 
that it may with truth bo said, in viper 
years, to each of them, wliat l*aul said to 
Timothy, “ I ram a dM thou hast known 
the Holy Scriptures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation, through 
faith which is in Christ Jesus. All 
Scripture is given by inspiration of God, 

! and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction in righteous- 
ness ; that the man of God may ho f)erfcct, 

* tUorowjIthf funtished unto all gootl works.” 
Hear, again, how the Lord, through 
Atosc.s, commanded parents to instruct 
their children in the olden time, — “‘^Hiese 
words I command tlieo this day. shall bo 

: in tlihic heart; and thou shall teach iliom 
diligently unto thy children, and shall talk 
of them when thou sittest in thine house, 

; and when thou walkest by the w'ay, and 
when thou best down, and wdion thou 
risest up.” How seldom do w'o see, now- 
I a-days, any such upbringing as tliis, in 
< the nurture and admonition of the I^ord ! 

; Christian imrents have, in this highly- 
favourwl country, much to assist them 
: in <iIio work of religious U'aclnng. In 
every week-day school, the Bible is dtiily 
read, and the Shorter Catechism taught ; 
while there are few parishes without one 
I or more Sabbath schools. It is uniKHres- 
l sary that 1 should here attempt to esti- 
mate the moral value of the religious in- 
strnction afforded to the rising genera - 
. tion by teachers, either in week-day.or Sab- 
i bath •chiK>ls. Whatever defects may cling 
: to them, it is not too much to assert, that 

• but for them, our ehurches would bo 
compamtively empty ; and our people 
comparatively ignorant of the first jirin- 
cipU>s of religion. At the sauiv? time. I 
must warn parents against the danger of 
making even the Sabbath scliool a sub.«:ti- 
tuto finr home-instruction. 

In the numerous casi\s, alas I which 
otx'ur in every parish, of cjireless, igno- 
rant, or wicked parents, who cannot, or 
will not instruct their children, — any 
school is a blessing, and any Sabbath 
class a gain. But in tliecaaeof pious. 
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inU'lJi^rcnt paronU, it i« otherwise. The 
hett Sabbath cla^s can be an aid only, 
never a substitute, for hoine-instnictioii ; 
while the danger must w.it be owlooketl^ 
of the etiiW such parents lieing jKisi- 
tively injured in a Saldmtii school. For 
lt‘t a Sabbath class be first ill-arrangocl, 
the children wlw are ill-taught and ill- 
fniined at homo, mingled with the well- 
taught an*l well- trained ; them, let this 
»*la8s havv a teacla^^r wanting in piety, in- 
ibrnialion, or coininon sensts >t is 
very certain, tl»t, in such a class, chil- 
dren tuay be every K’lbbath tramtd up to 
habits of inattention, irreveronct*, disu- 
iKulience, rudeiUMss ; oven wliilc tamjht 
(though very indifTercntly) to learn les- i 
sons, and re|a^at verses from the lliblta 
or answers from the Cuhsrhisin. 

Sabbath school toa(?bers sliould <le<’ply 
fecl^hc Holernti responsibility they incur, 
w hen they nx'eive a child from under the . 
parental roof, and undertake to instruct ; 
it in the fear of tlie lAjrd. Farents slwmld 
also feel their resi>onttibility when they 
give their chiUirtm, even ftw an hour, to 
lx.‘ taught by any one on earth. They 
should make it a jKjiiit of duty to know 
Ae*r, whcri\ fcluit^ n^um^ awl amowj 
irhim, tlK V ore taught. Gcxl has laid the 
burden of training up tin* young, l!|»on 
the sliouldvfTs of the parent first. Hr 
may make use of every aid,— Hab- 
batli schools, among ^Ite rest, to enable 
him to carry this bunU-n,— but he dare 
not transfer it wholly to another; Ix?- 
eause li<Ki has given to himself an autho- 
rity, influence, and power, over Ids child, 
which no one else can fM>saess. There is 
a magic influence in a parent’s voice an<I 
words, e^d in a loving parent’s eye. which 
*bi:long to no other teacher in this world ! 
Holy and blissful is the hour— sweet at 
the time, and sweeter still in memory — 

V hen a child is taught to know its loving 
I'athcr in heaven, by its Moved parent 
upon earth ! And what parent, who, 
•knowing himself the blessings of salva- 
tion, will not estwm it one of his highest 
I»rivi leges to U* made llie insiniment of 
uniting bis own beloved child to hioasolf 
for ever in the indissoluble bonds of 
Christ? But my whole argument pre- 
supposes the parents to be piou*. as well 


as intellige nt. U is on this supiHwiiion 
only, that hotne- instruction 
of such im|H>rt.incc, and jHJSsesses ij 
peculiar influenu' and power, -*(br tlu u 
their tiaihf Ujt' is a daihf nmmeHt ttjmn thtir 
I iiaify tixmh. Where there ii» no hoinc- 
picty, lK>tiic-tc.achitig is of r. 
little value ; but wlK'ns* there piety, jt 
is wisdom spoken by the lips - present id 
ill the life-enforced by authority in- 
stilled by nfllclion. and preservid by oui- 
slant w atehfulncss. 1 1 is more than tetvdi* 
ing — it is Kilut'ntMu* 

Hut wlK‘n is this imitniction to Ik* af- 
forded ? iVow, without entering upon .i 
distmssion ns to the jiossibility of a work- 
ing-mnn, wlio is hard wrought from nuirn* 
ing to night, In'ing able to devote any 
|»ortioii of a week-day to the leaching of 
his faniilvj-ls voncl xvliai, they must indi- 
rc^ctly rc‘ceive from tin* reiidjiig of tiu* 
Wortl ami prayer iluring doinei»tii: w or- 
ship, me rather press upon such the 
privilege of their possessing one day ot 
rest, when tins duly maybe, and ought 
to Ik% KiHXjially altendid to;-— when par- 
ents and children may togei!»cr prepare 
i to join the family of (iial, and tlie house 
, hold of lieaten, I [Mm the Sabhath even- 
ing they should be all assembh'd together, 
and soTiK^ime devobd to religion*! i xa- 
iiuoation and inst ruction. Conversation 
on the sermons they have heard during tin* 
day, — the wripturv* lessons they have Urn 
Uuglit during the week, or in the Sabbath 
school, and the lK>oks which they have 
la en reading ; along with a few »|uestioiiK 
from tlic Catechism, and the reading the 
Scriptures, accompaniwi by short exami- 
imtion on wliat is rt*ad, — all cr>;i ' ludoil by 
prayer,— may ff>rin suitable c-xen iM s for 
the babbalh evening. In order tliat the 
whole njrmhcr* of the family should, 
UfKHi this liailwwed evening, at least, a»- 
t(»gctlKT in peace and fov4‘ ; ami 
that uothing^hfjruld break in ujK.n time 
no pHicioas; it i» most desiralne that the 
Sabbath wdiooi should nK*el in the morn- 
ing or aftmioon.# Ami it is no less dc- 
iirable, that those families wlio liave ha 4 l 
the privilege of attending worslup during 
the day, slx/uld ix*fii%in at borne ami at- 
tend to their doirie»>tic duties during the 
evening, rather than sjieihi it in h- ar- 
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ing an additional ficrmon. There are 
special occasions wfieri this may be allow- 
able ; but. ns an ordinary habit, I believe 
it to be most pernicious, because interfer- 
in^^with mucii more important duties. For 
it is .sun Jy of fur ^^roater consequence* to 
the best interests of the family, that the 
cveriiii;; should be spent in some sucli ex- 
ercises as I have indicated ; — in kindly 
domestic intcreoiirst?, and cultivatinf? 
those nfleetions bet\v{!en parents and 
children, brothers and f-isiers, which are 
very aj)t to U* Aveakeru-d by the constant 
labours of a scattered family durin;,^ the 
week, than, for the third time, to worship 
in eliureh or chapel. 1 am persuaded tiiut 
many parents attend evenin'; sermons, 
not so much from their love of goml, as 
from Ilu ir love of ease ; they find lliat it 


unconsciously felt. It is a coiw/anf power ; 
j operating every day and hour by words 
and looks ; and nothing can be its sub- 
; stitutc. Alas ! it is worse than useless 
: for parents, by words, to teach their 
i children what is right, if they tlicmselves 
' by life, continually contra<lict their oavii 
instructions. Of what avail is it for a 
parent to teach Iiis children never to 
swear, if he hirnselfis lieurd to utter hlas- 
phernieR, and to take Ood’s name in vain ? 
— or never to lie, if he tells falstdioods, 
i perhaps, to his own famijy ? — or never to 
be drunken, if lie C(»mes reeling drunk 
to his own fireside? IIow useless for him 
to command them to read the Hihle, if 
he never opens it ! — or to pray, if iu* never 
Y'<>rships wUh his household I — or !«» be 
^ industrious, kind, honest, if he is lazy.

their children may he idle at home, or

2. »;/)/.. — This is neetled ns much 

us precept, for Iniiniiig u»i the youi.g in 
right habits. “ Kxamplo,” indeed, *• is 
better than precept,*’ bocai so it is pre- 
cept embodied in acuion. It is this which, 
as I have already iiinled, gives so vast an 
advantage to flonu* Kdiicaiion alKm* every 
iilher. 'riie child is taught by theeyc, as 
well as liy the ear. lie Uholds in those 
whom he ino.st loves on earth. Avhat hu 
himsi'U ought to ho. Kxnmplo is an uk- 
pv»wer. unconsciously exercised, 


cruel, and dislioncst ! This is a wicked 
mockery, and most parents (‘annotiron- 
tinuc it long. 'Jo he consistent, th<*y 
generally make the iirecept and example 
square ; by laying aside the good precept 
witli the g<>od examiile ; ami by living 
consistently Aiicked live.s. Accordingly, if 
a example is the most powerful 
means of training up tiie young in the 
Avny they should go, a example is, by 
rctason of tlie heart’s Aviekedness, a still 
surtw’ means of training them -up in the 
wjiy they sliould no/ go. Parents! con- 
sider w'cll the inimensi* importance of liv- 
ing now’, a« you would wish your children 
to live after you. You cannot exaggerate 
tlie intlucnco of all you do and say in 
tlieir presence, A child is quick to dis- 
cover the evil in his instructors. His 
observation far outstrips his pow^er of ex- 
pressing it. Ifc Avill soon pen'cive whether 
you really love the God of whom you 
spt'ak ; and really Ulieve in the right and 
Avrong, Avhich in words you inculcate. 

A parent should aim at being to his child 
! wliat his Father in heaven is to himself: 

I he should Iks the very image of GihI in 
I the household ! In .n cvrtain sense, and, 
to some extent, in the earlier years of in- 
: fancy, this must hol<l true. For the earth 
; afibrds no such likeness of GckKs relation- 
I sliip to us, and of our de[>cndencc upon 
Him for every blessing, as the relationship 
i subsisting bet weem mother and child. 'I'he 
I mother, who watches day and ni^ht over 
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tho babe to whom elio has gWen birth— 
wiio yearns over it with a depth of love, 
of which it is yet 'unconscious ; — and 
is ever ready to supply its rtriurninj: 
wants— to compassionate every weak- 
ness — ^to sympathize with evorv joy and 
sorrow, and hoar with every ]>rovoctt- 
tion; — who holds up its tottering steps; 
carries it in her bosom ; and nourislies 
it next her heart; and will endure every 
thing hut jinreturnctl lo\e:— ^uelia pa- 
rent is, indeed, a very shadow of 
Himself tln^ (greater, Preserver, nn<l 
hcIjaT «)f Uis eliildren ! Hut wlien all this 
earthly tenderness and hutnan alfeetion 
are hapti/ed w ith the Spirit of holiness, 
and guided by the Spirit of wis<loiii and di- 
viiu' love : — then, i: deed, does the pareiy 
oi'cnpy tho posit iim ttmards his eliild, 
which is according to ( Jod’s will. Wh* n 
tlii'4‘yes of the eluhi are attracted almost 
u;ieun>eioufiIy tipward from its earthly to 
its lieavenly parent,— wli.Mj. in the clue 
rueli-r of tin- otic, it learns ilshrst k»sst>n*» 
of Jiie character of the other, — when, in 
till- light of all it inosi loves and admires 
on earth, it hegin*i i<j disj-ern a r<*flccti'>n

THE WALDENSES. 

TWO DATS* KKCenSIOa TO THE Ifliill VALLEYS Or xnr. VAI'DOiH. 

No. IV. 


Monday morning, at half-past three, 
found us cominencin](‘; an ardu4.»u8 journey 
to the Valleys of (Jlusonc and San Mar- 
tino. We wound our way u]> the steeps 
of Angrogna — the vast amphitheatre of 
hills, brightly gilded with the morning 
sun. After two hours* walk, wu reached 
the peaceful retreat of M. Mouastier, 
perched like a bird's nest in this Vallam- 
brosa of Pie<hnont. The picturesque spire 
of the Protestant ** Oratory,** rose amid 
clumps of chcsuut trees—the rich plgiiis 
of .Sardinia were stretched in the far dis- j 
tanco, bounded by the gigantic barrier of : 
Italian Alps. Close by, was the bold rocky ■ 
hill of Siroiri — the scene of many despe- 
rate struggles in bygone days ; and the 
little iow*n of Lucerne, with jts white- 
washed houses, slept in quiet loveliness, 
where the valley loses itself in the cham- 
pagne country. 

After a homely breakfafit, our party 
considerably increased, and by and bye 
a large phalanx marched merrily along 
the bights of Angrogna, preceded by 
the two precentors of Angrogna and Bt, 
Jean, who made tbe rocks echo to their 
apint-stirring strains. We conld not at 
first understand the cause of the fast in- 
oreasing squadron. But this was fully 
explained on arriving at the summit of a 
menmtain overlooking tbe plains of Pied- 
mont, where, under a canopy construct- 
ed of the branches of beech trees, a sttll 
larger Minforeement #as widiisg, with 


pots pans, piatrs, knives and forks, and 
all the olhar appurtrnauccs of an exten- 
sive ptc>nic ! It was the happy occasion 
of a grcRt annual fvU in the valleys, in 
which pastor and people mingled toge- 
ther In the same innocent rt’creations-*' 
thus affording an opportunity of see- 
ing and judging of the Vaudtds ehtiraetcr 
in a way which even a lengthened resi- 
denco could not have ullowcii of. T*he 
picture would have been worthy of Wil- 
kie. It ronsieted of two booths erected 
at the side of a fountain, gratfcfully fes. 
tooned with hratjches of beech. Tlw one 
on the right wa«occupii*d by three sturdy 
cooks, who would have won a meed of 
praise from more fastidious palates,— a 
cart-load of plates, disItes, bread, pota- 
toes, vcgctoblea, Uc., formed a comfort- 
able looking back-ground ; and a barrel 
, of wine, etaliooed like a scottncl in front 
of the whole, completed the arrange- 
ments of the rnstic fea-nt. On iltv lef# 

: side was orifcted a verandah of stmilar 
sise and form, for the accommodatifm of 
the guests, THirw* amounted to twenty, 
five, iucludin^^nearly all the Waldeukian 
pastors, also some members x>f the Table 
(kirk-session,) and somo i*wtss students. 
The (Ujewn^r finished, the guests were 
em«rtaioe<] with the simple music of the 
vaileys,— the whole terminated with a 
round of gymnastic exercises. In which 
: the athletic |)ow«rs af clergy and laity 
were called lote generous Hvairy. A 
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walk to a celebrated fountain in a noigb- 
bouring bill, filled up the interval till the , 
hour of dis|H‘rhion ; and, at six o’clock, 
the sylvan tents were struck, uud all sc- ; 
parulcil, dcliglit<?d with the enjoyments 
of the day. I’herc was something hoau- 
tifnlly patriarchal in this “feast of ta- . 
bcrnaclos.” It was pleasing to mark the i 
easy unrestrained freedom of feeling and 
intercourse existing among ail classes. ! 
The tninisler jind the poorest of his flock ‘ 
—the proprietor and the peasant, were ; 
brethren, mingling heart and hand in all ! 
t he hilarities of the occasion^ and yet, with j 
nil this perfect parity and free inter- 
change of sentiment, there was no lack, 
but the reverse, of that respe<?lful deco- 
rum duo by 1 he hurnhlcr to their superiors. 

We wound our way <lown the rugged 
hill that leads to St. Germains. The 
plains of Piedmont at our fojt, and the 
Superga,the burial-place of the Sardinian 
inonarclis, glittering in the settvig sun. 
Half' way down, we paused at a farm- 
house, by the side of the hill, and wore 
entertained with a frugal supplement to ' 
the feast of th© day by two dnterosliiig 
peasants— tine specimens of Boston saints. 
It is not easy to forget the benignant 
coiintcnanro of the old man as he spread 
his table beftirc bis cottage door, or pres- ; 
sing our hands with a “ JDiVu^ccom/w;- 
hade us farewell. The night was 
spent ill the hospitable cure or manse of the 
moderator, M. Boiijour, and next morn- 
ing, we commenced an excursion to the 
gloomier wilds of San Martino. Oiir road 
lay along the fertile Valley of Perosa, 
passing the tdegant Catholic Church of 
Villar, and the village of Pinacho, — the 
latter associated with the name of the 
celebrated Vaiidois historian, Leger, Wo 
walked in company with a young Protes- 
tant, a native of Feneslrolle, who inform- 
*‘d us, that the preceding year, a embo- 
lic priest bad scoured the adjoining Valley 
of Pragelas, seiaing and destroying no 
loss than sixty Bibles. Ho mentioned, 
also, that ho had recently boon the eye- 
witness of the following spectacle in the 
church of Fenostrelle Two priests, in 
presence of the congregation, mounted a 
platform beside tlm altar. The one was 
dresird op to personate the devil— the 


other as an angel. A controversy was 
carried on between the two on the points 
of tlie Catholic faith ; and, afler a pro- 
tracted struggle, the angel, of course, 
came off victorious. He spoke also of 
another novel ftHe in the Catholb 
churches, in their celebration of Good 
Friday, intended to represent the dcatli 
and resurrection of our Lord. A prie>t 
is brought in, stretched on a couch, as if 
dead, amid the sighs, and groans, and 
lamentations, of the assembled audience. 
After an interval, a bell rings, the pric.st 
starts up, and the walls of the church 
echo with the shouts of the worshippers, 
who change their lamentations into the 
I most violent demonstrations of joy. Pas- 
i sing Catholic Perosa, we entered the 
; Tioble Valley of San Martino, at the en- 
j trance of which stands the picturesque 
! village and church ot Pomaretto— the 
former charge of the venerated Peyrani, 

; to whose memory a tablet is erected on 
the walls of the “ Temple,** by hi.s at- 
tached friend l>r. Gilly. Passing Vil- 
la Secca, wo continued a somewhat 
perilous path, by the side of Urn rapi<l 
waters of the Gormanasca, whose banks 
display the finest combinations of scenery. 
We witnessed the remains of an aval- 
niicjus which, during the previous win- 
ter, had wrought a work of appalling dc - 
slruclion. Eleven individuals had been 
buried in a living tomb. Upwards of a 
thousand trees, of gigantic size, had been 
torn up by the roots, or snapped asunder 
by the terrific invader. Hundreds are 
still loft as monuments of the catastrophe 
— many acres around are laid waste, and 
the waters of the Gerroanasca wind their 
way through dismal caverns, underneath 
^ the superincumbent snow*. We arrived 
at six o’clock at the lonely mountainous 
I retreat of Prali. A wretched hovel, 
I which we entered by a cellar-like door, 
! unworthy of the meanest Scottish barn, 
‘ we found to be the boose of M. Revel, 
tlie pastor. But no quarters could be 
more pleasant or comfortable than thi.^ 
; little hoi'mitago. The minister and his 
wife, a youthful couple, are the pirlure 
! of happiness and contentment, lie is a 
; man of no meagre attainments, an acute 
theologian— Geiman especially .forming 
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liis favQurite btndy and recreation, when 
domii ilod in winter, for weeks together, 
amid a witdernoss of i!>ao\v. 

Oar path, next, day, led across the Col 
de Pis to the BalVtlle, the most nmowned 
"pot in the Valleys. Well may it be call- 
evl ><> ; for this little Thermopylae is asso- 
ciatt'd with one uf the {greatest triumphs 
of heroism on record. A handful of 
\’audois peasants here successfully resist- 
ed the Hower of the chivalry of France 
and Sardinia. 22,fH)0 of the latter occu- 
pied a position on the adjoininj^ hill, and 
when they fount! their etforts in vain to 
<li^loelcje the brave 700 who occupied the 
summit of the BaUiile Rock, iiuder the 
undaunted Henri Arnaud, heavy artil- 
lery were, with great diihculty, brought 
to their assistance. The dofenetdess Pro- 
testants, knowing the impracltcabiHty of 
wi^standing so forn idable a cannonade, 


retreated, under covert of ni:»ht, across 
their mountains ; and, after a serie-i of 
almost incredible dangers and hair- 
breadth escape#, peace w.iv procured, and 
the storm of persecution lulled. The 
Halsiile. apart altogether from Us histo* 
rical interest, is the forogrouml of nohh- 
scenery. A wild alpine valley .stretche-c 
behind, with a cascade in tliu eentrr, 
which takes a leap of abotii 
the maguificonce of the sct‘tu*ry di tiiand- 
ed a pro|(lortionate amount of fatigue. 
Our way, in crossing the Col de Pis, lay 
through mist, snow, avalaitchc;,, torrents, 
and paths intended only for the chamois, 
the .solitary iiihahitaut of these wiid.s. Ar 
last, after ten Inuirs of continued walk 
ing, wo arrived at a comfortable iim ufid*T 
the rocky battlements of ibe t«>wn t»f 
Fencst relic.

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They know, also, that by sowing good i who can tell how the truth laye^h hold 
seed, they may expect to reap good grain, | of a man's heart ; and how, when Iheeeed 
and this likewise they attend to. But j is sown in many hearts, it springeth up in 


when they have cast in the seed and 
covered it, they must just stand and wait. 
There is another hand at work than the 
hand which sowed the seed,>~ahand which 
works secretly, and that both while the 
husbandman is asleep and awake; for 
though he sleepeth by night, and riseth 
by day, the seed growetb up, he knoweth 
not how. Here, then, in the 'producing 
of a crop, there is a work of man and a 
work of God ;^withoot the work of nmn 
there will, he no crop, and without the 
work of God there can be none. God 
can do without man if He pleaseih ; but 
man cannot, in any circumstances, do 
without God. God can do without the 
tiller of the ground, and the sower, and 
the reaper, and all through w'}ft»80 hands 
the grain must pass ’ before it becomes 
food. He has done without thGm«ali in 
lime past. In the barren wilderness He 
provided food, and on the grassy plain He 
fed a multitude of people. But it is not 
God's will to dispenso with the labour 
of the husbandman, as a general rule. 
He hath shewm that He can do without 
him, but IIo may never shew this again. 
God, then, we say, cau do witjhout the 
husbandman, but docs not please to do 
so ; but the husbandman cannot, in any 
circumstances, do without God. Ho can- 
not do without God when he sleeps, and 
ho cannot take the charge out of God's 
hand while he wakes— ^ileoplng or wak« 
ing, he must have God to work for him. 
And God does work for him, yet the hus- 
bandman knoweth uot how God makes 
his seed to spring and grow — it springs 
and grows up ho knoweth not how. 

Look, now, at the spiritual husbandry. 
In it also there is a work of man, and a 
work of God, There is a w ork of God 
without man, and a work of (lod through 
man. • God must work, or the sinner v|ill 
not work. God must work, or the sin- 
ner cannot work. God does work, and 
the sinner's heart is changed ; and he 
workeih together with God. In iho spi- 
ritual husbandry, then, there must be a 
work of God ; and tfaat work is beyond 
the reach of man's understanding. For 


I this heart, rather than in that ? Who can 
tell bow it is, that one man is deeply 
impressed ; while, to others, the word 
preached may only be like the song of one 
that hath a pleasant voice, and can play 
well upon an instrument? Who can ex- 
plain the process by which the heart is 
opened, and the seed planted deeply there, 
never to be rooted up ? Who can explain 
the unseen prooess by which the plants are 
watered— *h 0 w they are ^guarded by an 
eye that never lumbers nor sleeps ; and 
how, by the heat and dews of heaven, 
they are nourished and refreshed ? Who 
can explain the growth of conviction-^ef 
spiritual light*— of love to God ; in short, 
the growth of the lifh of God in the soul 
of man ? These are mysteries like the 
springing and growing of the corn, fian 
may sow the seed, but he cannot make it 
spring ; he cannot make it gro%v when it 
hath sprung ; he cannot even explain how 
it springs. This is the work of God ; and 
it is suffiioient that it is understood by 
Him. So with the spiritual husbandry. 
It is the work of God's Spirit to make 
the seed of the word spring and grow ; 
and l;e makes it do these, we know not 
bow. 

Neither is it necessary we should know. 
The husbandman knows not bow the seed 
springs and grows, and yet he is not 
on this account unfitted for tilling the 
ground, and sowing the seed. It is suf- 
ficient that he understands his own part 
of the business — it is not necessary to his 
success, that he should understand that 
part of it which belongs to God. Neither 
is it necessary to the spiritual husband- 
man's success, that he should understand 
the deep mystery of the Spirit's work 
upon the soul; it is enough for hkn to 
know, in addition to his own duty, that tho 
Spirit is willing, and is able, to strengthen 
him for its performance. Let hhn work 
the work given him to do, and God 
assuredly wilt make it prosper. The cul- 
tivator of tho soil does not relax hts 
efforts, because he cannot make the seed 
to spring, and knoweth not how it does 
spring. He giveth himself to his own 
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w(n-k,, And labours u hi» own do|nirttnent. 
Mo (Prepares the vrrotind, provides good 
seed, sows it, and oorers it, and leaves it 
to God. He sleeps, and be wakes, and 
the work of Go<l goeth on. He is not 
disappointed. He is not ashamed of his 
confidence, and has no cause to regret 
that in spring ho laboured, and then com- 
mitted his precious seed to the ear© of 
his Makeri— be streieheth forth hh sickle, 
for the harvest is ready. 

Let men so act as regards their souls 
and eternity. Let them prepare the soil, 
which i§ the h^rt ; let them receive into 
it the good seed, which la the word ; and 
let them earnestly and oonfidently look 
np to God, that He may make it spring 
and grow. They who act in this man- 
ner, shall never be ashamed ; God will 
give them Hia Spirit, even while they are 
wegking. He will give them His Spirit 
to prepare the heart, and to help them 
to sow the seed, and to bless it, and make 
it grow ; and so shall they glorify Him by 
bringing forth much fruit.

.Tl'VIiNlLE FETE AT I.EAT>UlLr.S. 

We in^ticc, with much interest and sa- 
tisfaction, the progress of that institution 
known as the British League of Juvenile 
-Abstainers, — a society whose members 
advocate abstinence from giving or par- 
taking of alcoholic rnpiors, tobacco, and 
opium, and whoso ohject is the union of 
the youth of the British empire on this 
principle. 

Instituted in Edinburgh, in January, 
1847, it has, siuco that time, made rapid 
progress, and promises very soon to ex- 
tend over tho whole Lowlands. It is with 
pleasure we record the existence of two 
flourishing branches of the British League 
of Juvenile Abstainers in the remote vil- 
lages of Leadhills, on the estate of the 
Earl of Hopetoun, and Wanlookhead, on 
the estate of the Duke of Buccleuch ; for, 
although drinking in these villages is not 
carried on to suon an extent as in many 
other places, occurring chiefly at certain 
seasons, yet these periodical drinking 
seasons are deeply to be deplored, as they 
have been productive of a far greater 
amount of evil in this little community 
than can well be estimated. The young 
iibstaiiiers, however, seem now to bo per- 
fectly alive to those evils, an^ are re- 
solved never to rest until they Have en- 
tirely removed tho causes. We may men- 
tion that parties of these young members 
of the British League have been taken to 
Edinburgh on three different occasions, 
that they might bo permitted to see the 
doings of the abstainers there, and join 
in tho innocent festivities. On the late 
visit of upwards of 6000 juvenile abstain- 
ers to Hopetoun House, the children of 
Leadhtlis and Wanlockhead received the 
most marked attention from the Countess 
and Earl of Hopetoun, who in person 
conducted them through the princely 
halls of Hopetoun House, and pointed out 
to them the various objects of interest 
wliioh they contain. This oondeacemfion 
and kindness of the' Countess and Earl 
was not lost upon the children of the 
hills, who returned home wdlh hearts 
throbbing with gratitude to their noble 
entertainers; but little did they think, 
on returning home from their grand 
excursion, that they 'were so soon to 
have an opportunity of testifying that 
they wore not insensible to the kindness 
shewn them at Hopetoun House. 


This opportunity was afforch* 1 tjjero on 
Tuesday, the IRlh SoptoinbcM*. 'l lie young 
Earl, with the Hon. Charles Hope, and 
another friend, having occasion to visit. 
Leadhills, arrived in that village on Mon- 
day afternoon, the 17th. 

The arrival of the young Lord in this 
remote part of his domains, i> (juite as 
important an event to the villagers as th<' 
late visit of her Britannic Maje^t y was to 
the citizens of Glasgow ; and, though his 
arrival was not announced by any signal 
gun, the children of both villages were 
soon aware of the fact, and resolved at 
once to muster, and in a body express 
their gratitude to the Ei^rl for the kind- 
ness shewn to those of their number who 
had visited Hopetoun House. 

The Rev, Mr. Smith of Leadhills, on 
the part of the children, waited upon the 
Earl, who was pleased to appoint the fol- 
lowing evening for the juvenile demon- 
stration. The young abstainers accord- 
ingly assembled on Tuesday evening, in 
their respective schoolrooms; and the 
Wanlockhead children, after joining in 
praise and prayer, marched off to join 
their fellow abstainers in Leadhills. On 
the two parties joining, a few hymns were 
sung, and prapr offered un, after whieli 
they formed into Hop, ana marched in 

§ recession to the front of the Earl’s resi- 
ence in Leadhills, accompanied by the 
most of the people in the village, who 
had turned out Co witness the unusual 
and spiriUstirriog sight. The children, 
amoipiting to 220 in number, formed 
themselves into a wude circle in front of 
the house, the spectators occupying a 
considerable space all around. On the 
circle being formed, the Noble Earl, with 
his friend, and the Hon. Charles Hope, 
and the Rev. Mr. Smith, came into the 
centre. 

Mr. Alexander McMillan of Wanlock- 
head, superintendent of the juvenile 
meetings, then stepped forward, and, in 
name of the juvenile abstainers, thanked 
the Earl in appropriate terms for the 
high honour and great kindness they bad 
experienced from him on their late visit 
to Hopetoun House. 

The Rev, Mr. Smith then gave out the 
lOOtb Psalm, w'hich was sung ; and after 
a very appropriate prayer by the Rev. 
gentleman, the children united in singing 
a number of tboir pretty abstinence melo- 
dies with great spirit and energy, con- 
cluding with the Queen’s Anthem. Mr. 
McMillan then proposed, that three cheers 
be given for the Countess and Earl of 
Hopetoun, which w'as Responded to with 
the utmost enthusiasm. After the loud 
and long-continued cheering had ^ceased 
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Mr. a;^aiM hanked tboKarlainl 

tin? Ifnu. Hr- 'for tin* opportunity 
thus affordtMl iho ch (iron of payiio^ thihr 
huinhle trilnito of ilitude, as woll asf.^r 
th<' kind and pationi inanmT in which hr 
had receivi tl tUvm. His I>ord>hip ro- 
plit?d, that ho fiad hocn delighted Mitli 
tho whole proceed) '}o:, and was now in- 
ti "btod to them foi the honour they had 
e mferrod upon hiv: that iiijrlit^and re- 
tiue.'.ied Mr. M‘Mii'an t<j thank the chil- 
dren in hi> nam*', and say he was exceed- 
ioL^dy hap[»v h<‘ had met with them. The 
ilun Cliar'f s Hope also desired, that his 
thanks mi^lit heeouveyod to them throujrh 
tiie 'iuiue ehannwl; then hvtwin^; to each 
party, the Karl and his friends bade them . 
good night, and retired amidst the reite- : 
rated cheering of the happy children, who 
now sought their homes, highly delighted 
that they had been favoured with a sight . 
of the youthful nobleman, M’hose kintlnes.^ 
has been a household theme ever .since 
the nth of August, and whoso name 
only«necda to be mentioned in order to . 
call forth fueling^ of deepest gratitude 
and love from iho population, both ju- 
venile and adult, of LeadbilU and ‘ 

lockhead. The manner in which the 
whole of the above proceedings were con- 
ducted, reflects the highest credit upon the 
Rev, Mr. Smith, the laborious and much 
esteemed minister of Leadhills, under 
whose anspices and immediate inspection ; 
the LeadhillsjuvenUe meeting is conduct- 
ed; and also upon Mr. Alexander McMillan 
of Wanlockhead, a very realousand oiier- 
getic labourer in the work of humavi im- 
provement, and most successful advocate

ing, as J)r, llolM^rtson imagined, neither 
“ cataracts nor rapids,” proved to be com- 
posed of little else ; while, instead of 
having a swift, but smooth and direct 
course, ” it was found to ^ the most 
winding river known ; indeed, its course 
was so tortuous, that on the evening of 
the sc(!ond day, the party founcl them- 
selves hut 12 miles in a direct line from 
the J^ake of Tiberias. Wo may subjoin 
one or two instances of the difficulty and 
dang(T of navigating the river, — 

“ y1/frf/ 1 W/i. — Started at 8.10 a.m. 
The current, at first, about tw'O and a-half 
knots, hut increasing as wc descended, 
until at 8.20, we cuine to whene tlie river, 
for more tlian JOO 3'ards, w'a.m one foaming 
rapid. . . . The water w'as fortun- 

ately very deep to the first fall, where it 
}>reci[)itated itself over a ledgt* of rocks, 
'riie river becoming more shallow', we 
opened a channel by removing large 
stones ; and as the current was now ex- 
ccs.'«ively rapid, wc pulled w'cll out into 
the stream, bows up, lot go a grapnel, 
and eased each boat down in succession. 
Below us, wen? yet five successive falls, — 
about oigliteen fei't in all, — with rapids be- 
twt'en ; a perfect breakdown in the bed 
of (he river,” (p. 177.) “At 1.45, dc- 
scemled a cascade at an angle of .TO'', at 
the rate of twelve knotav passing, imme- 
diately after, down a shoal rapid, ‘wlien^ 
we struck, and hung for r- few moments 
upon a rock,” (p. 178.) “ During this 
flay, descended nine rapids, three of them 
terrific ones,” Qp. 184.) 


“Fortunately, a large bush was grow'- 
ing upon the left bank, about five feet up, 
where the wash of the water from above 
piad formed a kind of promontory. By 
swimming across some distance up the 
stream, one of the men bad carried over 
the end of a rope, and made i# fast 
around the roots of the bush. The great 
doubt w'us whether tho bold of the roots 
I would bo sufficient to withstand the 
I strain, but there was no alternative. lu 
order not to risk the men, I employed 
some of the mo8t vigorous Arabs in the 
camp to swim by the side of the Imts, 
and guide them, if possible, clear of <1aii- 
gcr. LaniUng the men, then^fore, and 
tracking the Fanny Mason up stream, wc 
shot her across, and gatlu?ring in tlie 
sM'k of the ropi', let her dro]) to ilie 
brink of the cascade, where she fairly 
trembled and l>ent in the fierce strength 
of the sw'eeping curnMit. It was a mo- 
ment of intense anxiety. 'ITie sailors had 
now clambered along the banks, and stood 
at intervals below, ready to assist us if 
thrown fi'om the boat, and .swe[>t towards 
tliem. One man with me in the boat, 
stood by the line ; a number of naked 
Arabs were upon tho rocks, and in the 
foaming water, gesticulating wiljly, their 
shouts mingling with the noisc of the 
boisterous rapids, and their dusky form« 
contrasting strangely with the ellerveseing 
fiood, and four on each side, in the water, 
were clinging to the boat, ready to guide 
her clear of the threatening rock if pos- 
sible.

most tortuous river known, its c<»unKr 
iH-ing more devious than even that of the 
Mississi^d.*’ This is evident from llio 
elaborate and accurate chart that accom-

Some points 
presented views cxcccditigly picturesque 
— the mad rushing of u mountain torrent, 
the song and sight of birds, the overhang- 
ing foliage and glimpses of tiie mountains 
far over tlu5 plain, and here and there a 
gurgling rivulet pouring its tribute of 
iTysta! M-ater into tlio now muddy Jor- 
dan. The western shore was peculiar, 
from the high calcareous limestone hills, 
which form a b«>rri<‘r to the stTcam when 
swollen by the (dlinx of the sea of Galilee 
during the winter and early spring;

There is no ordinance, no doctrine of 
our holy religion, in rv^gard to which more 
, misapprehension and greater ignorance 
! exist than the sacrament of Jiaptism. It 
is much to be feared, that among the 
parents who desire to have their children 
baptized, there are too many whose views 
of the ordinance are vague and confnsed, 
if not altogether erronepus, and who, be- 
fore presenting their little ones to Go<i 
at tlic baptismal font, forget to commune 
with their own hearts, and to ask the wit- 
ness of the Spirit, that in so doing they 
4ire acting in a manner well-jilcasing to 
the liord. Such men seek to be fuTinit- 
ted to present tlieir children in baptism, be- 
cause it is customary to do so, and p/j’tly, 
also, because they have a vague idea that 
the eternal welfare of their child dei>ends 
on its having been baptized before its 
death. Among this class, it is singular to 
observe the mixture of superstition and 
carelessness with which this ordinance is 
rcgiirdiMl — a superstitious aiLviety to have 
the ordinance administered, and an utter 
candessnesH in regard to the vows which 
in It they take upon themseives. Many 
parents, In fact, seem to imagine that this 
sacrament is one with which they per- 
sonaUy have no concern — at least we can 
draw no other conclusion from a circum- 
stance which we have frequently obsctv’cd, 
namely, that parents who feci ami can- 
didly acknowledge their unfitness to come 
forward to the Ixird’s Table, profess them- 
selves perfectly willing to engage in the 
sacrauieiit of baptism, and arc disap- 
pointed and irritated when they ore de- 
barred ftom this privilege.

Then, if ever, is there iiri- 
pressetl upon the lieart.'* of parents iiml 
cliililren, musters and servants, n sense of 
common ^e^J»on8ibility to (iod for the 
dischargee of their relative rf^tics ; then 
are those mercies mknowledged which 
the family enjoy- -thosr* thingi asked 
which the family require — those sins 
confessed of W'liich the family art* guilty — 
atnd that outpouring of the Spirit of holi* 
ness and love obtained, in tlio possession 
of which the fuiuily of earth hei’uineH one 
with the family in heaven. I would ear* 
nestly urge upon all jinrenis the immense 
importnuce of family prayer. /The iiiem- 
hers of a working man's family esjiceially, 
have seldom a plaee in liis small house 
where they can retire for private devo- 
tion. Jf on opportunity is not atfordeil 
by family prayer for ivading the Bible, 
and kneeling at a throne of grace, the 
temptation to neglect such exercises is 
so great, that tew have the principle and 
fortitude to resist it. 1 can here (lo little 
more than touch ui>on this duty ; yet let 
me ask, wliy is it »<• much neglected? 
Why is this family link so often wantonly 
broken ? Is it from want of time ? {Surely 
one half hour — one quarter even — in the 
twenty-four, may bo snutclied from the 
time acquired to labour fur the body, in 
ordeir lo ** labour logeihor in prayer" for 
the soul. “ What will it profit a man if 
he gain the wliolc w orld and lose his own 
^oul ? " “ I.rfibour not for the meat that 
{lerishcth, but for that which endurcth 
unto life evcrlastiinj:.” ** Svvk first the 
kingdom of God, and all these things shall I 


be added unto you.’* Is it from want o4 
ability to pray ? Often are such excuses 
heard as : — “ We have not the gift ^ we 
could not find w onls.” Yet tho8<‘ who make 
such eAcusc.s, seldom lose any earthly 
benefit from w ant of words wherewith to 
ask it. Jlow* accurately do men remem- 
ber thingH in which they feed interested I 
— how full of words are they, when 
arguing pleading for fortune or life, 
or anything which tlicy esteem a groat 
good! Tlierc is not an old woman 
in the country, who will not narrate the 
most intricate story about a legacy she 
I expects, or who will not tell that story 
well before a crowdcHl court, if she hopes, 
by »o doing, to gain her case ! And so 
would it he in prayer to God, if j'coplc 
had as much heart in seeking spiiitua), 
as ill seeking temporal things. Blessed 
are they wtio humjer and ihint after '-igh- 
teoiisness, for they shall be filled.” “ Thou 
hast filled the nvvdy with good things, 
hut the rich thou hast sent empty away.” 
: Uememher it is neither long prayers, far 
’ less “ learned '* i>rayers, the Lord desires. 
Trayer is the language of the heart ; faith, 
earmrslness. and sincerity, are its grand 
essentials. Tetcr olfered up a prayer 
having only three words, — “ f.ord, save 
ine4” Jt was sulUeient. Be only as sin- 
cere* as he was, and you will liud it very 
difficult, were it even nm*.‘<jiary, to Ui 
as short. IVll God the mercies you 
have r(xa*ive«) from Him fur your body 
: and soul — for yourself and family ; and 
^ when you cannot remember another 
mercy, pass to your sins, and sprejid them 
out as they conic Ui your mind; and 
! when you have confessed all, make your 
requests knowm to Him, asking such 
I tilings as you and your family really 
stand in need of for time and fur eter- 
nity , And if you attempt any tiling like 
i this, casting yourselves upon Himself for 
the promised aid of His Spirit to help 
your infirmities, I think you will find, 
that you have more to s.vy at a throne of 
graw than you were aware of. But 
should you still Ik* afraid to ex]»ress your- 
self in words before the family, and if you 
really wish to do your dut}-, you may* 
begin by reading a portion of the VVord 
of God, or makiog your child rciv do so ;

And its evil consequences can hardly Nj 
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ezAggerated. Let a child once under- 
stand that a parent’s word is nnalierabte 
by anytliing it can do or say, and every 
oHempt to alter it, will soon be given up. 
On the other hand, let a child gain the 
battle once, and he is, probably, a con- 
queror for life, and becomes a despot, who 
will rule father and mother with the rod 
of authority, which should have ruled 
himself. Oh! what cruel parents are 
tliose who arc so fond, forsooth, of their 
chik^u, as always to comply with their 
wlills ! and sorely, yet ri^iteously have 
such parents been punished in after years. 

1 know tlmt corporal punishment is 
banisfit'd from many systems of modern 
education, ns a remnant of a barbarous 
age. It is quite true that it is not un- 
frequently made a short substitute for 
those more laborious means qf godly up- 
bringing which I have been considering. 
It is easier far to punish a poor child 
daily for bad habits, tiuui to truiu'hini up 
daily to good ones ; and, not unfrequcntly, 
such punishment is deserved more by the • 
iindutifiil parents, than by the undutJful ; 
<‘hildron. But without oveiiooking the 
abuse of corporal puniflmiont, we sitouUl 
also reineinber Us ww. “ Wlial son is he 
w horn his father cliastvMieth not ?*’ asks the 
Ajiosilo : and he rccogni/es the lawfulness 
and value of discipliao more severe than 
the “reasoning” and “ advising,” which 
many think sufHeient to w'onn a child 
Irom liis folly, wlieii ho says, — “We have 
fathers of our flesh wliicli corn'cted us, 
and w'e gave them reverence !” and wdien 
he ad<ls, “ shall wo not inueh rather 1h' 
ill subjection unto the Father of our 
spirits, and livoV” — the principle on 
w'hicli chastisement should be adminis- 
tered is indirectly pointed out. - The 
( hastiseinent of Jus child by tho earthly 
parent* should be like tiint chastisement 
intlicU'd by our Father in Heaven iipim 
“every sou whom He reec'velh.*’ This 
is indeed “ a strange work,” “ not joyous i 
but grievous yet a work of love in its 


partaker of holiness.** It is thus, that 
the parent, even in punishing his child, 
should prqpaie his mind to receive the 
teaching of €k)d in after life, when ffc 
is pleased to instruct by chastisement. 
Hear, Sn conclusion, what one, who was 
not only of the wisest of men, but also 
inspired by the Spirit of dod, says upon 
this very point , — ** Chasten thy son while 
there is hope, and let not thy soul spare 
for his crying.” “ Withhold not cwrec- 
tion from the child ; for if thou beatest 
I him with the rod, lu^ shall not die.*’ 
“ Thou shalt beat Mm with the rod, and 
shalt deliver his soiil from hell.” “ He 
! that spareth the rod, hateth his son ; but 
he that loveth him chasteneth him be- 
: .times.” To do all this Jimness is ne- 
; cessary. 

: 2. Affection . — ’lliis is the sheet-anchor 

of education. Love is God’s grand argu- 
ment, so to speak, in educating His family 
for Himself. Love to Him is all and all ; 
the sum of obedience, tho ’source of joy. 
Ills love to us is the fountain of that light 
w'hich is reflected hack from our hearts to 
Him again. Hero, too, tho parent should 
bo God’s image in tho^family I His power, 
influence, authority, must be hviny. 
. Chastisement may ho ubsolutcrly necessary 
to i^lablUh authority and banish rebel- 
lion ; hut love is equally necessary to 
maintain authority, and to prevent rebel- 
lion. Love is, therefore, not inconsistent 
with the firmness that will govern and 
oven chastise. It is rather inseparable 
from it. For love is not parental instinct, 
such ns the lower animals manifest to 
their oilspring. To he like the love of 
God, it must be in harmony with holi- 
i ness, truth, and justice. When it is, what 
may l>e termed, an unprincipled aflection, 
it will be manifested in every way most 
hurtful to the best interests olf the 
family — by an easy self-indulgence, and a 
yielding to their wishes, whether right 
or wrong, roasonable or unreasonable — h\

Whatever you do, then, Jorytt not 
OtHi! but meet Him through u Redeemer, 
and be at [)eact> ! 

\Vc do not, however, intend, at pre- 
sent, to particularize tlu»se exerciso.s suit-

Tjii'. ( liristian pilgrim approa<hing 
Jerusalem fur the first time, will prob- 
ably be disappointed to And llial lii# emo- 
tions (, n tlieilr-t .‘^ight of a eity, associated 
in his mind fnnn his earliest infancy w ith 
all that is ino.st sacred, are s<i tmudi less 
intense than he anticipated ; and that he 
can look on M iiint (Mivet and Mwiint 
/.i'»n V :lii fe* ling.*! certainly not of in- 
diflvrencc, but of much h ss painful in- 
terest thafi he iuiagiiuHl [lossible, when 
he thought on them at a distance. T’he 
truth is. the events tranfeaeted here arc- 
so great in every view, that tin: mind 
cannot grasp them ; hut is. as it were, 
stupitigd hy the effort. It takes time to 
realize the truth, that this is the home 
of Scripture history, the cradle of the 
Chri.-fttiin Church. But the feeling of 
attachment to the Holy City, gad its 
sacreil lot^alitics, will soon be formed, and 
will Ikj dc'C’penctl by time, to a calm 
fitetian, a ]icaoefiil resting in it as the 
liume of one's aflccttons, which no other 
.spot on earth can imtMirt. For there is

dead. Travellers who have so wrilten, 
ii»u«t hav<* iM'cn singularly unforlmmu* in 
the lime of their entrant e; for, on a 
bright evening. ai any tini« of tln^ year, 
nothiug cam weif be inmgineti more lively 
tfian the rcene wiihoul the Jaflk gale. 
Ii is ibf n that iho inhai.>ltftnts, of what 
ever nation and whatever faith, walk <iut 
*' to dfiuk the aiP," as they tx/rm it, 
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and the various companies may be seen 
saunterinfi about or reclininj; on the 
p^round. Hero will be seen memlw;rs of 
the two larpe families into which the 
Jews are now divided, — tlie Ashkenzim 
and Seiihardim the latter easily dis- 
tinpuishablo from the fornier, by their 
brighter and more intelligent looks ; and i 
here the (ircek monks of the (iroat Con- ' 

■ vent, and other native or foreign Cliris- i 
tians, and groups of native women and 
children sitting by the way-side, or amus- 
ing themselves witli the favourite exer- 
cise of swinging under the rilive trees 
at tl»e head of the Valley of Hinnom. 
I’hc appearance of the females, indeed, is 
somewhat spectral ; for a vrliite sheet, 
thrown loosely over their liandsoine 
dresses, and llieir yelhiw ho<»ts, is all 
that is distinguishable; hut the merry 
laugh may be heard among them, and, 
with the music of tlu‘ir “ tinkling orna- 
ments,” would servo to convinco the 
Btr«i]g!E»ry that they were veritable daugh- 
ters of Eve. He will sec little of the 
desolations of Jerusalem here ; but let 
him enter the gates, and the delusion 
which its compact and well-bnili trails, 
and the appearance of its inhabitants, 
may have produced, will be quickly dis- 
pelled. Ho no sooner enters the city, 
than desolation stares him in the face. , 
The citaded on his right hand, which \ 
shewed fair from a distance, is a ruin j 
and patchwork, — a Homan tower, with 
mediicvul additions anil Turkish debase- 
ineiits, ercctcHl on a massive foundation 
of Jewish architecture. On hiss left, he 
will have an open space covered with 
ruins; and us ho pusses through the, 
streets, he will find scarcely u house that 
is not a ruin, and, in some parts, huge : 
hulks of massive wTCi'ks ; ns, fur exam- i 
pie, the Hospital of the Knights of St. 
.lohn, and the so-called Vjdace of Helena. 
Hut, indeed, this may bi' said of almost 
any eastern city. It is Ibe jK'cnliar pro- 
vine© of the Turks to lay >vaste w'hat 
otiior ages have built up. Hut let him 
examine more closely, — he will find traces 
of former greatne.«is, and eveti grandeur, 
h(?re and there. Handsome Sarnamic 
fountains, now dry ; some few traces of 
Gothic an'hitecture, more rf Homan, and 
hen? and there, fragments ol a Gi<?ek 
cornice or capital, lying ncglgctcd on the 
side of the street, or built into modern 
lujvels, without any regard to their pro- 
per position, and shafts of columns of 
trostly marbles, jutting out from the walls 
in various parts, all attcsting'its ancient 
greatness. Or let him repair to any spot 
near ilie walls, whei*e excavations may 
perciiauce be carryin»» on for the erection 


of a new building, and he will = co, many . 
feet below the present surfa» (j erf ihi- 
ground, massive stones toss<.‘il about *in 
the wildest confusion, and rubble to Hk? 
depth of forty feet on the summit of the 
hills, and of untold depth in Die valleys 
biincath ; and he will easily bt licve that 
ho is in the oldest city in the world, 
which has undergone more vicissitudes 
than any other in the annals of liistory. 

But these are not the ruins of Jerusa- 
lem. L<Jt him repair to the Jews* quar- 
ter on Mount Zion, and there he will sei^ 
the living “stones of the sanctuary poured 
i out in the top of every street. The pre- 
* cious sons of Zion, comparable unto fine 
! gold, how arc they esteemed as earthen 
pitchers, the work of the hands of th 
potter I’* For if the dwellings and the 
synagogues of the Sephardim bear wit- 
ness, as do their countenances, to a higher 
i state of moral culture then he had been 
i ledP to expect, and if they are living in 
: comparative security as subjects of the 
i Turkish government, after having been 
hunted like dogs from kingdoms wliwh 
called themselves Christian, yet are they 
but strangers in their own land, speaking 
I a foreign language, and subject to tlu; 
i caprice of foreign lords. But the other 
! section, the Ashkenazim, mil exhibit all 
the symptoms of wretchedness wliich an 
acquaintance with their European breth- 
ren had taught him to expect. The same 
Ikaggard and care-worn expression of 
countenance, the same anxious eye,— an 
index of that “ astonishment of bean” 
whtclf is the threatened curse of their un- 
belief. Their very presence here is a 
memorial of the condition of their outcast 
brethren, scattered abroad in every na- 
tion under heaven, wdiose representatives 
they arc, and by whoso alms they are 
supported in “the city of their fathers’ 
sepulchres.” Or, if he can trust his feel- 
ings, and considexsit no desecration to in- 
trude on a scene of human sorrow with 
i which he may not sympathize, and which 
; he cannot relieve, he may follow the steps 
, of many travellers to the Jews* waiting- 
place, on the appointed day, and there he 
I will probably witness, among many cases 
of carelessness and listless indifi'ercnce,

W(> prosiinie little need be said here | 
explanatory of the object of <,ho British 
Jyoague of Juvenile Abstainers. This, 
wc trust, is pretty well understood. Suf- [ 
flee it (0 say, that it is an institution ■ 
si>t apart for the purpose of instructing 
the young in the sins, and many ami ; 
varied evils consequent on partaking of • 
intoxicat ing liquors, tobaeco, and opium. ! 
it proposes to preserve them from the 
many snares of life, by implanting i 
in their mind the love Of God, and a 
perfect hatred of all sin in general, and ; 
of that sin in special, which easily bo- i 
sets them, -the sin of intoxication. It 
professes to lead their minds from the , 
low grovellings of sensuality and sinful . 
pleasures, to tilings whicJi arc associated 
witli their future well-being, to tlii*:;gs of 
eternity and of heaven, ijueli is the ob- 
ject of this great movement in all its ope- ' 
rations, which operations wo now* pro- 
ceed to consider. 

The British League of Juvenile Ab- 
stainers was instituted in Edinburgh on 
the 1st of January, Ouriiig two : 

years previous to that dat% many praise- ' 
worthy exertions lyvd been made for the ■ 
young in this and in other countriea, to 


prevent them from partaking of intoxi- 
Vating liquors. ''Juvenile Abstinence 
Societies,^ and " Bands of Hope/* had 
been formed in some of the principal 
towns, both of England, Scotland# and 
Ireland. In short, the public mind ap- 
peared to be somewhat awakened to the 
importance of doing something for the 
youth of our country, by way of preserv- 
ing them from the curse of intoxicants. 
But in all these movements, there was 
something that was objectionable, or that 
could not commend itself to thu sym- 
pathies of the Christian public, or even 
of the Christian abstainer. In the, first 
place, in some of the societies there was 
littfe or no prayer, and in some there 
xvere office-bearers who did not even 
profess to believe the Bible; but for 
this, the Christian comnfuuity were 
to blame, for they should have come 
forw^ard to rescue the sacred principle 
of Christian sobriety from such unhal- 
lowed touch, and not stood aloof like the 
Levite of old. In the second place, there 
was the objection of the pledge, — an ob- 
jocti(»ii, too, of no ordinary magniluile, 
csiK»cially Jn the juvenile movement. 
There was something startling in the 
idea of pledging children. In the third 
place, tliere was the non-comlemnatinti of 
tobacco and opium, the children being 
taught merely to abstain from intoxicat- 
ing Iluids. This was a serious objection 
in the eyes of all rc.xlly consistent ab- 
talners, — an objection which .seemed to 
preclude the possibility of ultimate suc- 
cess. How'ever, notwitb.standing these 
objections, it is but just we should ac- 
knowledge the measure of gocnl these 
difl'erent societies were productive of ; 
for while they w'ere, on the one band, 
grappling, and that imperfectly, with the 
imiital evil, they were, oo tig? other, 
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bringing the quc&tion befcnre the public . 
^tnind. And U 'was tbla mooting of tho : 
qncstibn, that brought out the principle, ! 
and developed the grotiod of action, npon > 
which the British League was founded; | 
and though we doubt, not the British ! 
League has its share of imporfectian, ; 
yet we beliere that a kind God, who has ; 
advanced it thus far, will redue and ‘ 
purify it more and more ; and to Him bo 
all the glory. 

We need scarcely say, iliatthe throe ; 
main features which * (Jlsttngtitfth the ; 
British I.eaguo from other abstinenc© j 
movements, are, .firsts the unvarying ac- « 
knowiedgmcnt bf God in every step, ! 
and tho solicited aid of the Holy Spirit 
for Jesus Christ’s sake at every meeting ; 
scrojidf tho deprecation of the pledge as 
being unsound in principle: nnd, thirds 
til© recognition of the principle of al^- 
staining from giving or partaking of 
tobacco and opium, as well as intoxi- 
catinur liquors, as a ChrKtian duty, 
rniEodied an<l enforeed in the Gospid 
of our Lonl and Saviour ('hrist. 

7*hough tliis ground of adv.jtMting th»* 
principle wa-: sninewhnt novel in the 
history of ih^ ai)<,tlnenr<* rnovemeni, 
yet it was fell to l)e tin* ttn(^ ground ; and 
ai might have been exported, it ha^ not 
noted at all injuriously up(tn t he pru.sperity 
of I he L< ague. 7’lie i hililrt^ti appearetl 
to he well prcpar<'d for (In ^tep; tlmir 
rnind^ :*iid <le;^iri's were evidonOy turned 
in the direction ofab'^tineiice ; fheirlja'arts 
wf'p<‘ already impresM'tl, some, n.) d'mht,

W'ho can calculate tho influence of these 
■ one thousand young one.s— ol'the fciisoiis 
they would carry lionic from the meet- 
ings to their parents, by telling the sto- 
ries they had heard, and singing the 
^melodies they had learnt? lloubtlcss, 
many a drinking parent has been move<] 
to ttirs by the simple and urlgarni^h©<l 
tc*stimmiy "of these little preachers ; and 
doubtless, many a dissipated father or 
mother has, by th© constant and unw earied 
pleadin *»^5 of their own child, been led to 
give up the cup of their curse and of 
(heir ruin.

apply for new schools, in order that new ! 
sneetings might be opened. This, at the ; 
^rst, appeared to bo another serious dif- 
ficulty in the patii of advancement ; but it 
was soon overcome through the kindness 
of tlie Governors of dleriot’s Hospital. 
No sooner had an application for the use 
of the Heriot schools been lodged with 
them, than the reauest was kindly 
granted, in the most handsome manner. 
This gave a new impetus to the move- 
ment, and seemed to invest it with a dig- | 
iiity and respectability which it had not j 
before attained. There were now', by 
the close of the first year, between thirty 
and forty weekly inec^tings open, and iu 
full operiirioii, in connection with the 
League. Kvurything went on success- , 
fully, and the influence of the League j 
was beginning to be felt, not merely in > 
Kdinbiirgli, but also in Uifrerent parts of ! 
the country ; branches of Siie League i 
sturfed into existence U]»on the true priu« i 


ciple in several of the towns and visages 
near Edinhurgb ; a thousand voices sang^ 
in strains of joyful harmony, We*ll ever 
pray to win the day;” and a thousand 
more have caught the sound, and re- 
echoed it again, until, at the close of the 
second year of the League’s existence, it 
reached the remotest corner of our land ; 
nay, the glad sound has even ridden upon 
the breast of the ocean’s billows, until 
it has enlivened the foreign shore ; and 
there the young of distant lands have 
taken up the song, and we trust the prin- 
ciple; and, in time, we hope, by tho 
favour of God, that we will be able to sing 
with grateful acknowltdgmont, a new 
! version of our song, concluding w'ith tho 
triumphant chorus, ** Wc’vo won the day, 
alcohol has fallen, tho world is free.** 

Ill our next paper, we intend to call

: interest in the Colonics, let me direct your 
i atieiition to a scene whicii I lately wit- 
: nessed in ^hi.s j»lace. You have seen 
; something .similar ; but it may not be dis- 
pleasing to have it brouglit before yon 
as aow' W’itnc.ssed, to refresh your own 
i spirit, and, at the sumo time, to interest 
your readers. 

J’iclou communion ivas held on the 
4th Sabbath of September, TJiursday, 
the2(Uii ult., was held ns a day of fu.sting 
and humiliation. On this day' ivc bad 
service forenoon and afternoon, in Eng- 
lish. 7'he cliurch wa.s well fU tended. 
Friday' was tlie day' of tlie crist, as it is 
called. The services were all in Gaelic. 
They la'gaii at eleven, l looked in at 
two, and the church W'as full at t]ii.s 
time. J’or the sake of those, of your 
readers who may not be acquainted wiili* 
the reiai day, 1 may state, that the iirnc- 
tice is for one to propose n passage of. 
Serripture, or start a question, and for 
otliers to make remarks, or state their 
views upon it, after which tlie minister 
winds up the whole. On Saturday, then' 
was sermon in both English and Gaelic, — 
the latter in the open air a sliort distance 
fhini the churcli. Being engaged in flic 
church, I did not sec the Gaelic congre- 
gation ; but It was large, and the church 
was full. The iKJOple had been flocking 
! for some days past to the town and 
iieipthbourhood. 

Oil Sabbath, before entering tho churcT), 
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X wept Vitii Mr. M'Oniivray, who was 
to conduct the aervioos in Gadic, to the 
apot where the teat bad been pUto^. 
It wai on a ri^g ground, about a quar- 
ter, of a mile from the chi^lu Tlie day 
was fine, but very blowy; and beibre 
we reached the i^ee, our clothes were 
literally covered with dust. We came 
in sight of the people, and the scene I 
ahali never forget. For some hundreds of 
yards along the road, horses and waggons 
were ranged up, fastened to the iences. 
Before and bdiind us, the road wus thick 
with ]>eo{dc. The only thing to w^hich 
I could conitmre Ujc crowd, was wlmt I 
hav-o sometimes W'itiiessed on tlKMK:casiun 
of a fair, or in the vicinity of a race- 
course. But such an assernblago in the 
opt'o air for tlie worship of God, and for 
holding communion, 1 had certainly 
never Udiold. I entered the tent along 
with Mr. M*(Jinivray, and waited to hear 
him iK'gin the exercises of the <hiy, and 
the mighty mass, as one man, lift tlieir 
voiA‘s in the language <»f the flft<*enih 
iValiii. Jt M'as a solentn sight, indeed, to 
sc‘e tills whole Jisscinhly worsliip (iod. 
It was n scene that might liave inoveil a 
heart of stejue, 'Die coifitnuriion had not 
been ilisfiensed lu‘re in coimeetiun with 
<*nr Chun li since liie last deputation 
visited this place. And le re wt-rc as- 
sembled young and old from every quar- 
ter of the country, and from many part> 
of other (Countries also. There were grey- 
heailcd men who hailed the opporti^nty 
once more aflbrdi'd lluMn of partaking in 
tins ordinance, before drinking th».‘ fruit 
of tlu' vine new in their Father’s house. 
There weiv 1110*^0 who, it may l>e, Jiatl 
never before beheld u Scottish eoiiiinu- 
iiion, d'here were many wlm, f.ir week-v, 
had not heard the (iosjhI trinnpit 
soUTided ; many who, for rnonths had not 
heard tlu; Sahbalh Udl. u-jr Inid their 
eliureii d<K»r darkened by a iMe.«s«'ng»'r of 
Christ. There were matrons w ith their 
mt;te.hes, and mothers with their bairns ; 
uad their voices mingled in the song of 
•prai.se, bhich ascended to IJim that 
sitUdh in the heavens. ’I'lien* was no 
sound to diKturb their mush;, but tho 
'w liistling of tlic wind, or the neigliiny of 
the horses. 

But they finished their song, and I had 
to leave, to take part in the »ervici»» 
^where I might be of use. Bui still this 
accue I could not banish from my 
thought! ; ami as i turiuxl away, it w os 
with a sofiencf] heart aiul a suffused eye ; 
and many a glance did I cast, on retir- 
ing, at the spot I had left. I foil that it 
' was an earnest time, a time wlien, if the 
seci! wt^fj plentifuliy and faithfully sown, 
the blessing of God might be looked for! 


Now surely, if ever, were these jWHiplc 
disposed to tisteu to the word of life. 
kUiiy seldom lioard that won! ; but 
yet they had a desire, •« evidenced by' 
tlieir atteodance at mat iucoiivenieuce. 
to bear tilings wiiereby one .might 
edify another. And yet another look, 
and, sad truth ! there was hut one soli- 
tary labouaw who (iould speak to iliem 
in tlicir own native toiigu'e, and make 
their Highland hearts resiuind to his 
Gaelic acoenls. God grant hitn an abun- 
dant reward for his labour of love. But, 
oh! may He stir up others to take j«irt 
in this work, that the pco[»lc may not 
I»eri»h for lack of knowledge. 

I returiuNl to the church : and here, 
loo, the wauic was touching to a dcgn*t'. 
.Mr. Ilertlinaii was leading iho pniicif* of 
flu* |HH>pb\ 'i’he t'lnmh was crowded 
to ovcrilowifig : s»» llmt the apitcaranci' 
at tlu; lioor rosemhli d that of a Inoddvw 
about to ca>t, while m;m\ sJ^*-**! and 
listened awtlu* o}»eu windovni!. At the 
close of tile prater, 1 manage d to Mpiev STi 
in ; hut it wun with ililfieiUty that I eouid 

get almig the p.is^ugcf*, wJiiDi weiv in 
part funiiHljed with i-t.'it.'*, huig since 
nK’cupicd, and in part lilicd l»y ibe'^e vxh>i 
had f.iiled in obtaining Mats'. At ieiigtii 
rooiri w .'is made for me iu a ^cat alreadv 
li)o full, and there 1 wat till the th.)M* ot 
the MM'mori. 1 have no w ish to i idarce 
upon the picture. Let me only .datt, 
that the atteiidam o kept up during tin 
whole dav, and llaiL when we met in the 
evening, ilier*- was again a < ro'A<h d house, 
and thvr atti jilion of the people »*, t.ineJ 
uidhiggifig. 

On Mi>nday tin weal her looke-l low er 
ing. Bain fell in tlu mm'.ing, anti the- 
(#;u lie iiiHgTegaiion ne t in tie* (’Imreh, 
jmmI. afli r » short inti rval, tie; l.iigl'eth ■. 
and on let tlay during the wleile <K'ea-itni 
was the (;hur< h more crow-tI<*<l.

The state of things was similar tb* 
following vtesrk at M*!.* nnati's mountain, 
quite a n tin-d country place. I ha'e 
U'cii told of f>*:'r.s<in.s who came tiriy or 
sixty miies for the < \pres.i porpese of 
attep<iing the t*oinmunion. 'I'he <»aehe 
I'ongfegation hod here a better phir<' of 
meeting thnif at I’ictou. . It v. in n 
retiree, I spot in the w<iO<N. within « hiin- 
dre*«J yjiftls of tin? ( hurcli, but quite ♦.but 
out from it by the tr* es. Here, to?’, there 
wsd- an immense gathering: and it is ti# 
be Is^rnc in mind, that wln-n we s|>e«k of 
them canning long distances, it i»* not in 
easy railway «;arrisges; but on foot, or in 
gigs, or waggons, jelling over it 

corduroy nads, one wheel often dow? . 
and another up, ?.o na to Jeuve tht.> 
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lit an anfib* of t<*n or twi'lvr* fU*pn‘«'s, arul 
iiKain or ovo.r to tiu* otlior Kiib*, 

tin* body of the Tfbidc* pitches like 
a fihip wiili the wififl riuht n-b<*a<l.

youth. Observation and experience teii 
US how true tlus^s* A great living poet 
has said, The child is father of the man.” 
It is a common proverb, that ** The 
old bough takes the bend of the young 
twig.” This fact is founded cliielly ui»oi^ 
the law of habit, by which actionfi fre- 
quently performed, though at first diffi- 
culty become at last Ciisy to us. Walk- 
ing, writing, reading, p^K^aking a lan- 
guage, c., nil arc instances of the u[KTa- 
tion of this law, whicli governs u« with 
<ucli despotic, yet unconschms power, 
liiat it has been well termed a second 
nature, ^^’e know, also, how peculiarly 
powerful t^se habits arc which we form 
in our early years. Youth inay be ierrao<l 
the habit hcjsiiii. The. whole man, soul 
and body, then rec^uves that mould wh^h, 
to a greater d»!/:’^ec than any other, is 
retained during life, —the tilings which 
influenced us in the years of idiildhoo'i, 
affecting ns down to (‘xtrenie old ag».'. 
Tlie .^ongs we then heard, the tgles which 
amused U.S, the scenes antong which we 
lived, and the companions wiiti whom we 
‘‘ j)lftyt*d,’' — these have loft imprespions 
uiwm us never to be cfliiced.

With a single exception, tiie ohl- 
e.it .-on in the family has In-vm a irlergy- 
ijtan ; luune of thcoi eminently distm- 
gut.s}H;fl for learning and {lUdy ; ami there 
arc tew fjiiuiltes now in this land a greater 
proportion of whom are pious, tfian of 
that family. T'l*^ foiiowitig statistical 
aircount, nriwh* of a limited wrlion of tlw 
i?oontry% not more favouml or mori! dia* 
tin|;pislud for jnety than ruan^r otltcm, 
occonla um^u)Hz*dly with sifiniar facta 
which are consianily tKxrmTiiig in the 
families of those who an* Uw friends gf 
religion. Tho S'cretary of tlie Masaa- 
ebuMdts Sablwth.lSchoid Society made a 
limited investigation this year, ( 1 for 
tlur purp^' of •si*^ rtoining the facta about 
tho religious characU;r of the famiiiea uf 
ministers and fhacooa, with referotice to 
the charge so oflec luffed, thaPthc^ * sons 
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and daughters of ministers and deacons | 
vere worse than common cliildren.” The | 
following is the result : — In 2f>8 families 
which l»e canvassed, he found 1200 chil- 
dren u\i.r /ifUen ^ears of age. Of these i 
children, HHi, almost three-J’ourths art hope- 
J'ulhj pious ; 7U4 Imvo United with the 
chiircheii; sixty-one enterc I the ministry ; 
only seventt‘en are dissiimted, and about 
half only of these hccaiao so while with 
their parent H. In eleven of these fami- 
lies, there are 1 2:t children, and ail but 
seven pious. In fifty-six of these fami- 
lies, then* are 2VJ children over fifteen, ' 
and all hupi -fully pious. When and where 
can any swell residt lie found in the fami- ' 
lies of infidels, of the vicious, or of irre- 
ligious men ? Indeed, it is the great law 
by wiiich religion and virtue are spread 
und pi'r)>e(uuted in tlu* world, that (iod 
is faithful t<i this eovonant, and that lie 
Mosses the efforts of Ills friends in emlea- 
vouriiig t<* train up geiUTaliuiis for ilis 
service. All ]nous persons should 
repose on this promise of a faUltful God. 
They may and should believe, tiiat it is 
His di^sign to perpetuate religion in the 
families of those who truly serve aiid obey 
Him. 'I'hey should he faithful in impart- 
ing religious trulh-" -faithful in prayer — 
failhiiil in a meek, holy, pure, und hene- 
vidi'iit exainp’e ; they sliould so live, that 
their rfillilrtH imn/ safe Ilf (ruo.l in theit foot- 
steps; tlu’V should look (u God for Jlis 
blessing oiftheir efforts, und their efliirts 
will not be in vain. 'I'hey sliall see tlieir 
children walk in the ways of viituo; und 
when thev die, llii'y may leave the world 
wiili unwavering confidence, that God 
w ill not suffer His faithfulness to fail— 
that Ib‘ will not lireak His covenant, nor 
niter live thing that is gone out of Ilia 
lips." - raalm Ix.wbc. :jy, .‘U . — iJanas ou 
Isaiah Ux.

•* There are, then, you will perceive, two 
sorts of iiillueuce belonging to man; that 
which is active or voluntary, and that 
which is unconscious that which we 
exert purposely, or ia the endeavour to 
sway another, as by teaching, by argu- 
uieiit, by persuasion, by tjjreatenings, by 
offers and promises, — and that which |^k>ws 
out from us unawares to ou^jselves. . , 

“ If the doubt occur to any of you, in the 
announcement of this subject, whether 
w'o are properly responsible for an intlu- 
encp which wo exert insensibly ; — we are 
nut, 1 reply, except so far as this indu- 
enco tlowa direet\v from our character . 
and conduct. And this it does, oven 
much more uniformly than our active in- 
liuence. Jn the latter we may fail of our 


end by a want of wisdom or sJ»ilI ; in 
which case we are still as meritoriotis in 
Ood*s sight, as if we succeeded. So, again, 
we may really succeed, and do great good 
by our active endeavours, from motiye.s 
altogether base and hypocritical, in which 
case we are ns evil in God’s sight, as if 
we had failed. Jlut the iidluences we exert 
unconsciously will almost never disagree 
with our real character. They are honest 
iidlueiices, following our character, as 
the shadow follows the sun. And, there- 
fore, we are much more certainly respon- 
.sihle for them, and their effects on the 
world. 'I'hey go streaming from us iiv 
nil directions, though in channels that we 
do not sec, poisoning or healing around 
, the rof'ts of society, and among the hid- 
' den wells of churacter. If good our- 
selves, theyare good; if bad, they arv 
bad. Atid, since they retleet so exactly 
our character, it is impos.sihle to doubt 
; our responsibility for their effects on the 
: world. We must answer ivot. only for 
' what we do with a purpose, but for, the 
I iidluence we e.xert insensihly, 

' You must not conclude I fiat inilmjiice:- 
: of this khulare insignifieant,heeause they 
are unnoticed or n(>iseles.s. llow is It in 
the natural w'orld ? Behind the more 
.show, the outward noise and stir of the 
w'orld, nature always eoneeaU her hand 
of control, and the laws by which she 
rolo<. Wlio ever saw with thei've, for 
example, or heard w'ith the ear, the ex- 
ertions i*r that trf'mendoiis astrononvic 
furef, which every mmnenl holils the 
compact of the ptiy.sitral universe toge- 
ther? 'Fho lightning is, in fact, hut a 
mere fire-tly spark in comparison : hut 
hecause it glares on the cloud, and thun- 
ders so terribly in the ear, and rives the 
tree or the rock whore it falls, many will 
be ready to think that it is a vabtly'iuore 
I potent agent than gravity. 

I “ 'The greatest pow'crs are ever thosC' 
; which lie back of the little stirs and com- 
motions of nature; and I verily believe, 
. that tile insensible iniluences of good int-n 
; are as much more potent than* what 1 
hav»' calletl their voluntary or active, as 
: the great silent powers of nature are of 
greater consequence than hei little di»- 
turbanoe.s and tumults. 'J'he law of hu- 
man iiiHuence is deeper than many su»- 
peel, and they lose sight of it altogether. 
The out ward endeavours lhade by good 
men or bad to sway others, they call their 
influence: whereas it is, in fact, but a 
fraction, and, in most cases, but a very 
small fraction, of the goo^or evil that 
flow's out of their lives. Nay, 1 will evi-n 
go further. How many persons do you 
meet, the insensible influence of. whose 
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nnnnors an«J charact^T is so docidod, as 
f*o thwart ihrir voluntary iwtlu*»ncri 
fio that wliatevor they altf^mpt t»> Jo, in 
the T^ay of controUinj; otht^rs, they aro 
sure <0 vsirry the exact opposito of uhat 
thev inton J f And it will jjotufrally lu* 
found, that, wiuirc* men undertake, by ar- 
^rurnoiit or persuasion, to exert a powi r, 
in the face of (jualities that make them 
odious or detestalde, or Oiily not emit led 
to respoft, tluir iiisouviblo iuiluMW'e will 
h, t<M! stnm;; for them.

And if thv right hand oH'end thee, cut 
it off, aiul east it from thee; for it is

lers should perish, audnotthattby whole 
body should be oast into hell.*' 

Begin tho year with pious and per- 
sonal dedicat ion_and .soy, with David, 
** Lord, 1 am thine ; save mo.*’ Through 
Him who is the way yield yourselves unto 
G(h). h is your roasonahle service. He 
has infinite claims to you. You will 
never be truly your own till ^*ou are His. 
Be^in the year with relative religion ;

and if the worship of God has never been 
established in your family, now com- 
mence it — and say, with Joshna, “ As 
for me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord.”

Begin the year with fresh concern to

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Bulog my other fttudles and contingent 
labourn ; still my health is very good, and 
1 was never more liappy. We have not 
had quite as cold weather as wo have 
seen in Atnoricn; but the cold has been : 
very unilonn for tw'o months past. This j 
cil 3 ', Ooroomiab, is said to contain ; 
20,(Kj0 inhabitants, and the plain, 2^ 
villajLM'S. Here all the inhabitants live in ; 
tin? city, or villages ; and there arc no ; 
i'ouvo*^ to the tields, exec*pling the gar- 
dens atid some of the vineyards, whitdi ; 
are extensive.

In ntiolher letter, addrcRsed to his mo- 
ther and .‘'Oder. ulleT receiving the intel- 
ligence of his father’s death, he thus 
writes 

Oiir prosjM'f’ts still continue as ctjcou- 
raging us ever. . . . 'J'lie s<‘h<>ol for 

teaeher.^* on our ]»re»nises is very fhiuristi- 
ing, and nnnduTs at present iihont forty 
Hcliolars, wlio are making rsip!d pn>gress 
in their studies. Mr. JVrkins lias eoin- 
nieneed iruri.slating the Hible* inf<> the 
vulgar tongue. .>iultitud<’s of' tlie .‘sick 
of everv ileseriptiou dnil.v erow-j our 
house for nuslieal fuvseriptions. It i.s no 
uu(.‘(anmon thing for patioma to come a 
three, four, or live days’ journey to pro- 
cure relief. It is, it)<lee<l, suilieietit ti) 
n p'<y one for nil the srlf-det\ial and suf- 
fering ineident to u miBsionary life, to 
w'itne.ss the sincere and artless gralittjde 
rnatufesK'd hy tlu'se poor people when 
relieved from sutrering. 

A month aflerw'ards he communicates 
to his sist('r the tiiliugs that her iftp/mr, 
Ili’Tirfj Mtfrtf/n. Inul Jin'nt tl thr A/i-v.vo'W — 
thtis playlully announcing tlie birth of a 
son. He tlius eoiieUides his letter, — 

There is mueh that is interesting, and 
some things disexm raping, or rather that 
call for strong faith, and h)u)uhl niiike us 
iVel our Weakness and insulliciency. . . . 
I trust we leel something of the responsi- 
bility of our station. Kvery- moment 
calls for inecssant labour, nml our duties 
continue to increa.se. In a class 1 iii- 
Btrurt in i'nglish, Alus-siilinen arnl A'es- 
torians study the gospels together; and 
wo render it all iilto 'J ur'kish; wliicb is 
tbo univortMil language bore. I talkufucli 
nioro in this language than* in English ; 
but it will Ih‘ a long time yet before I cun 
speak it os well on all subjects. My 
patients are very numerous, and ofieii 
ecine three or four dayft* journey, Some 
of these who come quite blind, return 
seeing. Not a week ivisses but I oi>erate 
f r cataract, and often several times 
a-w*eel»;. J trust tlsat much suffering 


will bo relieved. Oh! that I might be 
made instrumental in opening the eyes 
of the spiritually blind ! The i)eople are 
poor and oppressed in the extreme, and 
this is a great hindrance to our w ork. 
People .say that they have to work every 
moment for their bread, and to pay their 
taxes. At least, they eannot provide 
food, and attend to study too. Thus, 
while tliey desire iiistniction, they grow 
up in ignorance. 

Sickiie.s8 now attaeked tlio Mission- 
aries. In October,' 183(1, Dr. Grant 
w rites to his mother, — 

The Lord has been visiting us hy aiek- 
ne.y» for (foine months past. I have luid 
two or thre(‘ attacks of fever, aiul, on tlu 
Hith ultimo, was brought to the eonlines 
of ( lernity by a sudden attd violent attack 
<»f the choleia. . . My eyes have been 

sf' rtnieli inflamed as to render it neces- 
sary to take a large quantity t»l' to 

merrurialize me. and hH.ster freely. Ot 
blisters, I lunl ten upon my neck ^».nd 
artns. Mrs. 1’erkin.s juul t/iir dear l>ah4‘S 
have al.-o bail ophthalmia. Mr. I’erkins 
and the laditts have all luid two <»r iliree 
idtaeks of li ter. Mr. I’, has been brought 
very low. For three* or fi>ur d.iy.s he 

knew nothing that passed 

Fortunately, 1 was ahle, though w^th 
much ellbrt, to attend upon tliem, and 
to ilircct prescript iotis for myself; au«l 
the ia>rd has, in great, mercy, raised us 
all up again. We desire to sing of His 
faithfulness and loving-kindness all ilu.* 
tinys of our life. .]>o }ou imagine 
that such trials may have shaken iny 
confidence of being in the path of duty ? 
No. my dear mother ; wliile exi)ccting 
that another hour might bt* my lit.st, my 
faitli was .strong, and I (‘(nihl have testi- 
tiod to all the world of the excellency of 
the missionary cause ; certainly, 1 eoukl 
not have departed in a better. . . Tlie 
season has l>een unusually sickly here ; 
but our work ha.-* progresaed. FNcn 
while 1 had ten blisters up<»u mts 1 kept 
about and superintended tbc affairs of 
tile Mission ; Mr. Perkins being absent. 
J have lost but little time in consequence 
of nil my siekucss. 

Tbe first letters from America bad 
brmight him the tidings of his father *s 
death; and now he was called on to 
mourn the loss of a brother, about whose 
spiritual state he had been deeply con- 
cerned, and to whom he had frequently 
written in terms of the most affectionate 
solicitude. These bereavements, coupled 
wltli the death of the gentlemen tovwhose 
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can.‘ lu*^ ha«l committed his children, oc- 
cas»iunc'*l him deep sorrow and anxiety.

Dr. Grant was well entitled to make 
such un ai>pcal to his fcllow-Christians, 
for he “ had inude great sacriflccs for the 
cause of the Redeemer; giving his pro- 
perty and liimself, and a?/, to advance it ; j 
he knew tlic blessedness of giving, as well | 
as the responsibility.” • . . . “ As j 
he had made sacriflees in leaving his chil- j 
dren, lie properly throw the responsibility 
of their right training on the Church.” 

The notices of failing health become 
more frequent. Each succeeding letter 
contains some such allusion to it as the 
follui^ing: — 

My own liealth is such, that 1 have 
attended to the various missionary duties 
which dovoive upon me, such as prescrib- 
ing for the sick, superintending the vil- 
lage schools and our Sabbatic schools, 
teaching a class in English, receiving and 
returning visits, &c. But yet 1 am far 
from well. Since the attack of tlio Cho« 
lora, which brought mo so low eigliteen 
months ago, ray stomach has often re- 
jected all kinds of food almost as soon as 
1 liad eaten it, and before it had time to 
experience any change. I have hitherto 
found fiarlial relief from taking free exer- 
cise on liorseiiack ; and iny plans of labour 
for the ensuing suninier will nsquire this 
kind ol’ extTfiso almost daily, inid often 
(instantly. The climate, however, ap- 
pears to be very pri^udicial to my consti- 
tution, and nltliough I liope toln^ useful for 
some time, ])erhap8 for years, 1 expect to 
labour in w'eaknoss and pain. But if ] 
only suiter for the cause of Clirist, and am 
permitted to be a co-workor witli Him, I 
will count it all joy, and toil on, rejoicing 
in the precious trii'tii, that ** there is a rest 
for the people of God.” 

Again, he writes in the same strain in 
Novomlwjr of the same year, 1838, — 

The most prominent symptom under 
which 1 lalM)ur, is initahilitif of the sto- 
mach, inducing it to reject my fooil more 
or less frequently— (»ften every meal for 
days, together. It is, undoi\btedly, the 
offoets of tile hostile climate ; v)f course it 
occasions much sutrering ; but 1 d(t not 
mind tbiit so long as 1 bavo strength to 
lulanir. as 1 have most of,the time. What 
tlic n»«uU may U*, is only known to our 
beavenly Eather. But in this 1 rejoice, 
that He will order all things well. Nor 
do I fiH?l anxious for the fliture, or 
wiieilK't my work U l^ng continued, pro- 


vided it is W'ell done. J. trust T feel wil- 
ling to do or to suffer the will of God in 
this matter; and blessed be His mime, 
there remaineth a rest to His people, 
where “ there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall 
there be any more pain,” 

Twin daughters were now added to bis 
family. His wife, be says, was in com- 
fortable liealth. He knew not how soon 
he w'as to be called on to resign her. She 
died the following January, after fourteen 
days* illness. Her death was most edify- 
ing ; but as her Memoirs have been pub- 
lished, we shall pass on to the succeeding 
events of Dr. Grant's life ; suffice it to 
say, in the words of his biographer, that 
' “ He who tried his faith thus severely, 
also gave him grace to sustain him under 
the burden of bis affiiction, and they 
seemed necessary to prepare him for the 
I arduous labours and severe trials to wh,u;h 
! he was to be subjected during tlic remain- 
I der of his brief and weary pilgrimage.” 

I In the Autumn of 1839, he made a tour 
I through Mesopotamia and Assyria. At 
; Mardin, in Mesopotamia, he and his com- 
panion nearly fell, a sneriflee to the blood- 
thirsty Koords, who had slain several of 
the chief men of the city. They returned 
j to a convent four miles distant, seeking 
j llie jJVotection of llie patriarch ; were, 

! however, pursued by a party, amounting 
to a liuiidrcd men, and only escsiiied 
; tlirough a division among their enemies; 

; some saying, ‘‘ What have these men 
; done that we should shed their blood?” 

; And others, “ Why should we injure the 
; patriarch who has done us no barm?” 

i “After visiting the ruins of Nineveh/' 

: (we quote his words,) “ I set out on the 
I 7 111 October, on a lour in Central Koov- 
I clistan, or ancient Assyria. You -know I 
' have been lung anxious to visit the Nes- 
. toriau Christians inhabiting the almost 
I inaccessible mountains of tiie lawless and 
' sanguinary Koords. God has at length 
: preiMireil the way for me, and brought 
me safely through their country; and 
after a deeply interesting visit of six or 
seven weeks among the Nesiorian mbnn- 
, tains, 1 have at length reached my former 
, resiUciice in ancient India. The result 
of my visit to that hitherto inaccessible 
region, whore no European h.*td before 
' |K*m»trated, I trust will prerro highly snb- 
' servient to the cause of Christ. Tlu.» way 
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nppv.'ar8 now to Ik? v -on for tlie mission- | 
iiry Jo injiir that n ,'.st interesting and ' 
>proinis«irjg tieM. ... My journey ; 
throu>;li t)uit part ol the country was an , 
arJuuu> and dillicuii one, but highly iii- 
ten ^ling and satisfai tory,*’ 

Tliv lk)ard now '.rave him pomiis^^ion 
to visit Anioricu. ifc avaiUnl himself of 
it, as it appeal'd >iosirablo to him that 
he should have a p* rsonal interview with 
the rrudeiuial Coiuinittee prt'paratury to 
labours among the mountain tribes. It . 
was also necessary to make arrangeincnta 
for bis children. lire ho had completed 
his preparatioQia for returning home, bis 
t,wm daughters diwl. In 1 »i0, Dr. 0. re- 
visited America. His stay was short» as 
ho wished to visit Loadou to arrange for 
the publication of his work, entitled, : 
“ The Nestorians ; or, the Lost Tribes^* * 
simultaneously there and in America, and 
to preach ** Mesopotamia in season, to 
avoid the hot winds of tiie desert, which 
arc dangerous to the traveller in duly 
and August.’* 

It was u remarkable intcr|)ositiou of 
rrovidenee tb:it hindered Dr. (.irant from 
embarking in the ill-fated rresideut, as 
bo hud designed t«> do.

Ilow this was accomplished, it is difli- 
I cult to explain, as the Synod thought pro- 
per to keep its sittings secret. Members 
only were admitted. While the Synod of 
the EsUblislied Cliurch of France, like 
that of Scotland, courts public in$pecticgi, 
this Synod — we do not know.by p hat name 
to designate it — judged obscariry to be 
indispensable. It opened and closed in 
darkness. We ore told, however, that 
the most aflecting harmony prevailed 
among them, and tliat they were perfectly 
satisfied wdth their work.

A clear light from (oul has fal- 
len upon her heart, the dark scene of her 
past life lies unveiled before her. She 
sees plainly her lost eondilion, and the 
thunders of judgment echo through her 
agonized and prostrate soul. 1‘oor sin- 
ner ! what can she do? She with she 
must change. Tiie old familiar paths of 
sin are tlrt*adful to her now ,• she loatlars 
every step she ever lUade ut>on them. 
But how expiate her past guilt? How' 
uptH'SSC GodV wrath, and i'seape tlic curse 
she has merited ?

Hinsdale, whom I met here for the 
time. To all human appcjinincc, his pro- 
spects for life Wtmid have U*cn small had 
1 not readied licrc wh<*n I did ; and he 
could not but fed that the I.^jrd had sent 
luy at the most unexiKrctrHl moment for 
the pres^’rvntion of liis life. You will 
have heard of ttie death of my other asso- 
ciate, the Ilev. Mr. Mitchell, who fell by 
the way, three or four days' ride tVom 
this. His wdfe survived lesiv than a week 
after hsT arrival at Mosul. 

Writing to the Hev, W. Gridlcy, in 
wliosc charge he had left one of his child- 
ren, he alludes to these trying Ijcrcave- 
incnts : —

I laid the cor- 
ncr-stonc of the first nitssioii house in the 
\estorian inouatains a week ago at Ash- 
ita. \ I have also ma^le a* b«:gttming in 
opening schards on a sm-ill seale. My 
first has twenty scholars, — liavc engagesfl 
native lielfXT®, the ljc»t to lx* fuiin*!, — am 
trying to dispcniic the pretiuus Gaaficl. 

On the same subject lur w'ritea his

I have laboured from vil- 
lage to village, from house to house, in 
every part of the mountains, which I 
liave now traversed in all directions, 
though wars and rumours of wars have 
resounded on every side during the past ] 
year ; but 1 have pretty well learned the 
lesson taught by our blessed Saviour, 
Uc ye not troubled.” . . . Tlie liOrd 
has been very gracious in the preserva- 
tion of my health. 

Again and again docs Dr. Grant, in his 
corroaporidenee, express his deep convic- 
tion <»f t/te (fid to hv iknvul for the mission- 
onj vaune from Christians at home, 

“ The hope of the missioniiry c.ause,” 
he writes to Mrs. (Irulley, “re ts mainly 
w'ith the spirituality of the eliurches at 
home, and in the convert.^ who are added 
to their numbers, ;My ardent joit^'er is, 
that the latter may bo a race of more 
devofid spiritual Ciirislians th.an any 
liiat have i>receded thorn. There must 
he an entire consecration to the Mcrvicc 
of God Ixdbre the world is converted ; 
and as the day draws near, 1 trust that 
the young diseiides esjK'cially will feel, 
that upon (Iain rcNts new responsibili- 
ties. Our fathers, and tlie eld<T members 
of the ehurch(‘H. have done well in begin- 
ning tho missionary work, and bringing 
it up to its present position. Hut tins 
is only a begirming of Ibo wmk to be ' 
done, and tlte labours of our niUsioiiaries • 
hilhertu have been, for the most part, ! 
t>nly prqKiraiari/. Much ])reparatory '• 
work still remains to bo done; but when ’ 
it is aecoinplished, and t.it>d in His pro- j 
vidoiH'o Inis prepared the way, as lie is 
fust doing, we may expect such an out- 
lM)uring of the ^^piril as lias yet never 
been witnessed.” 

riis views vn Christutn union in con- 
nection with missions, are singularly in- 
tcixfsting 

’ “The great desideratum,” ho writes his 
brother, "in my opinion, is to get more of 
the Spirit of (lirist infused into all parties 
in tho ('hurch ; and then, «s each of His 
true followers refle<’t.s His imaijiy each will 
bo recognizv‘d by the others as a branch 
of the same * vine.' Upon the Auida- 
meiital principles of faith wc arc agreed ; 
and wo liavc on© common object to ac- 
complish-., the conversion of tlie world: 
ouc couunon enemy to encounter, with 


whom all our united energies are required 
in the conflict. Under whatever cogno- 
men or uniform we have enlisted, let us 
go forth to the conflict, like the various 
regiments in a great army, at the com- 
mand of one redoubta^ commander, and 
we Sliall find a vnion iiheari springing up 
and cementing, of far more value than 
any unity of forms or name. How is it 
that that apostolic preacher, Knapp, is 
80 cordially welcomed by Christians of 
other denominations? Is it not that he 
has so much of the apostolic spirit — so 
much of the millenium in his heart and 
life ? The same spirit will produce union 
anywhere; and it is tlio only spirit that 
will produce it.” 

Tvoubles hemmed him in on every side. 
His chosen field of labour was invaded, 
i»t only by lawless Koords and Turks, 
but by still more subtle foes,— viz., by 
i rtmisb, and Semi -popish emissaries, as be 
I designates those of the High Churcli party 
I from Knglnnd. The Moslems, too, began 
I to view his hibours with a jealous and sns- 
• picious eye? His life was twice in jeo- 
i pardy, but was saved by his own intreji- 
1 dity ill presenting himself before tlie 
j authorities with the boldness of conscious 
; innoccnee. In spite, however, of evciy 
ditllcully, he projected another visit to 
the /nountains in Spring, even though Ise 
would then be constrained to rely for pro- 
tection on the treaeliCTOUSf, sanguinary 
Koords, the oppressed and humbled ^’o8- 
torlans being no longer in a position to 
afford any. Hut his plans were changed, 
his children rec|nired “ his personal j>re- 
sciice fur a time/' and though *Miis health 
was iiderable, ho never felt quite well, 
and ncetled a respite from the cares tiiul 
perplexities, more than the toil of mis- 
. sionnry life.” He had lain the case of lii.^ 

’ children before Dr. Anderson, (iho ebief 
‘ Secretary of tlie Board,) and his answer 
: was, ** 1 think you had better go liome and 
' look after your cbildrcn.” Unwilling as 
^ he was to Icuvt' his misaionaTy work, and 
; ids loved Nestorians, yet he felt that the 
' events of tho last few months, by inter- 
; rupting the plans of the mission, had pre- 
pared tho way for his absence. He there- 
* fore wrote his mother on the 2.‘kl of 
March, 1844, that ** if mthifaj unurptcUd 
; intervened/* ho ndgbi hoiv “ stand 
once more on the shores of America." . 
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. . . But ia less than a fortnight, he 
on his death*bed ; and just one month 
from the time that be indited his last 
letters, **he fell asleep in Jesus.” He 
died at Mosul, April 24, 1844, aged :U. 
“ His afflictions,” says Dr. Smith, “ wore 
many, his toils were arduous, and the 
burden of his cares and 8orrf)HS were 
almost beyond the jKiwcr of human cn> ; 
durance. No wonder he sunk so soon. 
His was a life of toil and tears. His last 
was his greatest affliction, and whicli ho 
felt tlic* keenesi — the desolation of his mis- 
sionary field, i^iich ho had begun suc- 
cessfully to cultivate. Vs tho seed was 
springing into life, it was crushed int(» 
the dust." .... The disease which 
terminated his life was Typhu.** Fcvt?r, 
caught in attendance on the f»eopIe he to 
A»rt'c/, among whom, it l»ad prevaih‘d as 
a epidemic, committing fearful riiv. ages 
among them. At first no alarm wfw felt 
about him, us im illness was supposed It) 
be merely an aggravation ot‘ ibt* *-‘nnp- 
toms of the comphiinl from whieii he had 
fio long sulfered. . . . Hut he did nw'l 

recover as usual. lie w as seized on tlie 5th 
of April. For some d.ays lu* was able4o give 
advice for himself. On the 14th h re<pit*?t- 
ed Dr. .Smith, who had lately joined the 
mission, to pray with hhn in U;linll»of it, 

“ placed as it was, by tb<> ovcTibruw i4‘ 
the itidejicndenoe of the Nestoriiuts, in n 
very tryitig .situatiou.’* After Dr, Hmilh 
had conebided. lie olTercd a .*horl. hut 
.appropriate i>rayer for the same subject. 

Such :i pr.'tyer I” says Mr. Laurie in bU 
letter to tlio Board. “ Nothing uncom- 
mon in the blessings sought for, nothing 
strange in thought or language ; btil 
yttered with .<!uch a holy fervour as gave 
new m^*aning to the most familiar wonls." 

. . . This Va.« on Sunday, — “No one 
yet apprehended danger. Slonday came, 
and reason had fied. No wildness — 
no passion. A smile was over on bis 
face.” He thought he was journeying, 
and asked his attendant how long he 
might remain and rest? “ Just as long 
as you please.** was the reply. “ No,’* 
said he, “ 1 wish just as the Lonl 
pleases, nS niore.” . . . His mother- 
U\«)s children were often in his thoughts. 

** My dear chikken, God will take care 


of them. Qod will take care of the cause 
: in which their fhther is embarked.” , . 

. . . Sometimes he would plead the 
, canse of misaions with the churches at 
home. Sometimes bo thought ho wan 
alone in his closet. “Jesus, my only 
Saviour, iny only Saviour; O iny Savi- 
our ; yes, tlien* is my Saviour ; I hope in 
infinite mercy, through Christ, my only 
Saviour.” He ,*fnfki «.*f of wanderings, 
and i>eri}s, and deaths often braved for 
Christ’s sake. . . . N<» word of wor- 
thincssi. but a prcHfious atonement, n'vcal- 
ing infinite mercy for the lost, w*aH the 
ohjcKSt round whicli gathered his thoughts 
when loose from all control, as to an no 
customed themc-^a theme they loved.” 
And so he lay for seventeen days. . . 

. . . . And H hen he dicit. tluuigh his 
o«s^H.‘iafe«.WtttchtN| an.viously for a littio 
iinerv.'il Ufoiv he left them. 

t)mt they miglit iimjtiire of his state, and 
speak of .Jesus, there came none. . . . 

. . . He was never uwiin* that lu> was 
about to b ave his earthly friends, till ho 
found hiiUM-if mnMenly. ns wt- trust, 
among tl,.. redeemed above. What u 
surprise was that! Tlie grief of mother 
and children could not have borne sucli a 
testiinojiy to the p(jwer of « Icdy life, as 
did tht* rough tear'.- of a 'l urkish gover- 
nor, and the sorrow of' n peojtle, who. 
though tnueht to think evil of him, and 
stand aloof fri>n» him while living, y< t. 
could neither restr.'iin lh«'ir *^obh nor tludr 
commendations as th*y erowdvd round 
his gnive. 

t)n llu' *.^Mh of t)ctoU:r, Is 44, his sur 
vivitig a*»soei!»tes, seeing no pro^iieet of 
liting able to resume opcraiionH in the 
iiiuujitains for some time to cutne, left 
the sad scene of trial. Light .Mission- 
aries had gone, tim e only lived to re- 

turn, — two tif them mourned the Um of 
thuir dearcHj fiiineb. The witfow left 
bt^Jiind her the gr«v«‘>, uf her husband 
and chiMitm ; smd yet their thoughu 
were, not «// O mchouI - there might 
he more — but, at least. s<ml, they 
trusted— ha<l l^vri brought to love the * 
Saviour; and as they tlwught of tho 
eternal bliss of /Au/ r/ftr and the 
tiiat be might the means of eiJecling 
before ciucring that bUs#, ^they fel; 
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that Uuti- reward was more than enough : 
for all they had endured. 

They had found eyangelical religioh at ■ 
Mosul associated in the minds of the 
IKfoplc with infidelity and crime. Inquir- 
ing minds henceforward will know that 
Uiey are not alone in their dissent from 
error, and their loathing of a dead reli- 
gion. The Bible has been left to witness 
for its author, and point the lost to one 
Kcdcomer.

In a former number of this innga'/inc, wc 
considcn?d the validity <if one n'ply which 
was fVc<iuently given to this <iuestioii, — 
viy.., ‘‘ 'J’liere is enough to do at Ifjine 
But there arc many other objections 
against foreign missions wliich are often 
inaiie by those who profess to be membi^rs 
uf the Church of Christ. Tlie only one wc 
notice at present nwy be thus stated : — i 
“ Missionaries have done little or nothing 
in the Wiiy of converting the Jieatlieii. 
It is true that we lu'tir liaming accounts in 
inissioiuiry reports and six'oehcs of what 
they have accomplished. But they deceive 
churches at hoiiu*, in order to keep up 
subscriptions, or they are themselves de- 
ceived. Wc have hcanl diflekmt accounts 
from unprojudicvHl civilians, who have 
visitctl those countries where alleged con- 
versions are said to have taken place. De- 
pinul upon it, if the heathen an* to be con- 
verttni, it must be by very different means 
from those now employed ; for if it was 
God's will that misshmarits should convert 
them, w hy have they hitherto failed in 
doii>g so ?’* Those who travel beyond the

zealous and worthy men ; and had their 
plans succeeded, 1 have little doubt that 
they would have conferred signal benefits 
on the Kestorian Chaldeans. I never 
heard their names mentioned by the 
Tiyari, and most parttcularly that of Dr. 
Grant, without expressions of profound 
respect, amounting almost to veneration.’* 
“ Dr. Grant, who published an account 
of his visit to the mountfUns, fell a victim 
to his humane zeal for the Chaldeans in 
1844. After tlie massacre, his house at 
Mosul was filled with fugitives, whom he 
supported and clothed. Tlicir sufferings, 
and the want of common necessaries be- 
fore they reached the town, liud brought 
on a malignant typus Ibver, of which 
many died, and which Dr. Grant caught- 
whilst attending the sick in his house. 
Mosul holds the remains of mo.Kt of lluj'-c 
who were engaged in the American ^lis 
sieiis to the CTialdeans.”

Se'??retary to 
shew him one of the idols from his native 
island, which his father once %or8hipi)ed, 
as he had never beheld one in his li/el 
8o completely had idolatry been extir- 
pated from his country, during a period 
to whicli even fils memory did not reach, 
that the first iilol he ever saw was in London / 
Wo were told this fact, whicli speaks 
volumes, in visiting the museum a few 
days afterwards. This rccallh another 
anecdote which we cannot help recording. 
Sixtcim years ago, when the success of 
missions to the South Sens was debated 
ill some of our leading periodicals, we 
hapiKmod to meet the captain of a South 
Sea Whaler, who was visiting some of 
his friends in Scotland. He was a highly 
intelligent, and luoiis man. We asked him 
this question, — “ Do tell us your honest 
opinion IVom what you yourself have, 
witnessed as to the elFocts of missioii.«< in 
the South Seas; have tJie missionaries 
done gooti ?” Ho looketl stirprisod, and 
being unacquainted with' the sentiments :

I had lienr.l 
that several years before, an American 
Whaler had met with a Minilar disaster 
in tlie s.'une place, and lloit all llie crew' 
as they landed were cnu lly massntred 
and eat. We liad little lioi •. .‘s of escainng 
a like terrible fate. Our boats were all 
stove in, or su’ept away. A fearful sea 
was breaking over us; but all the crew 
with myself, got safe upon the reef. By 
i and bye we saw the natives at a distance 
i approaching in crowds, and puling off in 
j their canoes upon the still water inside 
1 the reef. We all felt that we had escaped 
I one form of death for a worse ; but we 
i resigned ourselves into the hands of God. 
j t{,udge of our surprise wlien we sxiw 
I the natives decently dressed; think of 
j our amazement when they welcomed us 
I with joy, carried us to their boats, t-«ok 
us to their homes, and treated us like 
brothers! Upon the next Sabbath, I 
worshipped with those people in the house 
of God. 1 partook along with them of 
the Lord's Supper ; and sung praises to 
God with the old Psalm tunes I had not 
heard since I was a boy in Scotland! 
I do not know,*’ he added, ** what you 
think of missions ; but I know what I 
think of them!” With this anecdote, 
which we prefer giving to any more sta- 
tistical tables, we leave this subject for 
the present, promising to return to it in 
I our next number.

Part I. 

It is singrular liow' few there aA that not hf any means worthily' sujipJy ; 


know anything of the details of Howard's 
life. Though his name in in every one’s 
mouth,— though he in known not in 
Eatgland only, Imt throughout Europe, 
and indeed throughout the eivilizcHl world, 
not as A Philanthropist merely, but pre- 
eminently as Tii* Philantlirtjpist, "Wc 
question if there are many who know 
more about him, than that he was an 
earnest and zealous g<>od man, who mu le 
tlie refiDrmation of prisons and of prisoners 
the biisinc-ss of his life. Ah to the i»ar- 
ticulars of his life, and of hi si jounieys, 
regarding the motives that animated him 
in his sidf-devotod career, few entertain 
anything Injyond the vaguest notions. 
This has arisen, no doubt, principally 
from the want of any good account of his 
life and labours. This want, we an; in- 
clined to think, Mr. Dixon’s work* will

though it has, it must be admitted, given 
it a iHipulariiy utb rly iJisproitortiontHl tt> 
its merits. The life of a mere philiiii' 
thropist Mr. I). luiglit have written, but 
the life a Christian philanthropist, 
which Howard was, is a task aUt>gct)»*T 
U^yond his iirovincc, an well a^ that of 
the miKlcrn seliool of humaniiy-iuongenf, 
to which he seems to iKdong. His styb'^ 
too, is ludicrou.sly higli-tlown and Ihuu- 
bastic; while we cannot ttiH> highly ix’- 
^ probate the eagernes# with which lie 
M'izes upon every opfK»nunity of ipi^ak- 
iiig evil of dignitaric'f, and of vending 
hiif abinurd. and app.irentiy’ (wuui-repuli- 
I lean crotchets. 

Still, witli all it* fattlpt, and they are 
neither few nor hiuall, tlw work is not 
without its value, it gives us. within a 
ne^dcratc compass, a pretty full account 
of Howard’s labours and journeys, both 
abroad and at home ; and it makes u« 
acquainted with raJny of ihf particulars 
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of Ilia private lift*, which Mr. Dixon ’a j 
cnthusioatic adtniratiun for hia hero has j 
prompted him to Miarch out. It is not, | 
however, our intention to review- the j 
hook, to criti(:i}iO its toiur, or to enlarge ! 
npoii its blemishes; hut inerelj to avail | 
ourselves of the inforniatiun it contains, j 
in giving a brief skctcii of Uiuso labours 
that earned for *lohii Howard the title of ; 
a benefactor of the Jiumait race. 

Strange to say, both the date and the 
place of llfjward's birth are sonic whui 
uneertain. His hiugrnpher thinks that . 
he was liorn at (lupler, in Middlesex, in 
17;<!r». His father was a merchant in 
Fiondon, and the arohitert of his own 
it>rt lines. His mother dii'd when lie was 
an infant, so that lie was not ]invileged 
to enjoy the inestiumhlc bU'Ssing of a 
mother’s t(‘nc)iing. Of his early years, 
almijst nothing is known. Heing, from 
liis birth, of a sickly and delicate con- 
stitution, his life seems to Imvc been* pre- 
served only by the greatest care. Indeed 
he never altogether got rid of this dt- 
lieacy of constitution. To the end of his 
days he was subject to a wenkne.*^s of the 
chest, and to attacks of fever, that fre- , 
qucntly hrouglvt him to the brink of the 
grave. As a cliihl bo was ullogetlier un- 
noticed. A t school ho gave no sy.nptoins 
of that iiulomitable ene rgy which, in after 
life, prompted him to combat single* . 
banded with abuse.^ the growth of ceu- . 
turies. Destined by lii.s fnlber for n corii- 
iiKTeial life, be was apprenticed to a 
grocer in the city ; but before the fKTiod 
of his apprenticeship h;ul expiivd, the 
t.lder Howard died, leaving a very con- 
siderable property to be ilivided between 
bid son and daughter. Having engaged 
in business simply in idK'diencc to the 
wished of his folher, Howard no sooner 
found himself his own master, than he 
made urrungemonts for totminating his 
appronti».H;sliip. This done, ho detenui.icd 
to inform his mind, and to restore his 
lie&lth by fon*igii travel. For several 
years he was thu.-i iXTCUi>ieJ ; and wo may 
well heliovc that the expcricucc then 
acquired was of signal service to liim iu 
bis subsequent journeys. Soon after bis 
1 1 turn, wo arrive at a very curious and 
cbar:icH’rist»:? incldcRw in bis life. While 


.suffering under a severe illness, he wa^ 
lodging w ith a Mrs. Loidore, who, by the 
care and devotion with which she nursed 
him— -a stranger in her house — made a 
profound impreasion u^ion him ; so nuicli 
m indeed, that upon his recovery he con- 
sidered it his duty to make her an oiler 
of iii.s bund and fortune. At this time be 
w.iB 2.5, while Mrs. J4«idorc i.s described 
as an ordinary looking irotnan of .52, and 
so groat un invalid, that for twenty yeari* 
she bad not known what health was. At 
first she refused liim—a piece of magna- 
nimity which Mr. Dixon places far abuvi> 
f-’icsar’s refusal of the Homan ejown ; 
but nt length she yielded to the indomit- 
, able will of lier suitor, and they were mar- 
I ried. TIu> union, however, was but of short 
duration. At the eiwl of three years she 
died, sincerely laniented by her husband. 
The blank occasioned by her deatJi, ngt;ln 
awakened in Howard’s mind tlie desin^ 
for action. From his earliest years labuui 
bad been with liim a habit, idleness W'us 
intolerable ; he ^mld not dream away 
bis energies. And as lie bad not then 
ilisi’overed the great w-ork given unto him 
to do, bis restless instinct, ami his desire 
to lienefit his fellowmen, again drove 
him forth to tlu* world. Tliis time he 
ri'solved to visit Lisl>on, whieli had just 
lM*eu almost destroyeil by Uio frightful 
earthquake of 1755, and to stretch out a 
lielping-ltuml to its miserable inhabitants.

Howard at once saw, that so long as they 
wer<‘ eompellod to reside in such inisor- 
ahle huts, it was utterly imiK>ssihle that 
they could he elevated in the scaje of 
eivili/ation ; that so long as their houses 
were uniMomfortuhle and uncleanly, it was 
impossible to make them active, indus- 
trious, and domestic. Knowing that 
“ cleanliness is next to godliness,” he saw, 
that before any iinprovi'ineiit in their 
habits c<»uld Iv expi'cttisl, it was essential 
that their physical condirroii should be 
iniprfived. lie, therefore, built a iiunulvr ; 
of comfortable cottages, to which he trails- I 
ferred his labourcr.s, absolutely requiring j 
of all of them habits of industry, teni- | 
peranee, and observance of the Sabbath,” | 
He also establisheil schools, engaging and . 
paying the tcachcjrs, and exercising over ; 
the scholars, as he did over liis cottars, a | 
sort of^atriarchal au Jiority. ' 


To Howard’s example in this yesjiect, 
wc cannot too strongly draw the atten- 
tion of our readers. Wo would remind 
them, that “ property has its duties as 
well as its rights;” and w(‘ would tell 
those of them to wlioni God has given 
possessions and influenei*, that they arc 
responsible to God fijr the use they make 
of the talents he has given them. There 
are two points to which, when speaking 
iijKin this subject, M'c would direct espe- 
ciabattentlon, — the houses of the working 
classes, and the relation in which the 
niastiT stamls to his worlsers. 

We shall say nothing of the hot/it/ sys-^ 
tern, which, despite the tide of reproba- 
tion that has llowed upon it from every 
quarter, still inuiiitaiii.s itself in many 
parts of the country, to the ilisgrace of 
Scotland. Jini wa must deplore the 
wretched eomiilion of the housi s of t^ie 
agricultural labourers and miners in 
many districts. Again and again have 
we seen families of six or eight indivi- 
duals — father, mother, and children ; the 
elder of wliom #ere almost grown np- - 
residing in a miserable, ill-thatched, clay- 
i tfuored cottage, of owr apartment. Now. 

how, in the muno of common decency, t<» 
i put It tqHMi no higher grounds, could such 
, a family cheri^h a proper sense of pro- 
priety ami decorum? (’an. we be sur- 
jiriscd that they should fall into vice ? 
(Jan we e.\i>ect that the younger inemlxTs 
of a family in which the decencies of life 
are daily and hourly violated, the morali- 
ties of conduct should be carefully aiul 
firmly observed? And can we wonder, 
that when cholera or fever finds its way 
into such overcrowded, and therefore 
filthy abodes, it should commit the most 
fearful ravapi*s ? This is a mattey in re- 
gard to which a heavy responsibility rt sts 
uiwri our pro[)rietors and our fanners, 
our raiiio-owm'rs and our mine-lessees.

“ I.v order thoroughly to appreciate the 
enormous conccsBions of Messrs. Gas- 
piirin and Monod, the di/flculty of tlieir 
task must be taken into consideration. 
Separating from the Church under the 
idea that they were about to carry along 
with tiiem a large portion, perhaps the 
best portion, of the Protestantism of 
France, they found themselves, as I have 
already said, on the day of the opening 
of the Synodal Assembly, with a very 
ineagro retinue, — three ministers and 
three laymcm ! If the great secession 
they had anticipated had been realized, 
they would have remained ‘masters of 
thomsclvcs, and they would have founded 
a Free Church, properly so called. Mor* 
ally obliged to open the door tb Dissen- 
ters, they were constrained to submit to 
tlkoir conditions, Instead of dictating to 
them. This necessity was rendered still 
more inevitable by peculiar circum- 
stances, well known to the religious pub- 
lic ill France, but with which your read- 
ers cannot he acquainted, and which 
throws great light on the whole transac- 
tion,— I mean the personal importance 
of certain Parisian Dissentens, and their 
previous intercourse with theitwo origi- 
nators of the Secession. The Dlhiiscnting 
(Church of l*ttris has been, over since its 
formation twenty years ago, under the 
dinretion of tlirec or four persons, as 
eminent for their piety and talents as 
for their inthieiice and wealth, their pro- 
digious activity, tlieir cultivated under- j 
standing, their close correspondence with 
tho religious world, their admission to | 
the festivals of all religious societies, i 
hible, missionary, tract, &c. One curious 
fact will serve to shew the extent of their 
intlueuce, and the strange iMisition they 
occupy. There is a periodical which lias, 
for many years, been the solo organ of tho 
Established l*rotostant Church of Frona*. 
Weil l the cilitorial compiittee of this 
paper was composed of the directors of 
the Dissentini/ Church. And would you 
tlesiro to know' who, under this Dissent- 
ing committee, w'as the oflicial and only 
publicly recognized editor?— M. Frede- 
ric Monovl. minister of the Established 
Church of I'aris! You ask how this 
would possibly go on. I reply by relat- 
ing a striking anecdote : Ten years ag»> 

1 was in England, in the midst of breth- 
ren who Appeared t > take ii lively inte- 
riist in our Church. They were Angli- 


cans. I happened, while speaking of a 
lately organized society, to express fears 
of its dissenting tendencies, shcivn by 
incontestable facts. “ But,” said one of 
our friends present, “ if tliat were the 
case, how w'ould it escape M. Monod, 
who is a minister of the National Cliurch, 
and also a member of the committee of 
that society? and why has he not re- 
signed ? Is M. Monod ndt a minister of 
the National Church?” It was very, 
difficult for me to reply to these ques- 
tions, especially as 1 had no wish to 
attack the character of otic whom I my- 
self held in high esteem, which also 
they could not umlcrstand, unless they 
knew as much as 1 did. A sudden idea 
struck me ; there was an analogous ca^^e 
I which, as it was connected with England, 
they would comprehend much better. 
‘*You are acquainted,” said I, “with the 
worthy and excellent Baptist Noel?” — 
“Perfectly.” “Very well; invest the 
j worthy and excellent Monod with his 
i name and position, and you will under- 
i stand me. Frederic Monod is the Bap- 
tist Noel of the Church of France ; Bap- 
tist Noel is the Frederic Monod of the 
. (Church of England.” — “ Oh ! very wx'll ; 
i that inakes it quite clear.” Ten years 
! afterwards, this conversation, which 1 had 
1 forgotten, along with many others, was 
recalled to my recollection by an English 
new'spai»er, wiiicli announced that Noel 
had seceded from the Church of England ; 
and by a French newspaper, which an- 
nounced that Monod had seceded from 
the Church of France. The same year., 
almost tlie same month. 

There was tio necessity to be a pro- 
1 phet to expect this result, knowing, as I 
1 did, tlu* connection and intercourse whiqli 
j subsistetl Iwtwoon M. ^y)nod ^nd tw 
founders of the Dissenting Church of 
Paris, who wore, at the same time, the 
originators of a journal wiiose object was 
to popularize dissent. M. Monod, the 
conddctttial associate of the men of Tait- 
bout Chnpt‘1,* and of tho Semeurf must 
needs, !n the day of conflict, cither gain 
his friends to his side, or he gained to 
theirs. But there is in the leaders of tho ' 
dissenting parly a ix>r3everance of mind. 

: a distinctness of plan, a far-sightedness, 
a calculation of chances, a logical vigour, 

; and an enthusiasm in favour of their

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IjriiH'iprc'S, which, i hough conipcusatcd 
in M. Monoil, h^' qualities pcrlia])s of a 
suiMTior nature, \\-i rendered it much 
more likely that he should bo brought to 
servo the puri)oses of his old dissenting 
friends, than that he should dictate a line 
of conduct to tht'in. On the appniach* 
of the Synod, which was to constitute 
the union, (he chaiKd, Taithout, wdiieh 
Jiad existed for ten years without a ctui- 
stitution, made haste to form iuie for 
itself, in which, of course, the union of 
Church and State was explicitly con- 
demned. Th<*n, when M. MoikkI came 
to ask his t>M friends to join him, they 
agreed, hut ou«conditiou that he should 
join them. This accounts for the Synod 
’requirin" its churches to receive no assis- 
tance from the State. Constrained to 
chetose bctwi.xt the State and T'aitlwut, , 
ho bade farewell to the State. It appeap. 
however, that this was not done without 
extreme vexation, if we are to Iw^lieve 
the journal already quoted, which says, 
v8ry categorically, Other iticiuUts of, 
the Synod w*ere not quite decided on this . 
point ; we know that they would Ik? by : 
no means reductant to receive a salary 
from the State ; aud the private know- 
ledge which we have of their wdshos, 
enables u« to add, tliat if they have n«>i 
obtained it, this is not (>\ving to air fault 
of tUbirs. They have knocked at the 
door of our Cliurcli, an<l would have betm 
very happy to have b<3cii iKTinitted to 
enter.” • 

As for M. (le Gasparin, it mu'!.! have 
.cost him still more; for in t!»e book 
formerly mentioned, lie attacked mo«t 
severely the principle?, of the l/issonterH.

Certain hrethren whose liraisowortliy 
activity and not less praise wortliy desire , 
to extend the intlucnccof their own ideas, ; 
were straitened in the National Cliureli, 
uceiistomcd themselves to c.-loso their 
eyes a#fainsfc the advantaprcis of the 
National system, an«l to exa#?};cratc the 
advantafres of Voluntaryism, to such an 
1 ‘xtent, tlnit "tadindly anil unconsciously 
their hearts seceded from tlio otiieial 
position in wliich they still ntnainoil. 
N’othiii"^ was wantinj? Imt an o})portiinity 
ofloIlowin<i, without ri'serve, their dotJii- 
nant inelinatioii. This o])portuuity was 
fnniished atlor the Uevolution of 1848, 
hy tlio refusal of the National Synod 
(convoked in September, at l*/.ris, after 
the lai)se of so years) to take up at that 
time tile consideration of a Confession of 
Faith in one sense or other. Seizing on 
this refusal, (which 1 will rctuAi to, 
and consider at length in some future | 
communication,) tlu.-y gave it out as the i 
only ground of their secession, and left us, | 
trusting to be followed by a great num- | 
her. This expectation was completely 
disappointed. Some expressions of re- 
gret, and some wishes for improvement, 
Jtad been mistaken for sympathy. Tiic 
feeble echo awakened by the retiring of 
Jllessrs. Gnspurin and Monod, obliged ; 


them To r'Jianjv L- Ir plan ; and tlospair- 
ingof tlic eau.-v, liiey tlir w themselves 
into the arms uf the Voliuu .iries. Thanks 
to llie movement, tuey liiiv succeeded in 
i bringing about, not a Frei.- ■■ iliurch, hut a 
pinion of Dissenters,— a in. ion in w liich 
harmony is jmrcliased at l.ie expeiito of 
silence on every point ol dilkTcncc, and 
by sufibring each to do wliat seems good 
in his own eyes. It is, in tact, nothing 
more than a little Evangelical Alliance of 
Voluntaries, ''riiero existed already, in- 
deed, a great Evangelical Alliance ; and 
we could not sec the advantage of 
creating another, the chief feature of dis- 
tinction in wliicli should be, that ii 
excludes all the brethren of all National, 
(diurches, witlioiit exception. \t hat 
account do the iiKimbirs of the Free 
i (duirch of Scotland give you of the Free 
I Cj^urch of France ? Will the ardour ol 
I their sympathy for the free element, even 
when nothing but a shadow, so far got 
the better of their love of rresbyterian- 
ism, and the jirinciide of National EstaD- 
lisliments, as to induce them to unite 
with the French deputies? And when 
they come to Scotland to solicit their siij>- 
I)ort and countenance, ■will they be cau- 
tious enough to inquire whether they 
ought to abet a system which, according 
to M. do Gasparin, nourishes the spirit 
of pride, the sectaHan spirit, and the car- 
nal spirit?” It is at any rate desirable 
that they should understand each other, 
and kfiow what they are about.”-— Pakis, 
Dec, 1849.

CnURCn OF scotland^s missions in indta. 


Thr only reason why we have given so 
little information regarding the Missions 
of our Church in India, is, Ix'cause we I 
could derive our information almost solely i 
from the pigcs of the monthly Mmfowiry i 
UccorJ^ which, we must presume, most of | 
our readers possess who arc inemlH?rs of j 
our Church. Wo need hardly sny, thaUwe 
take tiic most lively intcrcit in tlioso 
Missions, and in ull that pertains to their 
welfare ; and that vre recognize them as 
l>oing, under God, among Ills chief in- 
struments for sustaining that life in tiie 
Church at home, by which alone they 
can themselves bo maintained abroad. 
Let ouc brethren iiv India bo assured, 
tliat, in spile of abundant coldness and 


indifference to the cause of missions in 
Scotland — which is a source of humiliation 
and sorrow to many Christian pastors 
and people — there arc, cver^whercj those 
w’ho watch their work with intense inte- 
rest — who share, in spirit, their ** joy of 
harvest,” and their sorrow when “ the 
labour of the husbandman” seenut to fail — 
who pray for them, for those who labour 
with them, for the pupils committed 
I to their charge, and for tlio converts in 
i the midst of temptation and suffering. 
\ If missionaries only realized how mamy 
i hearts they cheer at homo by their 
earnest ministrations as messengers 
from the Church; — if converts, who rc'- 
main stedfast, and adore the doctrine of

I the morning hymn beautifully, and read 
I and spelled "little words admirably. I 
looked at their hernniiugs and other 
needle-works ; some carpet-w'ork, too, 
w asliicely done by the oldest, and by far 
the most intelligent girl, named Fuljahn. 

I enclose a capital translation made by 
this girl of a little story, from Bengalee 
into English. It is one of a series of little 
* Bengidee Reward Books,’ which liavo 
begun to be published, And which origi- 
nated with Mrs, Weitbrecht of Burdwan.

Hut liow sad it is to have 
no relish f<»r tlutse scones in wluoU coles, 
lial beings delight ! I'liU o^ secret dis- 
pleasure and hittorness, he saiil, (hut 
restrained by In.s better feeling, only to 
himself.) “If this were a prox»het he 
woiilil know wlml sort of a wiunan this is 
wdio toiu'lies him.” Uslen to these 
w’onls ! llow^TetcheJ wore our comli- 
tion if, ill our ilet'jH’st neoossity, we 
could cast ourselves for sympathy no- 
where hut on tlieooM and narrow human 
heart! Ilow' just and wise was Havid’s 
ehoiee, infiuiU'ly rather to fall into the 
hands of tnK] ilian into the liand.s of man. 
Simon ! thou miiyest be a saint after man's 
judgment, but what avi thou when mea- 
sured by .‘1 liigluT standard V How blind 
thou seemest then, huv se1f-rightCM>us 
in ihy hliiulnoss, how* hideous in thy self- 
tightconsness! “ What sort of a woman 
this is.” How repelling i.s this expression, 
and liOw I’harisaical ! *‘Who touches 
him.” Whut a frigid nx'ognition of that 
pn'c.ivnis outpouring of enthusiastic love 
anil ailoration w^lierowdth she sank at the 
S^avicur’s feet I ** She is a sinner Oh ! 


Bon of Gamaliel, what then art thou? 
** If he were a prophet he would know it.’* 
Yes, indet'd, had He come only as a pro- 
phet, only as a rabbi, only as a doctor of 
the Law, he w'ould, in many things, have 
acted very differemly. What would havo 
become of our “ griefs and Borrows” wliich 
He w illingly bore ? — where had lK*en that 
deep poverty wherein ‘‘ He liud not where 
t(» lay His head?” — where Ilis martyr- 
path to Golgotha ? — where that desolation 
in which He felt llitnsolf abandoned of 
(«od? — where that dreadful death upon 
the tree accurstHl by aii‘ ancient oracle of 
God ^ All this had been an incrplioable 
' enigma, had His mission been only that 
of a mes.seuger of God. Hut He came to 
wsavc sinners, and to become a Mediator 
for those w ho had fallen under the cur.se 
of the law.

the most ?” The Pharisee, who like 
David when lie heard Nathan's pk'.rahle 
of the cwc-lainb, did not scixdhat it wa.-^, 
IHiinUnl at himself, replkxl, “ He to whom 
he forgave the most.*’ “Thou lia^t 
rightly judged,” ix'idied tin* Lord ; am! 
thon made a truly overwhelming applica- 
tion of the parable. 

With unutterable condescension IL 
turned to the woman, whilst He said 
Simon, “ Set*st thou t!)i'* woman r” i us i; 
He had said, look at her well, she will s< 3 on 
apjicar to tliee in t\ very ditferent liglit.' 
“I am come intt) thy house," (mark the

for my foot ; but this woman ha* washed 
my feet with her tears, and driett tliem 
with the hnir of her head. Thou hast 
ffiven me no kiss; hut she, from the time 
she came in !ias not ceased to kiss my 
feet. Thou tiast not anointed my lu-nd 
with oil, hut she h:is anointed iny fo»'t 
witli ointment. Thcrefire any 1 tmto 
thee, many sins are forfjiven to her, for 
she has lore<i much,*’ (or loves much;

work given him to ilo. Klected in 177a ! 
Shcriir of Bedford, he resolved that the ! 
ofllco should not he on his luirt a mere \ 
matter ot dignity, and its duties a i»ieee i 
of form, lie {>ersonally presided in the i 
court, lie visited the prisons, and ho ‘ 
witnessed the extorticn, and rapacity, i 
and cruelty that had long reigned 
there. 

What he saw in lSr*lt<ird induced him 
to proRtMUile his iinpiineH, the results of 
which wore oJ' such u nature, as to lead 
him to resolve upon devuting liis life to 
the rofonnation of prisons, — u task sulli- 
ciont to emjdoy all his ciiere:ies, and to 
call forth all his lK.‘iievolence, 

It is ditlieult for us !•> forin any ttka of 
%vli!it llie prisons (Ireat ISriiaiit wfiv 
hut sovrnty years ago. At pnseni, if we 
liear any eomplaint in n card to pri.‘'ons, 
it is that they are too gooil - too niueh 
like palaces, und ilmt their iotuates 
are so Well eared lor, titut many of 
the lalMturing p<.H>r ini^dit etny ti.ein. 
But at that time their htate was such, 
that even though our limits |H>.rmtt<^ 
Ud, tie* di'tuil?. nvc of su« h u character 
ns in he alltfgeiher until lor mir pages. 
Ku rv vh'o run riot then*, Keligious 
worsiup and instruetinu were almosi 
totally neglected; no restriction was put 
upon H)e Milo and use of spirits to every 
kitul of prisoner: indeed, in sjuue cases, 
the prolits of the sale constituted the 
i>ljly pay of tin- jailor : men and women 
were often eontliud togetlier ; gaming 
was tiiHUily perinilted, while hln.spliemy 
»»f every kind was habitually indulged 
in. Brisons were, in truth, HcluMd,s of 
ini()ut(y, over the doors of which Dante's 
words might with propriety havo Uvn 
engraven,—** I,.eavi* all hope ye h I»o enter 
here;” for tlio older prisoners uuido it 
their business to eornipx the youngcT, 
and thus to make tliem sevenfold vnore 
llie children of the devil ilian themselves. 
" Tm r\*t in pristm,” was, in those days, 
no moix' tiguro of s|vech, a.s will be evi- 
dent from the following deMTiption of 
some of those visited by Howard 

*' At Nottingham, the jail was built on 
the declivity of a hill ; down alnint live- 
tind-iwentw stops \Verc thri'O rooms lor 


such as could pay for them ; tlwj p^tqrer 
and honcster prisoners were conijicllcd to 
desccfid twelve steps more, into a ^eries 
of cells cut in the solid rock for their 
reception, only one of which was in use 
at the time*-a cavern, tw(?nty-one feet 
long, thirty broad, ami seven feet high ; 
in tins horrible hole human beings yforv. 
sometiincfi immured for years. 

“At Knaresb«>rough the debtors’ room 
had no fire-place, an earthen floor, and was 
very offlmsive from the common sewer of 
the town running through it uncovered. 
A sliort time before Howard’s vitit, a 
man had beim put into it, but knowing 
the place, he took his dog with him to 
«lcfefid him from the vermin. In a few 
days the dog was actually <levoured, 
wliilc its master’H hands and face were so 
hit tell as to present to the eye nothing 
hut llircH.* grout and loathsome sore''." 

Such was the state of thi- jirisons of 
Knglanil sevenry.tive years ago, ns gaih- 
eivtl from the reports of Howard. *A'e 
rder our rcadiTb to tlie volume before us 
for similar iltduils regarding tin* prisons 
at Soutliainpton, l.clc<stt‘i, Kly, Tly- 
motith, and other tovsi.s in Knglam), 
It M'om.s ulnio.st irn)'<ossil<!>; to realize 
tlie idea, that in the reign of Ge«»rge 
III., and almost in the memory of men 
^liU alive, such iilrotities shotdil have 
hoci^ tol< rated hy a t'hristian legis- 
lature in this country. But such was 
tin* case. Nor WiTC they easily pul an 
end to. So many had an interest in the 
cent in nance of these abuse.'*, that much 
opposition had to be (meountiued in re- 
drt'Siting them. But Howard was not a 
man to bo dismayed by oi>position, or to 
l>e daunted by the frowns of officials. By 
his indefatigable exertions, he siuwHled 
, in securing the attention of the legisla- 
ture to the enormous evils of the pri?ou 
system, and was summoned before a 
committer of the House of Commons, to 
n'nd a rej^ort of !ii»* survey, and to K* 
examined thereon. So In'ghly were his 
labours appreciated, that the lluinks ot 
the IIouM? were conveyed to him by ilu 
8;H>akpr, for his humuiity and bi.s zeal. 

Jn the midst of another year siK-nt in 
labours of the same kind, be stood camli- 
date for Boitfurd about the end of 1774 
h'ortuiiately for the cause of humanity, 
he was dcfeateii, and thus left at liUrty 
to pursue liis great work.

SufSce it to hay, that within 
the twfin.! years c*miin^» in ITM, he 
visitftl the priweipid citie^ of ihowhoK-^ 
of Kiirujw^ except Turkey, and iiHptX'tc'tl 
their jails ; ho travcUcd upwards of 
42,rf00 miles, am] e.K|Kndo'l on Ins trav«*ls, 
in relievinj; the .sick arul ffteing dehtors*, 
above L.rto.oou ! 

During his former tour lie had iievoted 
rnucli of his lime to l)ie conteniplatioji uf 
the lK,‘«uties of nature and an. De had 
rt'Vclicd amid the luxuriamv «»f tin li nih 
phirj" of Italy; lie had pi/^d withrap- 
fiiie on the dnn^'fniu and Alont lliane,

We must not however inmgtnc, as on 
reading ihtjiH* words we uiight at tlr^t 
sight do, that Howanr.s main objtvtt was 
in relieve the distress of individual pri- 
sm,!^. 'Ihis no doubt Ik? did. His sym- 
|)ut!*,y and his punw^ were always ready 
at the* call of misery and sickness. 'I'herb 
were fi w prijwms tliat Ijc vifciU'^I, from 
wliich he did not depart loaded with tlic 
llcHtfingw of ihtir wretched occupant^.

^ On cveryfK;ca»ion tie can 'fully avoided 
TiiaUiii*' any display of hi^ siinplo diet, 
and was particularly curetul ikjI to offer 
it as a pretext for parsimony. When he 
arrived at any town where he intendiMl to 
rcHl for the nii'lu, he woiihi to the best 
hotel, order Ins dinner, with bet'r and 
wine, just like any oilier traveller, and 
Bliimhile that his* own eerviuit sliould 
wait upo 1 him at table. When t)ic cloth 
was laid, the viands spread out, unci the 
lK)«t withdrawn, honest Trole would 
quietly rmiove the eo«tly luxuries from 
the table, to ilje .sideboard, while his 
eccentric rnastcr would busy hinisetf in 
preparing his homely repast of bread and 
milk, upon which he would then banquet 
w'ilh t^uslo,— ^equally to liis own salisfac- 
tioii and that id' the landlord/* 

AVithin a very few yeans after Howard 
commenced his labours, hi.s vi.sits had 
come to lie recoj*niz<‘d in an extrti-ofH- 
rial maimer,— -not merely by the keeix'r.'' 
of ICnnIish jirisoiis, but also by forcii^n 
luoiiarehs and j^overnment.*’. 'I'iirouA'Iiout 
(Iroul Hriltiin the heavy j^utes of every 
jail were o|Hm at his npproueh. 

Tliuu^.rli he l«ore lO) uHleial cluiracter,-- 
thoujsdi he did not carry v\iiii Jiiin the 
warrant ol’ a J^ecrelary of iSlate, lie had 
but to name liimsilf, and every room, 
every cell was .suhmitti'd to Ids inspec- 
tion. 'Mu; .same was the case throughout 
the wliole of Kurope. 

No sooner Inul lu* .arrived at St. Peters* 
burgh, for i-xample, than a messenger 
njipearud from the Pmjuvss C^atheriue. 
inviiing him to ajiptfar at court. Thi.« 
invitation he at once ndused, saying, that 
his ta'^k was to visit tlie dungeon of 
the wretched, not tin- palaei-s of kings, 
tioseph II., Enqs nirof Austria, was more 
fortunate, as, after much eiure.-ity, Iluw* 
aril.eonsentiHl to grant him an intcrvi«.w, 
in order to discus.s witli him«thc statf of 
the prisons of his dominions. 

Of the fame of tfie philanthropist wo 
may relate two pleasing aneeilotes; When 
llowarti waiteit, on one occasion, mvon the 
Hurgouiastcr of (Ihent, to obtain the usual 
iH'nuUsion to visit il\c bridewell of that 
eiiy. lui waB told that the emi» 0 Tor had 
given ordersv for no \>nc to be adiritted. 


** But you, sir,” observed tlie magistrate, 
ore alxive all rules ; you must not. how- 
ever, impute to me the unhai»py change 
which you will notice.** Tlie other «tory 
is still inure interesting: — 

I *M)neof the most diitinguished men of 
that day in Itu.ssia w.a8 (General Bulgar- 
kow', wlio, with a prim-ely lilverality, bad 
endowed, or enlarged a great number of 
' noble charities. 11 is lienevolencc soon 
attracted the attention of hi.« country- 
fiieii, who, desirous of honouring them- 
selves by honouring him, about thin 
[K-rioil mode him a present of a goh] 
medal, a« ‘ one who had fleservcd wcdl of 
Ids coiiMlry.’ Perhaps tlic highest jiroof 
. of his merit was his reply,- h<' said, ‘ An# 
servire.s to mankind reached hi.s own 
country only; but there we.s a man wlioso 
( xtraordinary pidlaiithropy took in all 
tlie w urld, — who had already, w ith irdinite 
; toil and peril, e.vtenUeil his humanity to 
. all nution.s .lud who was therehire idoiu- 
worthy of such a distineti'>n ; to bim, 
master in benevolem-e, he should seiidlho 
j mctlu!.’ And he did so,” 

! In 1784, How ard published the last edi- 
tion of bis work on the Sftate of Privojw, 
giving in .a .second ap|K*ndi.\ tlie final re- 
Kiilts of Ills labours. Full <»f year* and 
honour, he retired to hi.s favourite (’ar- 
' dington, tliere in (juict reiirenient to ri - 
pose , after his labvuirs, and to fulfil Ids 
iluties tt> u Christian lamllt.nl ami parent. 
Now nearly .sixty vi-ar.s t)f age. his time 
j for active labour seemed brought to a 

• natural termination, while in his last 
I publication lie hail done all that was 
‘ possible to enlighten hi.s countrymen 
i reganling the slate of tlnir ]iri^on,s. and 
. to rou.se them to a sense of tliwir duty in 

tld.s re?iH*ct. 

I But the fonued habits of years were 
not «o easily" ovemnne. To Howard, rest 
; w'a.s far more irksome tkan Ibc most 
fatiguing labour. With his strict notions 

• of duty, and with wcaitli, time, andoxpe- 
rienec at Ids disjxisal, he felt that there 
could Ik‘ no repose for him in the idleness 

: of ordinary life. 

The subject which next began to occupy 
' Ids thoughts, was that of tlie plague — the 

• system of quarantine <u.ul of lazaretti#?, 

. or quarantine ostublislmients. It would 
, seem that his attention was first directed 
i to this topic in 1 7T9, whan he embarked 

’ from Civita Vecchia for leghorn,* in a 
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vpssirl .wlilcli had previously MaiU'd from ‘ Tlu-nce by way of (.iomui an 1 I,i>;rhon), 
a port where the pla^:uc was rojwrteil t.* at lH*th of whicii towns there were 
have made its apiwaranco. C:aus:hi by a LazarettOis he pr.H-t eded to Malta, when* 
Hquali, the boat, with f^reat ditiieuLty, and lie oontinuod hi> iiuiuiries. llavinj,' 


after exposoii to imminent danjjer, 

reacli(‘d a small harbour on the Tuscan 
coast. »So great, however, was ilie ternir 
inspired by the very name of the i«laimc, 
that iwrinission t<> hind was absolutth* 
ntfused, and they were eompolled aj^Min 
to put to st‘a.

reverte d to thi> great enemy of mankind, 
and lie resolved upon undertaking a new 
voyage of discovery, with the v U w' i*f 
inakinghims<'ira<!<iuainted with its causes, 
its mode of propagation, and its reni»‘*lies. 
lli» plan was, hr>t, to visit ihoau Kuro- 
pean sea-ports, such ajs Mar*»t;ilh‘», Leg- 
horn, Venice, Malta, &c., where quaran- 
tine regulations were ('nforeed, and laza- 
rettos estalilislied, and then t** proceed to 
Smyrna and Oinslaniinople, w'here th«* 
plague was always raging, in order that 
he might, hy is r.^onal inquiry and insiKc- 
tion, become acquainted with th»‘ nature 
of the disease. Hii^ medical friends drew 
up for him a set ot in»]uiri»:s regarding 
the plague, which he undertook to submit 
to the nlo^l cxix:ricnced doctors of Luroja* 
and the east. 

^lle aej, out on this n<iw crusade in 
Novcmljcr IT^rq— this time alone ; Ibr 
know ing how gre.at was the iw ril, Ik- w «»uM 
not fierniit any servant to ^^Jare it with 
him. Tassini! through France, when-, in 
conMNpicnce vf a resentment cherii^hed 
against him by those in iK>wcr, he nar- 
rowly escajH'*! arrest, In,* i-uccccdeij, with 

risk, in visiting the Laairetto of Mar- 
wilies, and in obtaining plaji-* and draw- 
ings of it, as well as a minute atc<*unt of 
the practical details of iU working. 


thus id't.'iinetl all the inlV^rmalivin that 
; Kurope could art'ord. he M t sail for the 
Fast, then* iKTsonally to study and ol>- 
s« rve the working of tin* jH-stileiuv, He 
.arrived at Smyrna in M.ty ITSVi, whcn\ 
for a considerable lime la* eontinuis,! 
visiting those* stricken witli the plague. 
Thence he repaired to Con.*^taniinople, 
where it was at that lime raging with 
considerable n'irnlenee. lhH;liulng the 
invitation of tin? liriiish Ambassador, 
who askctl him to reside at the Fmbassy, 
he took up his abt«hr with a physician

Hilt he waH iKit cast down, iiur did he 
over Tcjfret resolutiun, hut employed 
his time partly in rolijrious exorcise*^, and 
partly in tnuielatinf' the ro^ulatiuna of 
tile lazaretto, nod writing: letters to 
K)j^»lttiid. Upon li-avintr the lazaretto, 
he was greatly weakened hy lii.s confine- 
iiKMit ; hut variouH niatleris of a character 
deeply painful to hi^ frelings and Iiim 
alfeetions, having occurred in England, 
he Imrrit'd home in fast as possible. One 
of these was the lumu-y of his son, who, 
left too MiHm and too nivich his own 
master, had plunged into c-xeesses and 
dissiiKUion, under the elToets of wliich his 
mind gave way ; and llowanh on hisndurn 
fnmi the East, Ibiiiul him a raving maniac. 
'I'lio other matter was a suhscription 
which had been set cm foot to raisi.' funds 
wherewith to erect in his hodour some 
testimonial of his country’s gratitude, 
and iipjirociatiuu of his labours. 'Ji'o this 
project, Howard, witli the modesty iuse- 
fiarabhi from true genius, exi>resBeil at 
oture his dc'cidrd aversion. Erom Venice 
he wrote as follows; — 

“ Why eould not my friends, who know 
Iniw mueh I detest such jtarade, have 
stopped surh a hasty meaHun*? A.s a 
pricaie. man, with some peculit.ritieH. I 
wished to retire into ohseurity and 
silence, linh‘e»l, iny frieml, I eannot 
hear the thought of Is'ing thus dragged 
out. 1 wroti- immediately— and lu»pe 
something ipa\ bed.uie lu stopit. My best 
frienils ;;/«.>/ di>-a]»provc of it. It deraiigc's 
and confouiuls all my ‘•ehemes. My 
exalluliou i.** my misfurtuoe— my fall.” 

Epou liH return to London, however, 
finding that llie committee still persisted

FilU‘d with a presentiment 
of his death, therefore, he willed all his

ICngland. At Cardington he took a last 
farewell of tin; scenes and friends so

Kvery posi>ihle 
murk of honour — public and private — 
was i>aid to the memory of Howard. 
All orders of men vied with each other 
in heaping honours upon his name. The 
(rourt, the press, parliament, the bar, the 
]»ulpil, and the staj'e-eaeh in its dif- 
ferent fashion, paid the w’olbearned tri- 
bute of respi’ct. 'I'he intelli;renee of his 
demise w as publiely announci d ^in the 
ollicial (Jazette — a distinction never 
he form accorded to a private individuaU 
'I’he nmses sani; his virtues with innume- 
rable voices ; the churches I'choed with 


his praise ; the senate aril the jud;;meij* 

. Keat resounded with tlie tribute to his 
, merits ; and even at tho theatres, his cha- 
I ractCT wan e,xhibitcd in imaginary scenes, 
niid a monrxly on his death was delivered 
from the footlights. Nor wa.s a more en- 
during memorial wanting. The long 
donnant Committee of the Howardian 
Fund was n^suscitated, and the sculptor 
Bacon was employuil to make a full-length 
marble statue of the Philanthropist. At 
that time it w’as in contemplation to 
make* St. I’anl’s serve the double purpose 
of a cathedral and a Walhalla; and this 
design was inaugurated by placing there, 
as the first great ♦orthy of England, the 
statue of John IIowauu !”•

(‘J.) Jt is til ways taken for granted that 
civilians are unprejudiced.” Itul surely 
it is fjuite possible that they may dec»‘ive 
themselves by shutting tlioireyes against 
the light, as mueb as those missionaries 
are supposed to do who fondlv inistake a 
meteor Hash for the rising sun ? 

(d.) Many civilians, however, wlio are 
too ujiriglu coiisciotisly to receive or givi- 
f.dse imt»r\?ssion8 regarding missionaries, 
have, perliaps, been lirougltt into contact, 
w hen ahmad, with an individual mission- 
ary of an inferior stump, vulgitr in mind

trouble of making minute and patient 
inquiries, eau discover the evils which

, eflecls of that example which they U:ft to 
India as the'only return for the wealth 
i»r the honour which they carri(‘d from 
her rtliores! But we rejoice to know, 
that the mimher of CUiristiau civilians is 
already great, and is ilaily increasing in 
India, who ;iro not ashamed to confes.** 
Christen ihe court or camp, (*r as magi.S ' 
trate.s or m.'jeliants — who take an active 
.‘‘hare in the ljusim'ss <*f mission's abroad, 
— ;uul wJjo, when tla\ return home, are 
gUwl to givi\ both in spei’ches and in 
report'^, bearl-oheering accounts of how

(rO liUstly, while pious civilians of all 
: ranks, and in all professions, Udli at homo 
and abroad, are now the best friends anti, 
iiu»st generou.s supporters •of missions,

. labour, by the missionaries and ministers 
of every church, from the admirable
